STEPNIAK’S EARNEST PLEA 


A STRONG PROTEST ADDRESSED 
TO PRESIDENT CLEVELAND. 


THE EXTRADITION TREATY WITH RUS- 
SIA A VIOLATION OF ALL THE PRIN- 
CIPLKS OF JUSTICE—CLAIMS MADE 
UNDER FALSE PRETENSES—PLEDGES 
WHICH HAVE BEEN REPEATEDLY 
VIOLATED. 


G. Stepniak, who has done so much looking 
to the liberation of Russia, bas sent a letter to 
President Cleveland which is made public con- 
temporaneously through the columns of THE 
NEW-YorK Times and Free Russia, printed 
in London. 

The letter deals with the impossibility of 
securing under the new extradition treaty, any 
pledge from Russia which will make it certain 
that an extradited person will be tried and pun- 
ished only for the offense for which he is 
claimed, and shows how promises to that effect 
have been repeatedly violated. 

The letter is as follows: 

“Sir: By the vote of Feb. 9, the Senate of the 
United States has ratified the extradition treaty 
with Russia, on the strength of which a number 
of men and women who hitherto were sale on 
the soil of the great republic may be hencefor- 
ward handed over to the Russian Government. 
But your sanction is wanting to transform this 
treaty intoalaw. It is in the hope that this 
sanction has not yet been given that I venture, 
by the request of friends, to make this appeal 
to you, in order to add one more voice to the 
many which are urging you to annul the treaty. 

**] will not speak of the sacredness of the 
asylum right which is practically repealed for 
the refugees of the only European country 
which now has to struggle for ite freedom, [ 
will not speak of legitimate and reasovable as- 
pirations or of the unheard-of provocations to 
which are daily subjected the men who are now 
put outside the paie of American law. 

“TI will only say that, whether criminals or 
exasperated patriots, they cannot and must not 
be extradited, because they are claimed under 
false pretenses, and the granting of their extra- 
dition would be a monstrous violation of those 
elementary principics of justice upon which 
there is no divergency of opinions an civilized 
countries. 

‘Whenever extradition is agreed upon, the 
two contracting States must present the same 
or at least similar guarantees of justice for the 
offenders. No civilized country extradites crim- 
inals to Chinaor Turkey, where the judicial pro- 
ceedings are entirely barbarous. Russia is not 
Turkey or China. She has regular courts of 
justice, with jurors and publicity of proceed- 
ings. But these courts are reserved exclusive- 
ly for common, non-political offenses. 

“With the exception of Vera Zassulitch, the 

girl who in 1877 attempted the life of Gen. Tre- 
poif and was acquitted by the jury, which ad- 
mitted exceptional provocations, no olfense 
committed from any political motive has been 
submitted in Russiato a jury. Al! political 
olfenses are tried in the dominions of the Czar 
by special tribunals, which it would be 
derision to call courts of justice. The 
Judges are appointed by the Government 
ad hoc and are avsolutely dependent upon and 
subservient to it. ‘he trials are secret, neither 
the public nor presamen being admitted. No 
reports of the proceedings are published. Even 
the places of the trials and the names of the 
Judges are often unknown to the public. These 
are facts which cannot be disproved or chal- 
lenged or doubted. 
“In denying the political nature of the of- 
fenses which are now made extraditable, and 
assimilating them to criminal offenses, the 
American Government is surely, by the very 
nature of the transaction, bound to ask from 
the Kussian Government a formal and sub- 
Btantial pledge that those who have been 
claimed and extradited as criminal offenders 
should be dealt with in Russia as criminal of- 
fenders, which meaus that they should be tried 
by ordinary, mo igy tribunals, 

“This principle is so self-evident that it has 
been admitted by the Russian Government it- 
self in two cases, when extradition was claimed 
and obtained from two continental govern- 
ments. In 1873, Segius Netchaev was extra- 
dited by the Swiss Government on the charge 
of murder, and in 1884 Leo Deutch was exira- 
dited by one of the German principalities on 
the charge of an attempt at murder, com- 
mnitted im the conrse of political con- 
spiracies. In both these cases the Russian 
Governwent formally pledged itself tw treat the 
extradited men as non-politioal offenders. In 
fact, both were tried by regular tribunals before 
juries and were condemned according to the 
Criminal! Code, Netchaev to twenty years’ penal 
servitude for the murder of a spy and Deutch to 
eight years foran attempt to murder another 


spy. 

m But the control of the foreign States which 
granted extradition did not and could not go 
beyond the hail of the court. The Russian 
Government had its own way the day after 
the sentence was passed. Leo Deutch was 
sent to Kara and is now undergoing the_ 

unishment of a political offender. Sergius 
Rotchaev fared still worse, because he 
feared by the Russian 
Government. He was not sent to penal servi- 
tude at all. Immediately after the judicial 
comedy was over he was transferred to the 
fortress of Sta. Peter and Paul and placed in 
solitary confinement, which is never intlicted 
in Russia except for political offenses. It be- 
came knowl by mere chance that in 1881 he 
was still confined in one of the wost secret cella 
of the Tribetzkoi Ravelin. But nothing has 
been heard of him since. 

** Yet the Czar Alexander II. promised on his 
imperial word of honor to the Swiss Federal 
Council that the political side of Natchaev’s of- 
fense should be ignored and overlooked. This 
case proves that, when prompted by fear or 
vindictiveness, the Russian Government will 
not scruple to virtually break and turn intoa 
mere farce its most solemn pledges. 

**But with regard to offenses against the per- 
son of the Czar, which are now wade extradita- 
ble in America, even thie flimsy guarantee does 
not exist. We do not hear of any special pledge 
on the part of the Russian Government as to 
the fair treatment of the men who may be sur- 
rendered to it. In fact, no such pledge could 
be given in the case of ofienses against the 
person of the Czar. The Kussian Criminal 
Code is mild, reserving its ferocity only 
for litical ofienses. Buch penalties 
as could be inflicted for offenses against the 
Czar by-a.court regarding him as an ordinary 
mortal would be considered in Russia purely 
nominal. There is no death penalty in Kussia 
even for murder, except when committed for a 
political motive. Butan autocracy cannot ad- 
mit for one moment that the Czar may be con- 
sidered as an yap A mortal. No more can an 
autocracy dare to submit its own oase to the 
decision of 4 jury of men from the street, 
whose dispositions and verdict can never be 
foreseen. Attempts against the Czar cannot 

ibly be tried in Russia as ordinary crimes. 

“Thus the very ratification of the treaty im- 
plies a monstrous injustice. The men who will 
fall under its action will be obtained under the 
cover of a deliberate lie and falsehood. The 
will be claimed and surrendered as common of- 
fenders, to be judged and punished as political 
ones. The political nature of their offense will 
be denied to them in America, where it would be 
their safeguard, to be fastened back upon them 
in Ruseia, where it is their ruin. 

“This flagrant injustice cannot be avoided. 
It must be committed if the extradition is 
granted. Consequently, it cannot possibly be 

ranted. The Senators voted without having 
fad the case carefully presentefl to them. 

**There is another clause ip the treaty which 
is open to still greater objections. If the news- 
paper reports be true, it is explicitly specitied 
that the American Government will extradite 
all who shall be proved guilty of attempts 
against the life of the Czar * by deed or by con- 
spiracy,’ I have scored under the word ‘con- 
spiracy,’ which allows such a vast ex- 
tension of the application of the treaty. 
lt embraces those who bave merely talked 
about such attempts without having had any 
chanee or prospect of converting thelr words 
into deeds, os well as those who never intended 
to carry out such attempts except by an open, 
armed insurrection against the prevailing sys- 
tem of governmentin Ruesia. It may be ex- 
tended to those who, taking no personal part in 
these conspiracies, approved and countenanced 
them theorvtically. 


“The Russian law makes no distinction be- 
tween these different shades of guilt. Accord- 
ing to the Russian code there is only one penal- 
ty—death—tor all the ramifications of these 
conspiracies. This includes such offenses as 
‘failing to give information,’ a misdemeanour 
which,if committed against an ordinary mortal, 
would be dismissed, in both Kussia and Amer- 
joa, with a few months’ imprisonment or a 
reprimand from the court, 

“All these people may be claimed by the 
Russian Government, aud wherever the Amer!i- 
cans may put alimitto Russian demands, the 
thing will yet ean the handing over to the ex- 
ecutioner of men who would have incurred an 
wernt vow yd lighter punishment had they 
comlbitted the same offenses for some low, sel- 
lish motives against an American eltizen upon 
American soll. 

“ The American Senators may, if they choose, 
refuse to these peeple all extenuating circum-

THE TREATY’S PROVISIONS. 


ARTICLK 3, WHICH IS OPPOSED, AS IT 


NOW APPEARS. 


WASHINGTON, April 11.—The text, or alleged 
text, of the extradition treaty which was 
sigued by Secretary Bayard and Mr, Destruve, 
the Russian Minister, in Washington, in 1887, 
but which failed of ratification by the Senate, 
principally because of the strong opposition 
raised to Artiole 3, defining political offenses, 


is published here this morning, apparently with 
agate of eliciting expressions of public opin- 
on. 


The article in question, as submitted in 1887, 
Was as follows: 

Articte 3.—If it be made to appear that extradition 
is sought with a view to try or punish tf person de- 
manded for an offense of a political character, sur- 
render shall not take place, nor shall any person sur- 
rendered be tried or punished for any political 
offense committed previously to his extradition, nor 
tor any offense other than that for whioh the extradi- 
lion was granted; nor shall the surrender of any per- 
son be demanded for an offense committed prior to 
the date at which this convention shall take etfeot. 
The murder or manslaughter, comprising the willful 
or negligent killing of the sovereign;or Chief Magis- 
Irate of the State, or any member of his family, as 
well as an attempt to commit or participate in the 
said crime, shall not be considered an offense of a 
political character. 

Itis pointed out that the modifications of 
Article 3, as adopted iu the treaty which now 
awaits the exchange of ratifications, strengthen 
ite declarations as to political offenses against 
the sovereign or Chief Magistrate, but make no 
concessions in favor of Russia which are not 
reciprovated in favor of the United States. 
The uotual text of this part of the treaty as it 
now stands is as follows: 

“An attempt upon the life of the head of either 
Government, or against thatof any member of his 
femily, when such attempt comprises the act 
either of murder or assassination, or of poisoning, 
shall not be considered a political offense, or an act 
connected with such offense.” 5 

Article 2 of the treaty of 1887 contains this 
definition of the crime of forgery: 

“The crime of forgery, by which is understood the 
utterance of forged papers, and also the counterfeit- 
ing of public, sovereign, or Governmental acts.” 

It is understood this definition is retained in 
the amended treaty ratitied by the Senate. Op- 
ponents of the treaty contend that under this 
detinition persons would be extraditable for 
using falee passports, or passports issued in an 
assumed name, which is said to be a very com- 
mon practice on the part of persons who believe 
their true names would excite suspicion of the 
Russian authorities. 





CYCLONES IN THE WEST.

THREE PEOPLE KILLED AND MANY IN- 
JCRED IN PAGE OITY. 


St. PAUL, Minn., April 11.—A fearful oyclone 
passed over Northern Iowa this afternoon be- 
tween 3 and 4 o’oclock. It struck Akron and 
Westtield, in Plymouth County, Iowa, at 3 
o’clock. At 4:40 it struck Page, Neb., 100 miles 
west of the other two places. 

At Akron the storm came down suddenly 
from the northeast, and in a few minutes 
Akron Was almostinu ruins. The storm covered 
a wide path. The iron wagon bridge across the 
Sioux River was torn to pieces. Houses were 
nuroofed and carried from their foundations 
apd destroyed. The grain elevator was torn to 
pieces. Several store buildings were wrecked. 

Akron has about 800 people, The extent of 
the damage cannot be learned accurately, as 
the wires are alldown. The Chicago, Milwau- 
kee and St. Paul Road sent up a special train 
from Sioux City to Akron. 

The storm followed the Sioux Valley south to 
Westfield. Ita path was marked by demolished 
houses and barns. Two people, a man and his 
wife, were killed at one farmhouse. Their 
names are not yet known. Several others were 
badly injured and many horses and cattle were 
killed. No reports are received of any devasta- 
tion between these places. 

At Page, Neb., the storm demolished the Pa- 
cific Short Line depot and several houses, blew 
cars off the track, and injured a woman and 
boy, names unknown. The woman’s condition 
is sorious. 

The only reports received are from the rail- 
roads. 

HIAWATHA, Kan., April 11.—The report has 
reached here that Willis and Powhatan, small 
towns south of here of about 500 inhabitants, 


were totally destroyed by a cyclone which 
passed through that part of the country late 
this evening. Nothing authentic can be learned, 
however. 

The air here is filled with dust almost as dense 
asacloud. Hiawatha wae visited by a heavy 
rain about 3 o’clook this afternoon. It began 
to fallin torrents and was swept along by a 
high wind. It was followed by hail, which nas 
douve considerable damage to fruit in this vicin- 
ity, and trees which were leaved out were a)- 
most entirely stripped. The ground was white 
with the hailstones. 

8ST. Louis, April 11.—It is reported that a 
cycione has struck Page City, Mo., causing a 
great deal of damage and the death or injury of 
many persons. 

Very meagre particulars have been received. 
These state that three people are known to 
have been killed. The number of injured is 
very large. 





Verdicts Against Western Union. 

TRENTON, N. J., April 11.—T wo verdicts were 
rendered against the Western Union Telegraph 
Company in the United Mtates District Court 
to-day. 

Merritt Thorn received $12,000 for being 
crippled by picking up a live wire in the City of 
Camden and his father $125 for the loss of his 
60n’s services. ; 

In November, 1891, the boy picked up a stray 
wire on Front Street, Camden. It proved to be 
® broken telegraph wire, charged with elec- 
tricity. The boy fell to the pavement, writhing 
in agony. 

It was my neem | to loosen his grasp until he 
was badly distorted and burned. 

A man who came to his rescue was thrown 
twelve feet, and it was only when the current 
Was cut off tnat the boy was relieved. 

His injuries made him a helpless paralytic, 
and his facuities are deadened. He is now a 
care to his parents, who have removed to Long 
Island.

Assistant District Attorney Unger was busy 
over a pile of papers yesterday afternoon when 
three men were ushered into his office. One of 
the trio, a gentleman representing the Messrs, 
Dos Passos Brothers, attorneys, addressing Mr. 
Unger, said: 

“Let me introduce you, Sir, to Mr. Frederic 
May. I believe there is an indictment pending 
against him in this office. He has called to sur- 
render himself, and we are prepared to furnish 
bond and to take such other steps in the case as 
may be necessary.”’ 

Mr. May, the gentleman thus introduced 
formally, is not unknown in a general way to 
readers of newspapers. Asa man about town 
he has upon one or two occasions been brought 
into public notoriety. His presence yesterday 
in the District Attorney’s Office is accounted 
for by an unpleasantness Mr. May had with 
Policeman Daniel McGowan, June 18, 1888. 

Mr. Unger looked up over his glasses at the 
cailera—he never shows any evidence of sur- 
prise—and remarked that he believed there 
was an indictment pending against one Fred- 
eric May. Hesent up stairs to the General 
Clerk’s office, and soon a lot of dusty papers 
were upon his desk. 

Then the callers showed a morelively interest 
aud business was begun in earnest. Mr. Unger 
turned over the legal documents and got down 
to the essence or the matter in eflect that Mr. 
May stood indicted for an attempted assault in 
the first degree. 

This much conceded, next came the question 
of bonds, it-appearing that after the alleged at- 
tempted assault Mr, May had disappeared and 
forfeited the bond demanded in the Police 
Court hearing. 

With Mr. May was Mr. Clarence Gray Dins- 
more, who was ready to serve as bondsman. 

Mr. Unger did not deicde the matter at once, 
but had a consultation with Assistant District 
Attorney Davis, and District Attorney Nicoll 
was notified. 

When it came to a question of bonds the sum 
fixed was $5,000. This seemed to surprise the 
lawyer and the man who was to furnfsh the 
bail. Ina mild way it was hinted that Mr. May 
had once forfeited a bond of $2,000, which, by 
the way, had been furnished by Louis H. Liv- 
ingston, who died about four weeks ago, and it 
Was suggested that something smaller might be 
acceptable now that Mr. May had voluntarily 
surrendered himself. 

There was no back-down on the $5,000, how- 
ever, and this sum Mr. Dinsmore said, he would 
assume. The bondsman gave his address as 59 
Broadway, and said he had an equity interest 
in the property at 302 Fifth Avenue valued at 
$150,000, the whole being placed at $300,000, 

This proved satisfactory, and the only other 
step was to finish up the court proceedings be- 
fore a Judge, sothe party went before Judge 
Martine. He accepted the bonds, and Mr. May, 
being arraigned, pleaded not guilty to the 
charge named in the indictment. 

Mr. May, whose little time about five years 
ago cost him a term in exile, is looking hearty 
and aetrong. Heis » big man, well developed, 
and one would think he might well bear out the 
reputation he earned for looking after his own 
end in any misunderstanding. He bears a 
striking resembiauce to Mr. John C. Eno, who 
so recently returned from a sojourn in Canada. 

Mr. May yesterday wore a dark overcost of 
black finished at collar and sleeves with as- 
trakhan. His face showed no signs of aging— 
he is only forty-one years old—although it was 
brown as a berry. 

In conversation with a New-YorK TIMES re- 

porter Mr. May seemed indisposed to be com- 
municative, representing that perhaps later on 
he ~ have something important to say. He 
said: 
“After I left New-York I went to England, 
where I remainedsome time. Then I went tu 
Buenos Ayres, staying there two years. Next 
I brought up in Valparaiso, where I went into 
business, and remained there until I started for 
New-York.” 

An intimate friend ssid Mr. May came to 
New-York on the last Pacific mail steamer and 
then went to Baltimore to meet relatives, re- 
turning to town on Monday. Mr. May, he said, 
Was representing the Standard Oil Company in 
South America, was doing well, and his sole 
reason for coming here at this time was to clear 
up the charge against him and remove the 
stigma that might possibly be attached to the 
indictment. 

Three days ago the District Attorney had 
word that he might receive a call from Mr. May 
during the week, but no intimation was made 
as to how the matter would be brought before 
him. When Mr. May reached New-York he 
went to his attorneys, and they mapped out the 
course pursued yesterday. 

The District Attorney says he will probably 
move for the trial of Mr. May’s case next week. 
Upon the charge, if found guilty, the possible 
sentence is from five to ten years. 


THINGS MR. MAY HAS DONE. 

The assault which resulted in the exile of 
Frederic, better known as Fred, May was a 
natural culmination of his course of behavior. 
A scion of an old and aristocratic Maryland 
family, the members of which had almost toa 
man won high distinction in the army, 
the navy, the Church, or the bar, a 
near kinsman ef that gallant Col. May 
who at the battle of Resaca de la Palma led a 


battalion of the Second Dragoons straight at the 
belching muzzles of the Mexican battery, out- 
ting down the gunners, and spiking the silenced 
guns, himeelf endowed with qualities, both 
physical and mental, that placed him well 
above the average man, Frederick May, in the 
many years that he spent in New-York prior to 
hia flight, had earned a good deal of unsavory 
notoriety. 

The tales told of his broils, his carousals, in- 
evitably followed by an equally besotted quar- 
rel, his escapades in the horsewhipping line, are 
numerous, 

In 1886 Frederick May recommended himself 
to public notice by his conduct in kicking over 
the ash barrelin front of the Albemarle Hotel, 
in company with a lawyer named Swayne. 
This attempt to sid the Department of Public 
Works was rewarded by several hours in a cell 
and a five-dollar fine from Judge Duffy in the 
Jetferson Market Police Court. In the Summer 
of 1887 he added to his laurels, already plenti- 
ful enough to need no such addition, by enter- 
ing a cottage at Newport and demolishing a 
couple of hundred do)lars’ worth of furniture. 

Newport being the hunting ground of 
society, and Mr. May being a member of 
that sacred circle, it was, of course, 
deemed “bad form” to bring the matter 
to public notice, and the offense was 
condoned on the plea that Mr. May was young 
and hot-blooded, and that when he had sown 
his wild oats upholstery and the convention- 
alities would have a living chance with him. 

In the life of the Tenderloin District, then, 
with all ite iniquity in full blossom, Mr. May, 
with his good looks, tine presence, 
his ready wit, aud, better atill, his 
ready money, cout ® prominent figure. 
He was a patron of sport and the 
drama as exemplified in the persons of prize 
fighters and chorus girls. He was an athlete 
too, and a clubman, belonging to such “swelil”’ 
orgapDizations as the Larchmont Yacht, the 
New-York, and Manhattan Clubs. He was 
in short, a very fair specimen of the fast 
young wan of the day, and when he dia- 
tinguished himself by being one of thle 
principals in ao disgraceful row in a 
low sixth Avenne haunt known as the 
“Silver Grill” over Maud Cavendish, a noto- 
rious woman of the tuwn, it hardly caused an 
extra ripple on the lake of public conversation, 
that had already been thoroughly agitated by 
him. 

ENCOUNTER WITH POLICEMAN M’GOWAN. 

It was on the evening of June 1, 183858, that 
Mr. May’s career in this city was brought up 
with a round turn. 

Mr. May had been down to the Fall River boat 
with his motber and sister, who were going to 
Newport. Presumably their departure grieved 
him to such oa degree that he felt 
the need of some cousolation. He sought 
it in the subtle and deceptive cooktail with 
such evergy and such results that by the time 
he had gotfrom the saloon nearest the F 
River dook to the saloun nearest the Sixth Ave- 





nue elovated station at Park Place he was phe- 
nowlnally intoxicated. 

Finding the need of a little mental relaxation 
between drinks, Mr. May began to insult women 
who passed him in College Place, using the 
srossest of language to them, and actually 
catching at their skirts to detain them as they 
hurried outof reach of his volleys of bad lan- 
guage. 

A clerk employed at Acker, Merrall & Condit’s, 
who bad watched Mr. May’s little game for some 
minutes, finally complained to the policeman 
on post, Offiver Daniel MoGowan. Policeman 
McGowan, a much smaller man than Mr. May, 
who stands over 6 feet in his stockings, but 
plucky as a terrier, with all the knowledge of 
self-defense born of fourteen years of arduous 
service on the police force, went up to Mr. May 
and told him tu leave the place. 

Mr. May whipped out a forty-two-calibre ro- 
volver and leveled it in unpleasant proximity 
to McGowan’s head. 

McGowan saw on the instant that his man 
Was furious enough and intoxicated enough to 
commit murder. It was a race of locust wood 
against lead, and locust wood won. 

After being knocked out Mr. May was locked 
up, and next day was held in the Tombs Police 
Court by Justice Welde in $2,000 bail on the 
charge of assault * with intent to kill.” 

He was indicted by the Grand Jury, but his 
trial wae put off from date to date on the plea 
that the one famous blow of MoGowan's night 
stick had done such etticacious work as to cause 
erysipelas with complications. 

Finally the day came when there was no need 
of any excuse, except for Mr. May himself. He 
had forfeited his bond and had fied the country. 


THE NEW BONDSMAN’S OPINION. 

Mr. Clarence Gray Dinsmore, Mr. May’s new 
bondsman, was seen by a New-Youk TIMES re- 
porter. He stated that directly after the pro- 
ceedings in the District Attorney’s office Mr. 
May had taken the train to Washington, where 


he will probably remain till his trial on the in- 
dictment comes off. 

‘May bas done the very best thing he could 
in coming back,” said Mr. Dinsmore. ‘His 
great mistake wasin ever getting away. He 
would have had no diffloulty in proving 
that the pulling out of his pistol was a 
mere piece of drunken bravado and nothing 
more. But he lost his head juet when he most 
needed to keep it. He was ill and his nerves 
were in poor fix, and, worst of all, he listened 
to bad advice. In some ways it was a onse of 
‘ Lord, preserve us fromour friends!’ 

“ But Fred has sobered up since those wild 
days of his and has decided to ‘ face the music’ 
like aman. He has dope well for himself in 
Chile, especially in Santingo and Valparaiso, 
both in a business and a social sense, having 
made, as he always does, hosts of friends. 

“He has also proved himself of much 
service,” went on Mr. Dinsmore, ‘by 
aiding in the extradition of criminals 
who ‘skipped’ from the United States 
to Chile. Detective Reilly in particular 
owes him a debt for the assistance. May gave 
him in the running down of some swindler or 
other who had slipped him by getting out of 
Bolivia into Chile.’’ 

After leaving Mr. Dinsmore, the reporter 
sought for Detective Keiliy in order that he 
might confirm this interesting story of con- 
scientiousness by proxy on the part of Mr. May, 
but unfortunately he could not be found 


POLICEMAN M’GOWAN’S STORY. 

When Policeman Daniel MeGowan, who ar- 
rested May in 1888, was seen by a NEW-YORK 
TIMES reporter yesterday afternoon and told 
that the fugitive had surrendered, be was sur 
prised. He gave his version of the arrest and 


said that he bad no ill-will against Mr. May, and 
if called as a witness on the trial would give his 
evidence impartially. 

McGowan’s story of the arrest is as follows: 

“T was on the corner of Church and Warren 
Streets at about 5:30 o’clock in the afternoon, 
wien a gentleman stepped up to me and told 
me | bad better go down to College Place, as a 
man was standing there who was insulting 
women as they passed. I went there, and after 
watching a short time sawa tall man, well 
dressed, looking like a gentlemaa, accosting 
women as they Passed him. I did pot know who 
he was and ordered him to move on. He 
obeyed in a sulky sort of a way, and 
then I arene = iny beat for over half an hour 
and had forgotten all about the incident, when, 
near Murray Street, l[eaw the same man, who 
was apparently trying to hide behind one of the 
pillars of the elevated road structure. 

“I approached him, and as I drew near he 
drew a pistol from the hip pocket of his trousers 
and putitin the right-hand pocket of the sack 
suit he was wearing. 

**Hethen turned and walked to Chambers 


Condit’s. After pausing a moment he crossed 
the street aud came toward me. When near 
me he drew the pistol from his poeket and ap- 
plied several vile epithets to me. 

“I saw that he was in an ugly mood and 
jumped for him. We grappled. I wrested the 
revolver from him and clubbed him with 
my night satick. I struck him a. blow 
on the back of his neck and he fell, 
but at once began to raise himself to his feet. 
I struck him a secend blow, this time on the 
forehead, and ‘kuocked him out.’ He fell 
back on the sidewalk, the revolver falling be- 
side him. 

“Ttookit from him and found it tobe a 
weapon of forty-two-calibre with seven chain- 
bers. It was fully loaded and the hammer was 
up. Whyitdid not go off I don't understand. 
I putitin my pocket and then took wy prison- 
er to tho Leonard Street Station, where he was 
locked up. 

“ He gave his name as Frederick Mayne, and 
it was not untill cameinfrom my night tour 
at midnight thas Itound that his identity had 
been discovered. 

“It was bis life or mine, and when I struck 
him I did it to disable him, and used no unnec- 
eseary force. He was penitent in the morning 
when I took him to the police court atthe 
Tomba I made acharge of felonious assault 
with intent to kill against him, and he was 
held.” 

HIS RETURN COMMENDED. 

At the different clubs last night no sur- 
prise was wmwanifested at the news that 
Mr. May had returned to stand 
trial. It seemed to be the feeling that 
he had taken a wise course, and that New-York, 
even with the penalty of heavy fine and per- 
haps imprisonment, was well worth the risk of 
being recovered asaplace of future uninter- 
rupted residence. 

““T notice by the papers that Fred May has 
come back,” said “Billy” Edwards at the Hoff- 
man House last night. “‘Isuppose he thought 
he’d been away long enongh.”’ 

** Did you know him?’”’j 

“ Oh, yes; everybody knew him. I knew him 
only as [know a lotof other men who come in 
here once in a while. He used to go to 
Delmonico’s more than he came here, for the 
Hotiman was'nt one of his favorite resorts.” 

Oliver Sumner Teall said he was giad to hear 
that May had come back. 

“ a lot of his old cronies will be glad to wel- 
come him,” said Mr. Teall. ‘‘I knew him to 
some extent. Most everyone knew him. All 
he’s in to do is come back and settle down for 
a while and seep straight and the clubs will be 
giad to see him. 

**I don’t know whether he has any money or 





not. Since he’s been away it has been eat 
that he has made a good deal I hope he has.”

SAN ANTONIO, Texas, April 11.—A telegram

Heeven attempted to murder his uncle 
and other relatives at Xan Ignacio.

ANARCHISTS AT MASPETH

BOMBS FOUND ALL CAPPED AND FUSED 
AND READY TO EXPLODE—FLIGHT 
OF THOSE WHO WERE IN THE PLOT 
—CONFESSION AN ASSOCIATE

Lona ISLAND OiTy, April 11.—The apparent 
intention ofa gang of Anarchist employes to 
blow up their employer, E. V. Crandall of Mas- 
peth, his factory, and about forty of his em- 
ployes who are not Anarchists, was the appetiz- 
ing discovery which Mr. Crandall made about 
breakfast time this morning. 

Maspeth is a little manufacturing village just 
out of Long Island City, upon Newtown Creek. 
It is noted as possessing among its many ex- 
hilarating beauties, such as horse-meat sausage 
factories, chemical works that smell to high 
heaven, and bone boiling and other concerns 
devoted to advanced arts, a colony of the most 
active and aggressive Anarciists about New- 
York. 

When not engaged in attempting the lives of 
the local capitalists, a few of whom atill sur- 
vive, they vary the monotony by murdering 
each other and burning barns. 

Mr. Crandall isa large employer of labor in 
conducting his factory, in which he manufact- 
ures whiting, putty, and alum. 

He has had among his employes about ten of 
these human firebrands, who have made his 
life oue of almost continual excitement and 
kept him on the verge of nervous prostration 
for a long time. 

Once the works were totally destroyed by an 
incendiary fire; once Mr. Crandall’s life was at- 
tempted, and now three particularly murder- 
ous-looking dynamite bombs have been found 
nestling in close proximity to the factory walls 
with caps and fuses ready for action. Just how 
many more of these pleasant companions may 
be hidden about is unknown. 

Otto Eckhold is in custody, and his fellow 
Anarchists have flown because he proposes to 
confess. Eckhold was the fireman at the works, 
and isunder arrest charged with having fired 
the works when they were burned in December, 
1891. 

He was seen in his cell in the Long Island 
City Jail this afternoon by a NEw-YorRK TIMES 
reporter, and talked freely and proved to his 
own satisfaction that he was a deeply-injured 
citizen. He said that in addition to his job 
as fireman at the works he conducted the lInter- 
national Hotel, the headquarters for the village 
Anarchists. He declared that he had been 
betrayed by his fellow Anarchists and charged 


with various crimes which he did not commit 
because he would not join in some bloody plots. 

For that reason he gave up the hotel, he says, 
and resigned from the ranks. 

He charged that Henrf Ruppercht, Mr. Cran- 
dall’s foreman, also an Anarchist, made the 
bombs—that he saw him make them. 

He denied that he ever murdere@ a man, as 
Charged, orthat he had had any hand in the 
burning of the works orin the burning of the 
big cooperage works next door to his hotel last 
September. He proposed to clear himself and 
lay allthe blame where it belonged for the 
various episodes like arson and murders that 
had enlivened Maspeth since Herr Most estab- 
lished the Anarchist colony in the village four 
years ago. This he would do, he said, when he 
was summoned before the Grand Jury Wednes- 
day or Thursday and not before. 

From Mr. Crandall's account, Eckhold is any- 
thing but lamblike. His employer says that 
he once borrowed money of him to get outofa 
shooting scrape, in which he had perforated a 
fellow-Anarchist. On the ocoasion of the fire 
he was seen to be hoisted by fellow-employes 
out of that part of the building from which 
soon afterward fiames burst forth. 

When Constable Hoch attempted to arrest 
him for this offense he endeavored to pour a 
kettle of boiling water over the officer. 

Mr. Crandall says he has been “ bled” un- 
mercifully by the gang, that. he has been at 
their meroy, and that recently one of his em- 
ployes said to Tim: 

“The works won't be burned next time. 
We'll blow them to h—.”’ 

Mr. Crandall adds that he is done with this 
sort of employe now for all time, that he now 
bas @ man in the place of every one of the eight 
or ten who have been with him up to yesterday, 
and that he had competent watchmen who will 
prevent any bomb work in the future. 

The village constables are trying to corral 
some more of the gang.

What may develop into a tragedy of the sea, 
was discovered on Monday by Capt. Catherine 
of the steamer City of Augusta of the Ocean 
Steamship Company’s line, plying between this 
city and Savannah, Ga. 

The steamer left Savannah on Sunday, and 
when off Cape Lookout on Monday morning 
Capt. Catherine sighted a three-masted schoon- 
erafew miles to starboard and drifting aim- 
lessly about. Though there was a stiff breeze 
biowing at the time, she had only two jibs set, 
and was not attempting to make headway. 

Although no signals of distress were shown, 
the sight was so peculiar that Capt. Catherine 
determined to overhaul the vessel and find out 
if there was any trouble on board. No signs of 
life were evident, and the fact that one jigsail 
was dragging in the water made it appear as if 
she had been abandoned. 

When the steamer got within a half mile of 
the schooner the first sign of life was shown, @ 
man belong discovered in the stern, though 
not at the wheel. He was plainly a 
lookout, for as the asateamer approached 
a cook and then three other men appeared 
amidships. Capt. Catherine hailed the men 
aboard, and asked if anything was the matter. 
The reply was a gruff assurance that every- 
thing was all right. 

“Want any help?” asked Capt. Catherine. 
“No, we’re resting.”’ was the response. _ 

“ Any ofticers aboard?” asked the Captain of 
the steamer. 

To this there was no response, though a red- 
shirted man who seemed to be in charge point 
edtothe forward hatehway, which was open, 
the main hatch being battened down. No in- 
formation could be obtained as to where the 
vessel hailed from or to what port she was 
bound 

As there was nothing more that Capt. Cathe- 
rine could do he had to go on and leave the 
schooner bobbing about in the trough of the 
eea. He ordered a note to be made in 
the log to the effect that at 10:30 
o’clock he bad spoken the three-masted schoon- 
er Ella M. Storer of Loston off Cape Lookout 
under suspicious eircumstances, which were 
detailed as above. ) 

Capt. Catherine believes that there was either 
a mutiny on board and the officers imprisoned, 
or else that the officers vero murdered and that 
the crew took possession of the schovoner, which

THE NEW APPOINTEES. 


DANIEL NasH MorGan, nominated as Treas- 
arer of the United States, was born in New- 
ton, Conn., Aug. 18, 1844 He received his 
early education in the schools of that town and 
was graduated from the Bethel High School 
His father was a financier of much reputation 
in that section of the country and was President 
of the First National Bank of Bethel. Whea 
young Morgan was fifteen years old he began 
business life as a clerk in his father’s store. He 
remained there for five years. When he was 
twenty-one years old, with $50 he had saved, 
he opened a store of his own in Newton 


Centre. This prospered, and later the youn 
merchant went to Bridgeport and the firm o 
Birdsey & Morgan was established. 

arly in life Mr. Morgan took an active inter- 
est in politics. In 1873 and 1874 he was amem- 
ber of the Common Council of Bridgeport; in 
1877 a mewber of the Board of Education. He 
Was twice elected Mayor of the citys, first in 
1880 and again in 1884. At the session of the 
State Legislature of 1883 he represented Bridge- 

in the lower branch, and in 1884 and again 

1892 was elected to the -tate Senate from the 

Fourteenth Senatoria! District. In 1879 he was 
elected President of the City National Bank or 
Bridgeport, which position he now occupies. He 
is also Vice Presidentof the Farmers and Me- 
chanics’ Savings Bank, andone of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Bridgeport Hospital. He 
married a daughter of William A. Judson of 
Huntington. 

CoskAD N, JORDAN, nominated as Assistant 
Treasurer at New-York, has been identified with 
the banking business in thie city since 1860, 
when he became a clerk in the Hanover Bank. 
He nextentered the employment of Winslow 

fer & Co, und in 1864, when the Third 
National Bank was organized, he was appointed 
cashier, which pesition he filled for four years. 
At the time of the gold panic, which caused the 
ruin ofthe Gold Exchange Bank, Mr. Jordan 
Was appointed auditor to the receiver, and ax- 
sisted in the satisfactory settlement made of its 
affairs. Twelve yoars ago he accepted the pori- 
mn of Treasurer of the New-York, Ontario and 
eetern Kailro 

During the campaign of 1884 he made an ex- 

ination into t condition of the Federal 

asury, rendering services to the Democratic 
Party in that canvass, and on the appointment 
of Secretary Manning he was requested to con- 
tinue these researches for the information of 
the new Administration. It was owing to his 
labors in this respect that the revised form of 
the debt and cash statements of the Treasury 
Were issued, by which the condition of the 
finances was made more lucid and intelligibie. 
Upon the resignation of Mr. Wyman as Treasn- 
urer of the United States he was appointed. He 
took control of the department on June 1, 1885, 
and filled that position until May 1827, when, 
with Mr. Manning, he organized the Western 
National Bank o! New-York. 

After the death of Mr. Manning he was elected 
President of the bank. It was during hie term 
of office that it became involved with the syndi- 
cate that captured the Sixth National Bank, and 
it was largely owing to his energetic action that 
the affairs of this bank were wound up inside of 
a week and the depositors secured. Sinoe Mr. 
Jordan severed his connection with this bank 
A has been interested in several railroad enter- 

ave. 

, He was recommended to the President for the 
Assistant Treasurership by all the principal 
banks of New-York. He is a native of this city, 
sixty-two years of age, and has been a Demo- 
erat all his life. 

Epwakb H. STROBEL of New-York, nominated 
to be Third Assistant Secretary of State, served 
through Mr. Cleveland's firat term and a part 
of the succeeding Kepublican Administration as 
Secretary of Legation at Madrid. He is a 
graduate of Harvard College and Harvard Law 
School, having been a member of the class of 
’79. At present he is practicing law and is said 
to be an exceedingly brilliant man. 

DANIEL M. BROWNING Of I)inois, who is nomi- 
nated to be Commissioner of Indian Affairs, 
lives at Benton and was born in 1846. He se- 
cured @ good academic education, studied law, 
and was adwitted to practice before the State 
Supreme Court before he was twenty years of 
age. Attwenty-three he was elected County 
Judge and was twice re-elected. In 1879 he re- 
signed the County Judgeship and was elected 
and served for six years as Circuit Judge of the 
First Judicial Circuit. He is one of the most 
prominent Masons in bis State. He is spoken 
of as @ man of high character and ofexceptional 
ability. Among his indorsers are Vice Presi- 
dent Stevenson, Goy. Altgeld of Illinois, Lietit. 
Gov. Gill, State Treasurer Ramsey, W. H. Hein- 
rickson, Secretary of Stete, and many other 
prominent citizens of his native State. 

Frank C. AuMBTROSG, Damed as Assistant In- 
dian Commissioner, was born on the Choctaw 
Reservation,where his father was a missionary. 
When &@ young man he moved with his parents 
to Lowisiana, whence he was appointed as a 
cadet at West Point. He served in the Confed- 
erate Army, and at the close of the war wae in 
command of adivision under Longstreet asa 
Major General. Formany years he has been 
prominentiy connected with the Indian service. 

Among his recommendations are letters from 
wed Schofield and other army officers of high 
rank.

LET THE CONVICTION STAND. 


—— 
80 BAY THE RECORDER AND THE DIS- 
TRICT ATTORNEY ABOUT HARRIS. 


District Attorney Nicoll yesterday sent to 
Gov. Flower a communication regarding the 
case of Carlyle W. Harris. When the first step 
was taken to seoure clemency some time in 
January the Governor sought the opinion of 
the District Attorney. Subsequent motions 
seemingly put @ new phase upon the matter, 
and no word was transmitted until some con- 
clusien might be reached. After the motion for 
a@ new trial was denied and upon further knowl- 
edge that the Governor had set a day for the 
hearing on the part of the convicted man’s 
counsel, it was thought proper to forward the 
answer. 

Mr. Nicoll’s letter bears date of March 27, 
one week after Harris was sentenced for a 
second time. After reviewing the trial, the 


District Attorney says: 

“after due deliberation had by the Court of Ap- 
peals the judcment of conviction was unanimously 
allirmed by that body, an opinion giving a summary 
of the facta also being written by Mr. Justice Gray, 
in which all the Judges concarred, and oa where- 
of I herewith inclose and make part of this, my 
report, , 

* after receipt of the remittitur from the Court of 
Appeals & motion was mace on behalf of this prison- 
er for a new trial upon the ground of newly-dis- 
covered evidence. This motion was based upon a 
namber of aliidavits, some accom ying the notice 
thereof and others sabseguenily tiled and duly con- 
sidered by the court prior to its decision thereon. 
Ip opposition to such motion for a new trial there 
was likewise submitted on behalf of the people a 
number of affidavits, copies whereof as weil as of 
those submitted by this prisoner, I herewith inclose. 

“atter due deliberation had upon such motion, 
the learned Kecorder handed dowa a decision deny- 
ing such motion, accompanying the same with an 
opinion wherein he carefully weighed the points and 
facts presented upon thig motion, and in view of 
such opinion I do not feel it incumbent upon my- 
self to make any further comment thereon. 

“ As its importance demanded, this case has been 
carefully and critically examine. in all the tribunals 
of the state having jurisdiction of it. Had any 
doubt of the prisoner's guilt been entertained at any 
stage of the case, it is certain that he would have 
been given the benefit of it. But instead of intimat. 
ing any doubt whatever, the courts, in every in- 
stance, have declared that the conviction was 
just, and that no facts or circumstances 
were developed upon whe trial, or were pre- 
sented upon the motion tor a new 
trial after the affirmanceof conviction, to justify any 
interference with the execution of the judgment 
pronounced against the prisoner. My knowledge of 
the entire case leads me to the same conclusion. 

“ While the supreme law of our State leaves the 
subject in the absolute discretion of your Excellency, 
yet 1 can see no legal, morai, or public reason why 
the decree of the law should be interfered with in 
this case. I therefore recommend that this pris. 
oner’s application be denied.” 

To this communication Recorder Smyth added 
a note, in which he said: 


“Upon the facts proved upon the trial, and also 
upon the facte subsequently established upon the 
motion fora new trial, all of which were carefully 
examined and considered by me upon said mution, [ 
am forced to the conviction that no legal or snifi- 
cient reason exiets against the enforcement of the 
judgment pronounced against the defendant. I 
therefore concur with the District Attorney in 
recommending thatthe defendant's application for 
Executive clemency be refused.”

THE CASE BEFORE GOV. FLOWER. 


HE WILL DECIDE IT AFTER RECEIV- 
ING AFFIDAVITS IN REBUTTAL. 


ALBanry; N. Y., April 11.—Willilam F. Howe of 
New-York City, counsel for Carlyle W. Harris, 
was given a private audience by Gov. Flower 
this morning. At its conclusion Mr. Howe said 
the Governor listened intently while he gave a 
brief review of the case and the points on which 
he thought clemency should be granted Harris. 

Mr. liowe agreed that the testimony of Mrs 
Potts was unreliable, and that sufficient evi- 
dence had been produced to show that Mrs 
Carlyle W. Harris was an opium eater. He also 
called the Governor's attention to the petitions 
filed Monday, whieh he said contained 45,000 
signatures, among them the names of Clarence 
Seward, Judge Bockes, Judge Fish, Edgar 
Johuson, Robert L. Cutting, and the District 
Attorneys of Erie and Saratoga Counties. 

Mr. Howe also left eleven letters from prom- 
inent people, favoring a commutation of the 
sentence. He ecalled the Governor's attention 
to a complete analysis of the case, made by 
John N. Hunt, ex-President of the New-York 
City Board of Education, himself an eminent 
chemist, 

Gov. Flower this afternoon sald that as soon 
as he received the affidavits in rebuttal of those 
tiled by Mr. Howe this worming in the Harris 
case he would give it bis attention. The affi- 
davits filed by Mr. Howe include those pre- 
sented to Recorder Smyth on which the appli- 
cation for a new trial was based and also some 
additional ones. Tie Governor expects to re- 
ceive the affidavits in rebuttal within a couple 
of days.

KINGS COUNTY APPURTIONMENT, 
——~.—__—. 
WORK OF THE SUPERVISORS DECLARED 


VOID BY THE COURT OF APPEALS. 


ALBANY, April 11.—The Court of Appeals to- 
day handed down a decision in the application 
of Andrew D. Baird and others, appellants, for 
a writ of mandamus to the Kings County Board 
of Supervisors, in which the orders of the Gen- 
eral and special Terms are reversed, and the 
motion for a mandamus is granted, without 
costs, against the defendants. 

The mandamus is asked to compel the Board 
of Supervisors of Kings County to reapportion 
the Assembly districts of that county under the 
law of 1892, on the ground that the apportion- 
ment made was unjust. Judge Peckham writes 
the opinion in the oase, holding that the Board 


of Supervisors, being a local board, took upon 
themselves more power than the Constitution 
gives to the Legislature itself. 

The opinion is concurred in by all the Judges. 
It is quite lengthy, embracing over 8,000 
words. ln the opinion, Judge Peckham says, in 
part: 

“ The first question which arises on this appeal is 
as to the proper construction of Section 5 oi Article 
IIL. of the Constitution, where it provides for divid- 
ing counties by the Buards of Supervisors into As- 
sembly disiricts in those cases where the county is 
entitied to more than une member of Assembly. 1t 
is —aee to give even & oursory reading to the 
Constitution of 1446 upon the subject of representa. 
tion without seeing that a representation of the 
people as nearly as might be in an equal manner 
was contempiated and provided for. When, there. 
fore, @ county ulready was or thereafter became 
etitied to more than one wombir, and a division 
into two or more Assembly districts bevome neces- 
sary, equality of population would naturally be the 
basis upon which the division would be made, [ 
say naturally, because the policy of the State has 
piainiy been in that direction, as each man or citizen 
was equal before the law and e6utitied to the same 
privileges as any other cilizen. Itis also plain that 
the basis of a division wouid naturally be acourding 
to numbers, and thus each citizen would obiain or 
retain an equal weight in the alfairs of the State so 
far as his civil rights or privileges were coneerned. 

“ Under tiie provision ef the Coustitution of 1846 
providing for the choice of members of Assembly by 
single districts, it is agreed that there was some 
duty laid upon the Boards of Supervisors of a coun- 
ty to make the Assembly districts as nearly as 
might be equai in the number of inhabitants. in 
1374 the fitth section of the third article of the Con- 
stitution as adopted in 1546 was recast under the 
supervision @: a constitutional commission, and the 
language of the section was altered toa considerabie 
extent, and yet the general idea of both sections 
(with the exception as to persons of color) is sub- 
stantially the same. 

“Itis now argued that because of the simple omis- 
sion of the affirmative provision that the Assemb!) 
districts shail contain, as nearly as a be, an equ 
number of inhabitants, the whole subject is within 
the jurisdiction of the Supervisors, and that such 
board is granted absolute, uncontrolied, and entire 
discretion over this matter. In this view we find 
ourselves unable to concur We can perceive no 
reason for reversing, in the case of counties entitled 
to more than one Member, the general principle 
upon which representation in the Legislature is 
governed by the Constitution of 1846. 

“Ip carrying out the idea of representation by pop- 
ulation we see that specific directions are given the 
Legisiature in the Constitution, and we can never be- 
lieve that it was ever the intention of the peopie that 
absolute discretion should be coutded to an inferior 
body like the Board of Supervisors, while the Legis- 
lature itself was to be bound in set terms to make 
divisions upon a recognized basis of ST 
Power to make a division being granted to the Leg- 
isiatare, it might be claimed that in the absence of 
any limitation it would have the power to divide 
according to its discretion. But in the case of in- 
ferior bodies like Boards of Supervisors who have no 
legislative power exoceptin what is speciticall 
granted, the power to divide being given, the imp!i- 
cation would be strong that it was only a power to 
divide equally, and if power to divide in the disore- 
tion of such a board were claimed the grant would 
have to include such power in express terins, for it 
would not be implied from a general power to divide, 
or from the absence of some express limitation.” 

Attorney General Rosendale said to-day that 
the decision of the Courtof Appeals declaring 
the reapportionment of the Kings County As- 
sembly Districts void will not in any way affect 
legislation passed by the present Legislature, 
of which the Kings County legisiators are mem- 
bers, they being members de facto, 


JUBILATION IN RROOKLYN. 











REPUBLICANS OF THAT CITY THINK 
THEY HAVE WON A BIG VICTORY. 


The Republicans of Brooklyn smiled eom- 
placently when they heard of Judge Peckham’s 
decision yesterday. It was a great victory for 
them. 

The Union League Club of Brooklyn was a 
good deal exercised over the reapportionment 
which the Kings County Supervisors made on 
the llth of last July, and it was finally deter- 


mined to test ite legality. Accordingly, on 
Aug. 2 a writ of mandamus was sworn to by 
Andrew D. Baird, Owen E. Houghton, Martin 
L. Allen, Frank B. Otis, Charles Pierce, Ed- 
mund C. Fisher, Jesse Johnson, and William C. 
Bryant. All of the signera were residents of 
the newly-constituted Fifth Assembly District. 

The petition was served with a notice of 
motion for Aug. 15, but on that day the Super- 
visors asked for more time, and gota week in 
which to prepare and file an answer. On Aug. 
22 the case was argued before Judge Bartlett 
alt a Special Term of the Supreme Court. 

The petitioners claimed tbat the division into 
Assembly Districts bad not been made acoord- 
ing to the law, inasmuch as certaia single 
wards, which were comparatively small, had 
been made into whole Assembly Districts, 
while several large wards had been jammed to- 
gethor intoa ‘unit of representation.” 

Judge Bartlett denied the writ of mandamus, 
which was then taken to the General Term of 
the Supreme Court, That body decided against 
it last Octover, and then the case wae carried to 
the Court of Appeals, where Jesee Johnson, 
United States District Attorney of Brooklyn, as 
counsel for the petitioners, filed a statement of 
the principal — in the case & Month ago. 

Judge Peckham's decision was regarded as a 
big viotory tor the Kepublicans by Lrooklynites 
in ceneral yesterday. ‘ihe reapportionment of 
July, 1892, gave Kings County eighteen repre- 
sentatives in the Assembly instead of the 
twelve it had previously had, but it was at the 
expenee of the Republican mem)ers, of whom 
but one remained in the eighteen. Now, it is 
boped, all this will be rectified. 

District Attorney Johnson was jubilant when 
he heard the news. When asked how the de- 
cision would affect the present Assemblymen 
from Kings County and the legislation they had 
bad a share in, Mr. Johnaon said: 

* That is a question for the Legislature to de- 
cid. I can't anewor it now. 

“A writ commanding the Board of Buper- 
visors to make new districts will be issued at 
once. 

‘*It is impossible to say as yet how the wards 
will be divided next time, but the Republicans 
are certainiv entitled to two Assemblymen, 
any way, instead of only one. 

“[T have not yet seen a copy of the decision, 
so I can’ttell just what ite effect will be. It 
certainly must call for a re-enumeration. I 
can't say how that will affect the representa- 
| tion or the status of the districts as at present 
| constituted.” 

Corporation Counsel Jenks of Breoklyn, who 
represented the Supervisors, said: 

“The opinion seems to hold that the Super- 
visors made a division not warranted by the 
Constitution. I can't tell on what part of the 
Constitution it’s based, but apparently it re- 
quires the Supervisors to reapportion Kings 
into eighteen Assembly districts on the lines of 
the decision, whatever they may be. 

“I’m at a loas to know what ground the Court 
of Appeals can have taken. It looks as though 
it must have construed the Constitution beyond 
the letter.”’ 

Col. Jobn B. Meyenborg. the regular counsel 
forthe Buard of Supervisors, did not want to 
talk until he had seen a certified sopy of the 
decision with hisowneyes. When asked about 
the effect the opinion would have on the pres- 
ent Assemblymen, Col. Meyenborg replied: 

“They're de fa to Assemblymen, recognized 
by the Assembly, and they're all right. The 

aatoan’t be affected, but the future will be 

ifferent.”’

THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTERB OF THE 
COMMITTEE OF ONB HUNDRED AT 
WORK—RECEPTION TO THE DUKE8& 
DE VERAGUA—ALDERMEN VOTE HIM 
THE FREEDOM OF THR CITY. 


The Executive Committee of twenty-five of 
Mayor Gilroy’s Committee of One Hundred, 
which has charge of the olty’s share in the 
Columbian celebration, got down to business 
yesterday. Ex-Mayor Franklin Edson presid- 
ed, and almost all the members of the commit- 
tee were present in the Governor’s room in the 
City Hall 

Gen. Horace Porter, Chairman of the commit- 
tee of five appointed for the purpose of con- 
sulting with the committee of the Chamber of 
Commerce, reported that a banquet to the 
naval officers on April 28 and a reception to 
the Duke de Veragua at the Hotel Waldorf had 
been arranged, and the Chamber could not 
withdraw. Members of the Chamber commit- 
tee had sent invitations to 300 citizens to aid 
them in arranging for the ball in Madison 
Square Garden on the night of April 27. Gen. 
Porter thought, however, that the Chamber 
would be willing to turn the arrangements for 
the ball over to the Committee of One Hun- 
dred. 

Gen. Porter’s report was adopted and then 
the Committie of Ten on Plan and Scope made a 
report through J. I. OC. Clarke, ite Chairman. It 
laid down a provisional programme. On April 
15 the committee will go down the bay to wel- 
come the Duke de Veragua, who will arrive on 
the steamer New-York. Gen. Porter will pre- 
sent him with the freedem of the oity and the 
Duke will be escorted to the Hotel Waldorf, 
where he will probably be received by the 
Mayor. On April 17 or 18 a reception will be 
given tothe Duke and his escort at the City 
Hall. On April 26 the Ericsson Statue in Bat- 
tery Park will be unveiled. The President will 


arrive thateveniug. The naval review of the 
27th will be followed by the ball thas night. 

It was also proposed that a shore parade be 
held on April 28, in which the men from the 
different war ships, the West Point cadets, the 
militia, and the United States troops now in 
this locality should participate. The pro- 
gramme was adopted Ep Ls 

Gen. Porter suid that it was the idea of the 
members of the Chamber of Commerce commit 
tee that invitations to the ball should be sent to 
all the distinguished guests in the city and that 
the rest of the tickets should be sold. The May- 
or said that the invitations should not be sent 
out broadcast. The matter of the ball was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Plan and Scope, 
with instructions to confer with the committee 
of gentlemen who are to act as managers of the 
ball. John Austin Stevens, who bas hired Mad- 
ison Square Garden, bas issued a call to the 300 
gentiemen who will act as managers of the ball 
to meet at the Hotel Waldorf for organization at 
4:30 thia afternoon. The Committee on Plan 
and Scope will be present at the meeting. 

lt was voted to ask that the North River 
anchorage for the war ships be changed from 
Thirty-fourth to Eighty-ninth Street, to Filty- 
rinth to One Hundred and Twenty-fifth Street, 
so that more peopie could see the ships. Gen. 
Porter, Perry Belmont, C. ©, BKaidwin, Theo- 
dore W. Myers, J. Edward Simmons, E. V. 8kin- 
ner, Howard Carroll, Isidor Straus, J. J. Mar- 
tin, Walter Stanton, and the Mayor were 
appointed a committee to receive the Duke de 
Veragua. Mr. Belmont, Peter F. Meyer, Henry 
Wintbrop Gray, Henry French, and W. H. Cald- 
well will confer with Director Generali Davia of 
the World’s Fair about entertaining the Duke. 

The Executive Committee will meet again at 
noon on Thursday. 

At yesterday's meeting of the Board of Alder- 
men President George Lb. MoCleilan introduced 
a resolution extending the freedoi of the city 
to the Duke de Veragua, and it was unanimous- 
ly adopted. The resolution states that the 
Duke “is the lineal descendant of Columbus and 
chief of the illustrious family which inherits 
the fame of the great discoverer of the New 
World.” 

Col, McClellan was not quite certain yester- 
day as to the precise shape in which the honor 
would be bestowed upon the Duke, but he 
thought that a richly-engrossed document, 
stamped with the seal of the city, would be pre- 
sented to the descendant of Columbus. 


WASHINGTON, April 11.—The New-York Cham- 
ber of Commerce has decided to entertain the 


sailors of home and foreign naval vessels tak- 
ing part in the naval review while at New-York. 
Secretary Herbert was informed by letter of the 
intention of the board, and requested to allow 
the seamen to attend a banquet at the armory 
of the Seventh Kegiment or April 28. 

Secretary Herbert to-day informed the Cham- 
ber that its request would be granted, end he 
will notify the commandors of vessela through 
Adiuiral Gherard!. The men will be landed and 
escorted to the armory by the Seventh Regi- 
ment and the State Naval Reserves. 


PRESIDENT CLEVELAND’S TRIP. 


THE PARTY TO START FROM WASHING- 
TON PROBABLY APRIL 30. 


WasHInGTon, April 11.—The arrangements 
for the trip of President Cleveland to Chicago 
to take part in the exercises attending the open- 
ing of the Columbian Exposition May 1 will be 
completed in a day or two. So far as the ar- 
ranpgements now extend they provide for a 
quick trip on a special train over the Pennsyl- 
vania route. 

The day and hour of departure from Wash- 
ington and from Chicago have not been deter- 
mined, but in order to suit Mr. Cleveland’s 
wishes it is probable that the train will leave 


Washington on the morning of April 30, and 
Btarton its homeward =? from Chicago the 
evening of May 1. Thetrain was tendered by 
the World's Fair Committee on Reception, and 
it will be elegantly titted up forthe party. All 
the members of the Cabinet have expressed a 
desire to accompany the President, and they 
will probably carry out the intention. 

Mra, Cleveland will not attend the opening 
ceremonies, but will press a button at the White 
House that wiil turn moulten metal at Chicago 
into a mold of a memoria! bell to be used by the 
Society of the Daughters of the American Revo- 
lution. It is expeoted, however, that several of 
the Cabinet ladies will aecompany the Presi- 
dential party to Chicago.

SION OF THE ALBANY “‘ ARGUs.” 














SPHERBS 


ALBANY, April 11.—The Argus office was to- 
nignt the scene of violence akin to a small riot. 
The annual election of the company will take 
place Wednesday at noon. In anticipation of 
this event, the holders of the majority of the 
stock met this afternoon and formally elected 
William MoMurtrie Speer, the peaceably-dis- 
posed young gentleman who for five sessions 
has represented the New-York Sun as Albany 
correspondent. 

A month ago Speer succeeded in undermining 
the supports of Mayor James H. Manning in 
the paper and obtaining control of thirty of the 
fifty shares of Argus stock, divided as follows: 
Mrs. Worthington, daughter of the former 
editor of the paper, J. Wesley Smith, 10 shares; 


from the estate of William Cassiday, 15 shares; 
William H. Johnson, the present publisher, 5 
shares. The purchasers of these shares were 
Apthony N. Brady, the well-known Albany 
oapitaliat, and Eugene Woods. It was those in- 
terests that elected peer to-day. 

Then Speer was sent for and a formal lease of 
the property for eleven months was transferred 
to him. 

This evening, between 7 and 8 o'clock, Speer 
appeared in the Argus ottice with a body guard 
of freshiy-chosen toughs. At that hour the only 
occupants were the telegraph Operator, the 
news editor, Charles Steei; the office boy, and 
the ollice cat. The laiter cast one eye upon 
Speer’s army and atonce tookto flight. The 
oftice boy dropped down the elevater shaltt, 
and the telegraph uperator hid under the table, 
With much hesitation of manner Speer assured 
Steel that his army had no Intention of hurting 
anyone, “I am the editor,” said he, “and [ 
hereby take possession of my property. Mr. 
Steel, go on with your duties and get out the 
paper. Whereis your cati” 

Speer then called the roll of his army, and 
they all answered present and were accounted 
for. James Cuddy, who isaforman of capital- 
ist Brady, was the firston thelist. Five years 
ago Cuddy shot Thomas Galvin in the street be- 
cause of a woman. His next faithful retainer 
was Jobn J. Byrnes, an ex-court officer, who 
lost his position for drunkenness and attempted 
in open court to shoot Police Justice William K. 
Klute, who was on the bench. Thomas McE)- 
veny, general thug, whois proud of the title, 
the toughest man in the Third Ward, came next. 
He is a warm admirer of Senator Hill. Thomas 
Fraley and James Meehan, ex-Supervisors, and 
Richard Maher ended the list. 

Having captured the sanctum sanctorum 
without striking a blow, Speer ordered Cuddy 
to remain in charge, while he, at the head of his 
troops, marched down stairs to the counting 
roow. Herein the inner oitice, where for years 
the late Daniel Manning had established his 
headquarters, sat Publisher Johnson, whom 
Speer saluted cordially. 

**T have taken possession and will publish to- 
morrow's paper,” observed Speer, with a great 
show of confidence, His troops camped out in 
the oflice, and made themselves much at home, 
particularly with Mayor Manning's best cigars. 

rhe two or. three clerks in the office paid no 
heed to this incursion of Speerites, as it is the 
custom on election nixzhts for politicians to drop 
in to obtain the returns. But their dreams of 
conquest were rudely disturbed by the violent 
dropping in of Cuddy. “ Dercops! der cops!” 
he cried breathlessly. A moment later the 
heroic form of Chief Willard loomed in at the 
doorway. 

* Get out of bere, every —— one of you!” he 
cried. ‘‘Get out, get out, or I will break your 
heads.” 

Speer’a army formed in line of battle, and 
prepared to piteh into the Chief, who again 
cried, ‘Get out of here —— quick.’”’ Six police- 
men in uniform forced their way into the small 
room, brauished their long night sticks, and as- 
sumed a threatening attitude. 

 Let’s go,” said Speer, and his army gathered 
itself together for the greatest etfort of its exist 
ence, and squeezed itself threugh a narrow door, 
to the amusement of the police, The story that 
Speer jumped from a third-story window is a 
libel. 


It seems that some one notified Mayor Man- 
ning by telephone of what was going on, ‘The 
Mayor called the Chief of Police and the Chief 
took out his reserves. 

Ralf an hour later THe NEw-YorK TIMESs’s 
correspondent met Mr. Speer. The remnants of 
his once-powerful army bovered around him 
like spirits who were waiting for the ghost to 
walk. 

“*T was fired out,” hesaid. “I wentin there 
with eight watchmen and they fired us out. 
The Directors of the ay aes J met this after- 
noon, elected me the editor in chief of the paper, 
and gave me a lease of the property. To-night 
I went to take possession. We were having a 
comtortable time when the Chief of Police, the 
Captain of the Second Precint, the detective 
aquad, and the reserves came along and fired 
me and my watchmen inte the street. An hour 
later I went over formally with two witnesses, 
and again | was fired.” 

* But you have the law on your side.” 

*“‘What good lathe law when a policeman’s 
night stick contradicts it?” 

Speer said he would make no other attempt to 
force an entrance to-night. At midnight the 
entire office is guarded by policemen, The

IMMIGRANTS IN DEMAND 


A HEARTY WELCOME AWAITING 
THEM IN THE SOUTH. 


OBJECT OF THE CONVERTION OF SOUTH- 
ERN GOVERNORS IN RICHMOND TO- 
DAY—SOME PLAN TO BE DEVISED BY 
MEANS OF WHICH THE RIGHT KIND 
OF IMMIGRATION CAN BE HAD. 


RICHMOND, Va., April 11.—The meeting here 
Wodneasday of the Governors of the Southern 
States is for the purpose of devising means for 
inducing immigration to this section. Hereto- 
fore various plans have been tried by the dit- 
ferent Southern States without attaining any 
considerable degree of success. 

Some months ago Gov. Fishback of Arkansas 
conceived the idea of assembling the Chief 
Magistrates of the Southern States with a view 
of formulating a plan for accomplishing this 
object. Communication was at once opened 
with the various Governors and as a result 
Wednesday was the day fixed for the meeting of 
the convention. This body will assemble in the 
State House and probably be called to order by 
Gov. MoKenny of this State. Gov. Fishback of 
Arkansas, who reached here Monday evening, 
willno doubt be made permanent presiding 
ofiicer. 

The attendance does not promise to be large. 
Thus far only five Chief Magistrates have prom- 
ised to attend. These include Carr of North 
Carolina, Jones of Alabama, McCorkle of West 
Virginia, and Brown of Maryland. The fact 
that the Legislatures of some of the Southern 
States are in session at this time is a reason 
which will prevent the Governors of these 
State from attending, 

For several years past the Southern States 
have made attempts to induce immigrants to 
come down here. Thus far these efforts have 
met with but indifferent success. The reasons 
assigned for these failures to secure a large !n- 
flux of a good class of Northern and foreign 
settlers are various. An important one is be- 
lieved to be that the many inducements which 
Southern States could offer such a class of 
settlers were never properly presented to out- 
siders. Gov. Fishback thinks that each State, 
through its Chief Exeoutive or some officer des- 
ignated by him for this purpose, should prepare 
& handbook whieh will picture to immigrants 
the advantages offered by this section of the 
Union, Such information judiciously dissemi- 
nated atthe World’s Fair, the arkansas Gov- 
ernor thinks, will result in great good to the 
South. 

The fact is that Virgina has during the past 

fifteen ies Mmude systematio attempts to ad- 
vertise hér advantages to the people of Europe, 
Canada, and the Northwestern States of the 
Union. Under the direction of the Board of 
Axriculture advertisements have been inserted 
in leading weekly country papers inthe coun- 
tries named, thus far without any very appre- 
ciable result. A-few yeargago the State em- 
ployed a man to travel through the North- 
western States and to orally portray to the 
\rosapective emigrants in thatsection the de- 
ights of this climate. This venture was not as 
successful as it was hoped for, and the work of 
this man was discontinued. Since that time the 
State board of Agriculture has contented itself 
with disseminating information about YVir- 
ginia through newspapers published in ter- 
ritorles from which it was considered desir- 
able te attract immigration, The board, 
though, thinks the most important factor in 
luaking such efforts is a sufficient appropriation 
by the Legislature. Heretofore comparatively 
little money has been allowed for carrying on 
the Immigration Department. The State has 
ust issued a handbook for distribution at the 
Vorla’s Fair which will furnish the very kind 
of information about Virginia which prospect- 
ive immigrants would probably desire to pos- 
sess. Thousands of copies of this book will be 
sent to Chicago for distribution, not only among 
foreign visitors, but among the Northwestern 
people as well, 

It must be understood that the South, and 
Virginia especially, is, if anything, far more 
desirous of procuring settlers from among the 
aturdy farmers of our own Northwestern and 
New-Engiand States than from among foreign- 
ers. Itis not improbable that the work which 
Gov. Fishback has begun will result in great 
good to the South. He seems to feel quite 
confident that the World’s Fair will bring to 
this country thousands of artisans and farmers 
who will take advantage of their presence here 
to investigate the claims of the South. Indeed, 
itis very probable that many of these men will 
take advantage of the cheap rates offered by the 
transatlantic transportation companies to visit 
this section to finda home for themselves and 
fawilles. 

The convention of Southern Governors will 
probably discuss some plan for properly reach- 
lng this very class of people. Virginia does not 
care particularly about securing mere farm la- 
borers. The classes this and ether Seuthern 
States desire to procure are farmers of large or 
small means and intelligent artisans, Either of 
these classes can find good homes, and no doubt 
be successfu) in this part of the country. The 
ordinary unskilled lavorer might not do so well. 
There are apparent reasons which would op- 
erate against him, 

Thus far the English and Swiss have taken 
the lead in the list of foreigners who have settled 
in Virginia since the war. The former largely 
outnumber all others, The mostef the English- 
wen settlers have found homes in the counties 
of Amelia, Chesterfield, Amherst, Albemarle, 
Powhatan, and Orange. The pete subjects 
are, however, seatte: 11 about all over the State. 
Thelargest colony of them is probably in Amelia, 
where the members are engaged in sheep rais- 
ing. agriculture, and fox hunting. 

Tho Swiss appear to like the climate of Vir- 
ginia. Many have already settled here and are 
probably doing well. A week or so ago the 
Swiss Minister at Washington addressed a letter 
to Gov. Mckinney of this State stating that a 
prominent official in his country desired infor- 
mation concerning the farming lands of this 
State. The object in securing this data, the offi- 
cial said, was for the use of those of his coun- 
trymen who desired to come over here and in- 
apect such lunds. 

If the convention which meets here Wednes- 
day does not take any step for promoting imm!i- 
gratipn, the agitation of the movement will, no 
dounht, result in good, 

Besides Gey. Fishback of Arkansas, who has 
been the leading epirit in arousing interest in 
this mufter, there are here to-night Govs, Stone 
of Missouri, Elias Carr of North Carolina, and 
Brown of Maryland. Gove. Tillman of South 
Carolina, Foster of Louisana, Jones of Ala- 
bama, and Stone of Mississippi are expected to 
reach here Wednesday. 

It is hardly probable that the convention will 
result In any immediate work other than to 
call public attention to the important advan- 
tages which the South oan offer immigrants. 
Neither Govs. Carr, Stone, nor Brown bave 
come here with any matured plans to submit to 
the convention. These gentiemen, as well «s 
all other executive heads of the Southern States 
who have been corresponded with, heartily ap- 
prove of the objects of this gathering. 

Gov. rishback has given no little attention to 
the question of devising means for bringing a 
good class of settlers to the South. His plans 
are already pretty well formulated. The most 
important step to be taken, that gentleman 
thinks, ia to disabuse the mind of the Northern 
public of the olii notion that there are any sort 
of political conditions existing in the South 
antagonistic to outsiders on account of different 
partisan bias. The Arkansas Governor is satis- 
fied that a plain denial of this and an explana- 
tion of the climatie and other advantages of the 
South will go far toward turning the current of 
immigration to the South. 

The effort is not only to be made to secure a 
good class of foreign home seekers, but to at- 
tract those inthe Nerthwest who are dissatis- 
fied with the long. cold Winters of that seo- 
tion. The convention will make an effort to 
get the Governors of each of the Southern 
Ftates to unite in issuing, over their official sig- 
matures, a succinct statement. presenting the 
advantages which their respective locations 
can offer home sockers, either of other paris of 
the Union or foreigners, These papera will be 
made to show the greatly-increased commercial 
prosperity of the South in the past ten years. 

The Consular Service, it is contended, has not, 
under kepublican administration, been #0 cen- 
ducted as to give the South any advantages in 
attracting fereigners to seek homes in that sec- 
tion. Those who have bad these positions have 
not used their good offices in behalf of South- 
erp interests. If they have notactually thrown 
obstacles in the way of turning the streams of 
immigration Southward, they have done noth- 
ing to favor sucha policy. This fact may be 
called to the attention of the convention and an 
efiort made to prevent such a condition of af- 
fairs under the new Administration.

R. T. Wilson & Co. withdrew their project to 
‘build an underground road yesterday because of 
‘obstacles in the Constitution, and the Kapid- 

Transit Commiseioners took up again the sub- 
\Ject of elevated railroad extensions. 

It waa the firet time all of the Commissioners 
had been together since a week ago Saturday. 
‘The interval] had enabled Mr. Starin to devise o 
new route for the upper west side, partly in the 
‘air and in part by tunnel It looked at one time 
‘ae if his associates would adopt it. As it was, 
‘they almost forgot their dinners while talking 
‘about it, and they will meet again to-day to re- 
‘gume the discussion. Meanwhile their engineer 
will prepare a report upon its feasibility. Its 
course is along Tenth Avenue, and, if adopted, 
Mr. Starin will have carried the point for which 
‘he has held out, and save the Boulevard for an 
anderground company. 

Mr. Wilsou and his son, with their counsel, 

‘©. C. Beaman of Evarts, Choate & Beaman, 
‘were on hand to meet the Commissioners, as 
Were also Melville C. Smith, in behalf of the 
committee of real estate men, of which R. V. 
Harnett is Chairman. W. N. Amory, the bidder 
Yor the underground franchise at the City Hall 
sale, watched the proceedings from the rear of 
the meeting room at Mr. Steinway’s. 

The opinion of John M, Bowers, counsel to 
the commission, advising in regard to Mr. Wil- 
‘son’s proposition for an advance of $15,000,000 
‘of private capital and aid from the oity to the 
extent of $35,000,000 or more, was the special 
order for yesterday. Mr. Bowers had prepared 
St since Monday morning. It disposed of Mr. 


Wilson’s plans in a comprehensive argument 
about three columns long, with various refer- 
ences demonstrating that what Mr. Wilson 
wished could not be brought about. 

The main points of the opinion were as follows: 


The language of the Constitution is this: ‘* No 
ounty, city, town, or village shall hereafter give 
jany money or property or loan its money or credit to 
orin aid of any individual, association, or corpora- 
tion, or become directly or indirectly the owner of 
7 stook in or bonds of any association or corpora- 
on.” 


Mr. Wilson’s first prososition is that a corporation 
shall be formed with a capital of $15,000,0Uv, the 
fbusiness of which is to build the proposed railroad 
dor the accountof the city, the city paying 70 per 
‘cent. of the cost of the same. 

There would be nothing unlawfal in a corporation 

formed for the purpose of building a road, nor 
= iseepese of contracting /to baiid it for the city, 
at in thie case a part of the proposition is that the 
city shall contract to sell to the corporation, or to 
some other corporation to be formed, the railroad, at 
@ price the amount spent by the city in the 
construction the road, and it is to be paid, not in 
Cash, but by the purchasing corporation assuming

It brought Mr. Starin 
to the front with his new elevated route, which 
had been prepared by William Burclay Parsons, 
who assisted Mr. Bogartin making the under- 
ground plans for the commission. 

It proposed to leave the present structure in 
Columbus Avenue at or near One Hundred and 
Eighth Street, curving thence to the left 
through the block on the north side of One 
Hundred and Ninth Street between Ninth and 
Tenth Avenues, the base of the rails at Tenth 
Avenue being below the surface; out Tenth 
Avenue underground from One Hundred and 
Tenth toOne Hundred and Twentieth Street; 
through an open cut to One Hundred and 
Twenty-first Street; by viaduct of moderate 
heighth across Manhattan Valley to One Hun- 
dred and Thirty-fifth Street; in open cut from One 
Hundred and Thirty-fifth Street to One Hundred 
and Thirty-ninth Street, emerging at One Hun- 
dred and Fortieth Street. From this point the 
route out Tenth Avenue to Fort George would 

roceed over an ordinary elevated structure. 
The maximum grade would be 1.78 per cent. 

Mr. Parsons claimed for this route that it 
would furnish the shortest line, by 900 feet, to 
Fort George, that it had only two curves, both 
aweeping, and was centrally situated, that over 
a@ good portion of it property consents would 
not be required, and that institutions like the 
Cathedral of St. John, St. Luke’s Hospital, and 
Columbia College would not oppose it. He had 
a letter for Mr. Starin to this eifect from Presi- 
dent Seth Low, and said he had consulted 
George Macculloch Miller and Stephen P. Nash, 
who agreed that it would not be objectionable. 

All of the Commissioners thought the route a 
good one when Mr. Parsons traced it for them 
on the map, and there was some talk of voting 
upon it atonce. Then they thought better of it 
and asked Mr. Bogart’s opinion. Mr. Bogart 
said the line would be good enough if it were 
not for water pipes in the way. The measure- 
ments showed that the greatest depth of tunnel 
would be 28 feet, under the high hillin Tenth 
Avenne. 

As discussion proceeded, Mr. Spencer found 
flaws in the plan. Itought to provide for a 
three-track road, with room for four tracks in- 
atead of for two tracks only; people would 
avoid a tunnel road in trains drawn by smoky 
engines; he didn’t see how the plans could get 
around aqueduct plans. Advantages of grade 
did not overcome these objections, in his opin- 
ion. While debating this pian. his own feasible 
gg for going out on the Boulevard was put 
aside. 

“Tne trouble with this commission,” said 
Mr. Spencer, “is that we investigate and delib- 
erate, but don’t conclude. What we ought to do 
is to settle something.” 

The Commissioners went over the plan and 
put Mr. Parsons upon inquiry for a long time. 
They decided that Mr. Bogart ought to consult 
Commissioner Daly and Kngineer Birdsall of 
the Department of Public Works, since any 
work interfering with water pipes must be su- 
pervised by that department, and that he should 
critically examine Mr. Parsons’s pians. It is ex- 
pected that he will have a report ready for the 
Commissioners this afternoon, when another 
meeting will be held at Mr. Steinway’s. 





HiS TASK COMPLETED, 


BIBLE TRANSLATED FOR GILBERT ISL- 
ANDERS BY THE REV. MR. BINGHAM. 


Yesterday witnessed the first printing of the 
entire Bible in the language of the Gilbert Isl- 
anders. The event, which is of vast import to 
the missionary world, eccurred in the compos- 
ing and press rooms of the American Bible 
Society in the Bible House, It marked the end 
of thirty-four years confliet with almost in- 
surmountable difficulties on the part of the 
kev. Hiram Bingham, the famous missionary 
to that far-off group of islands in the Southern 
Pacific. 

A touch of romantic interest attached to the 
consummation of Mr. Bingham’s task yester- 
day, for that venerable minister, whose face 
bears indelible traces of an equatorial sun, was 
himself present to see the last type set and the 
first revolution of the press which made com- 
plete the first Gilbert Island Bible. 

The impromptu ro meet gg mg! the occa- 
sion was also participated by Mrs. Bingham, 
the tireless assistant of her husband; the Kev. 
Dr. E. W. Gilman, Corresponding Secretary of 
the American Bible Soviety; the Rev. Drs. Jo- 
seph &. Clark, Washington Choate, and William 
Kinoaid of the American Home Missionary 
Bociety; the Rev. Dr. C. H. Daniels, Secretary 
of the American Missionary Association; the 
Rey. Dr. L. H. Cobb, Secretary of the Congre- 
—— Church Building Society; Dr. Cutter, 

r. Bingham’s medical adviser and former 
classmate in Yale College, and C. T. Rowe, the 
ig Agent of the Bible Society, and several 

adies. 

At10 o’clock in the morning the little circle 
of interested persons gathered in the composing 
room, on the fifte floor of the Bible House, and 
listened to Mr. Bingham as he told of the wurk 
of his lifetime. His father, Hiram Bingham, 
was a missionary before him, Mr. Bingham him- 
self having been born in Honolulu, Sandwich 
Islands, sixty-two years ago. He was graduat- 
ed froin Yale College in 1853. Four years later 
he took his tirst missionary station on the Gil- 
bert Islands. 

In 1859 Mr. Bingham took up the translation 
of the Bible for the benefit of the people who 
had no written language. He began with the 
trauslation of the New Testament. At the end 
of tive years he had completed the Gospel of 
Matthew, which was printed on a small press 
in 1865. Then Mr. Bingham’s heaith failed, and 
he was forced to rest for five years, a portion 
of which time he passed as the commander of 
the vessel Morning Star No. 2. 

After his health had been somewhat restored 
Mr. Bingham again resumed his self-imposed 
task, and on April 11, 1873, just twenty years 
ago yesterday, he finished the New Testament 
by translating the last verse of the last chapter 
of the Book of Kevelation, the fist edition 
being published by the Hawaiian Board of Mie- 


sions. 

Iilhealth again made it necessary for Mr. 

Bingham to suspend his work of translating for 
a considerabie period, and he did not begin with 
the Old Testament until 1883. 
Mr. Bingham came to America in 1890, and 
on May 12, 18¥2, put the manuscript of the re- 
vised copy in the hands of Dr. Gilman, the 
Secretary of the Bible Society, to be printed. 
On June 11 foilowing, he received the firat 
proof and in a quiet home in this city, with the 
assistance of his wife, began the laborious 
duties of proofreading ten months ago with the 
tirat verse of the first chapter of Genesis. To 
Tread the last verse of the lust chapter of Revola- 
tion and thus to tind theendof his task, was 
the purpose of yesterday's ceremony. 

Mr. Bingham, who is a tall, slender man, with 
gray hair and beard, stood in the centre of his 
circle of friends as the last verse was put in 
type. A proof was taken and carefully gone 
over by Mr. Bingham, Mrs. Bingham, and E, 
J. Belmont, the otticia) proofreader of the Bible 
fociety. A slight correction was made, and 
Mr. Bingham read the verse aloud in the Gil- 
bert Island tongue, his voice trembling with 
emotion. 

William J. Thompson, the Superintendent of 
Printing, then led the wayto the big press- 
room, and the type was placed in the form. 

A prayer of thankegiving was offered by the 
gray-baired missionary, which was followed by 
interesting remarks by Mrs. Bingham and oth- 
ers. Dr. Gilman, who is in charge of the foreign 
department of the society, spoke in the moat 
complimentary terms of Mr. Bingham, whom 
he characterized as the only man who has re- 
duced a language to writing, completed a vocab- 
nuiary, constructed a grammar, and translated 
the entire Bible, from Genesis to Revelation, 
and then revised all the proofs. 

Several volumes were bound and presented 
os souvenirs of the oceasion to those who were 
there. The Bibie is in ectavo form, and con- 
tains 937 pages, 31,173 verses, and 120,000 
punctuation marks,

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REORGANIZATION WINS, 


—_——_.——_—_—_ 
DISTRICT SYSTEM ADOPTED BY REPUB- 
LICANS OF BROOKLYX. 


The old Kings County Republican organiza- 
tion of 400 stalwart members and managers of 
the party—that famous body of political manip- 
ulators who, according to Mr. Cadmus, elected 
Benjamin Harrison President of the United 
States in 1888—is no more. 

It was legislated out of existence last night 
by alarge majority of ite own voters at the 
Criterion Theatre, at Fulton Street and Grand 


Avenue, in Brooklyn. Its members believed that 
its usefulness had been passed, and that the 
time had coma for reorganization. 

Action was taken atthe last meeting of the 
General County Committee looking toward 
this result, when a Committee of Thirty-T wo 
was appointed to devise a substitute for 
the present organization. The Committee 
of Thirty-Two deliberated and appointed a 
sub-committee of nine. The sub-committee of 
nine appointed another sub-committee of three, 
and the work was done by this triumvirate, 
with Mr. W. W. Goodrich as Chairman. 

In brief, this committee of three adopted the 
Philadelphia plan of making the election dis- 
trict the unit of organization instead of the 
ward, wiping out the ward organization com- 
pletely. The argument was that the election 
district was nearer to the people, and that the 
machinery of the election district system would 
be much less complicated and confusing to the 
plain voter than that of the system in vogue. 

This plan of reorganization was reported by 
the sub-committee of three to the sub-commit- 
tee of nine, which in turn reported it ta the 
committee of thirty-two by which it was reported 
tothe general committee of four hundred as 
mentioned. The report was adopted by a vote 
ae to 47, and goes into effect on the 20th 


The report was not adopted without opposi- 
tion. Several earnest speeches were made 
against itin which it was declared.to be un- 
suited to Brooklyn, although it might be a suc- 
cess in Philadelphia. It would be more or less 
of an experiment and a landing upon an un- 
known shore, the Chairman of one ward dele- 
gation said. 

One or two wards voted solidly against the re- 
port, while several members who voted in its 
favor because the majority of their ward dele- 
gations had decided to vote for it expressed 
misgivings as to the wisdom of its adoption. 

There was, in fact, considerable lamentation 
over the change from the old order of things. 
Mr. Baldwin sighed audibly as he voted 
‘aye,” and explained that it was not as 
he could have wished. He had been a mem- 
ber of the General County Committee for 
thirty-three years, a goodly portion of which 
he bad been its Chairman, and he was 
doubtful if the new organization was likely to 
do any more efficient work for the dear old Re- 
publican Party which he loved so well than the 
old one had done. 

Another gentleman said that he felt it his duty 
to vete with his ward delegation in voting 
itself out of existence, while his judgment and 
his reason told him that it would not be for the 
bestinterest of the Republican Party to do so. 

Another gentleman was more outspoken, and 
said he would not vote for the adoption of the 
report, though the majority of his delegation 
Was in ita favor. 

He desired to goon record as saying that if 
thé proposed plan of reorganization was 
adopted, the Republican Party of Kings County 
would be ‘‘downed every time.” 


THE PLURALITY FARCE AGAIN. 





THE WILL OF THE PEOPLE IN RHODE 


ISLAND ONCE MORE DEFEATED. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I, April 11.—The condition of 
Rhode Island politicos to-night warrants the as- 
sumption that D. Russell Brown, Republican 
candidate for Governor, who received 200 
votes less than his Democratic opponent, 
willagain be placed in the executive chair by 


the votes of members of the Legislature, who 
by the free use of moncy managed to retain 
their places despite the fact that the Democrat- 
ic nominees in opposition were time and again 
given pluralities. 

If there ever was a thorough defeat of the will 
ofthe people Rbode Isiand witnesses such a 
spectacie to-night. The Republicans to-day 
succeeded in preventing elections in Pawtucket 
and Westerly, and the present representatives 
from those places held over. The Republicans 
now have 51 vetes on joint ballot, and but 55 
are necessary to elect the State ticket. 

The tight in Pawtucket to-day was of the 
closest and most bitter character. Five mem- 
bers were to be chesen and the Republicans 
swelled the Prohibition vote to abnormal 
tigares. The logical result was that while 
the Democrats received pluralities, vot a 
single one secured a majority. The Republicans 
to-night are rejoicing over their prospects of 
having a minority Governor, elected bya mi- 
nese Saas 

On Wednosday there will be elections in North 
Providence and Jamestown, on Friday in South 
Kingstown and this city. In Providence the 
Democrats will secure twelve Representatives, 
and they need two from the other places. The 
prospects of their securing these are not good, 
for these towns are normally Republican by 
large figures. If the Republicans take all these 
places, and the Democrats Providence, there 
will be trouble when the Legislature is organ- 
ized at Newport in May. 

The Democrats are angry at the prospects of 
the subverting of the clearly-expressed wish of 
the voters, and they have strong and Incon- 
trovertible proof that thetwo Republican bosses 
of the House of Representatives, Wilson of 
East Providence and Allen of Kast Greenwich 
were elected by open and flagrant bribery. The 
Democrats will contest in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, and in their present mood there 
is strong talk of unseating these two men 
before the election of State officers. If 
they do this, the Kepublicans threaten to pre- 
vent the Senate from accepting an invitation to 
join the House in Grand Committee, and the 
State will have a complete set of hold-over 
otficiais. If this course is pursued, there will be 
@ year’s deadlock, and there are exciting pros- 
pects for the inauguration. 





RAILROAD FEDERATION FORMED. 


THB AMERICAN RAILWAY UNION PER- 
MANENTLY ORGANIZED. 


CuicaGco, April 11.—The American Railway 
Union was permanently organized to-day ata 
meeting beld in the parlors of the Green Hotel, 
143 East Madison Street. This is the new com- 
bination of railway employes of which a tem- 
porary organization was had two months ago. 

The meeting was held in pursuance of a call 
issued by the Committee on Constitution and 


Declaration of Purposes. George W. Holland, 
ex-Chief of the conductors’ order. presided. 
But little business wae done, and several more 
railroad men will arrive on Wednesday to par- 
ticipate in the proceedings, which will continue 
for three days. 

The reading of the report of the Committee on 
Constitution was deferred. The Board of 
Directors will be named, and the election of 
officers will take place Wednesday. 

Speaking of the union, Eugene V. Debs of the 
Firemen’s Brotherhood, one of the prime 
movers, said: 

‘“‘The union will be formed of all classes of 
railway employes, working on trains, tracks, in 
shops, offices, anywhere. They will be organ- 
ized by the branches of work they do. ‘There 
will be a central body, composed of one delegate 
from each of these branches, and then there 
will be a President, Secretary, and Treasurer. 

«That is the plan. There will be no benevolent 
features. It is formed for mutual protection 
and the promotion of the interests of the work- 
ing railroad men. Its home will be in Chicago. 

** We shall open permanent headquarters here 
as soon as we adjourn, and send out from here 
our organizers Over all rallway lines. We shall 
hold a& mass ineeting at an early day in 
Chicago to talk to railway men and the 
public and state our purposes. Next Fall 
we shall hold a convention in Chicago. 
We are building to endure.” Those at to-day’s 
session were Eugene V. Debs, Terre Haute; 
L. W. Rogers, Oshkosh; 8. Keliher, Minneapo- 
lis; W. S. Missomer, St. Joseph, Mo.; W. H. 
Sebring, Memphis; James A. Clark, Englewood;

The “Local Option” or “Home Rule” 
Taxation bill was defeated in the Assembly 
yesterday by a vote of 52 yeas to 58 nays. 
This result may have been due to the un- 
favorable opinion of its purpose expressed 
by the joint committee on taxation in its 
report. The avowed ground of that un- 
favorable opinion was that the passage of 
the bill would lead to the abolition of per- 
sonal taxation in this city and county, 
and that would force other counties to 
adopt the same policy in self-defense in 
order to prevent their wealth and popula- 
tion from migrating. As we said at the 
time, there could be no more conciusive 
evidence than such an admission of a be- 


lief that the abolition of taxation upon | 


personal property would be an advantage 
to the community that adopted it. Other- 
wise it certainly would not attract wealth 
and population at the expense of other 
communities enjoying all the benefits of 
“equality of taxation.” The committee 


thought all counties should be kept on | 


the same footing and allowed to start even 
in any new departure in taxation. 











It appears that the presence of Asiatic 
cholera at L’Orient, a little town on the 
coast of France, near Brest, was concealed 


from the outside world for at least three | 
weeks, and that there had been more than | 


fifty fatal cases whenit first became known 
on the other side of the channel that the 
disease had shown itself there. 
latest news indicates that other parts 
of the Department of Morbihan, 
the neighborhood of L’Orient, have be- 
come infected. There 
been no attempt to discover the source of 


infection. It is quite probable that the | 


germs of the disease were carried down the 
coastfrom Hamburg. In this instance the 
VYrench Government appears to have fol- 


lowed the example of the Russian authori- 
ties, who for a long time declined to admit 
that cholera prevailed in the Province of 
Podolia, although the number of fatal cases 
there was 400 in January and 600 in Feb- 
ruary. 
facts the peasants of Podolia were per- 
mitted to visit freely the villages of Gali- 
cia, and now not only those villages, but 
also many other places in Hungary, are in- 
fected. 








At the recent annual meeting of the Bell 
Telephone Company complaint was made 
in the Directors’ report that the Depart- 
ment of Justice had ventured to bring suit 
for the annulment of tho Berliner patent 
without the approval of the Commissioner 
of Patents. The assertion was made that 
the Government’s brief had been laid be- 
fore the Commissioner, and that he ex- 
pressed the opinion that the company 
ought not to be disturbed by the proposed 
legal proceedings. But it should not be 
forgotten that this was the Commissioner 
who granted the patent, being at the time 
familiar with the curious history of the ap- 
plication, which had been pending for 
fourteen years, and with the remarkable 
transformation of the claims during that 
time. The Government asserts and offers 
to prove that the patent ought not tohave 
been granted because the claims set up in 
it when it was issued were not the claims 
of the original application, because a strict 
enforcement of the rules of the Patent 
Office would have prevented the issue of it, 
and for other reasons. As we have said 
heretofore, the Government’s bill of com- 
plaint isin effect a severe arraignment of 
the officers of the Patent Office. If the 
Commissioner opposed the bringing of this 
suit, he was simply defending himself 
against the Government’s assertion that he 
ought not to have granted the patent. The 
Department of Justice did not permit his 
opposition to outweigh its record of the 


facts. 
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The Consolidation Commission proposes 
to continue in existence and keep up its 
efforts for a “‘ Greater New-York,” as was 
clearly indicated at its meeting yesterday. 
It has failed to get the bill through the 
present Legislature for submitting the 
question of consolidation directly to a vote 
of the people concerned, but nothing can 
prevent the people of New-York and 
Brooklyn and the other communities in- 
terested from voting upon the question in- 
directly at the very next election. If they 
are desirous of bringing about the object 
for which the commission is working they 
have only to elect to the next Legislature 
representatives who will regard their 
wishes and do their bidding. The poli- 
ticians of Brooklyn and New-York defeated 
the bill this year, but the people can easily 
give them to understand that they made a 
mistake and can secure any legislation 
they desire upon the subject by making it 
an issue in the nomination and election of 
Senators and Assemblymen. 


In our financial columns will be found 
the statement by the United States Treas- 
urer of the assets and demand liabilities 
of yesterday. It shows gold coin, bullion, 
and certificates to the amount of $222,505,- 
912, and against this gold certificates to 
the amount of $116,545,739, leaving a gold 
balance of $105,960,173, and “free” gold, 
$5,960,178. The “free” gold on Aprill 
was $6,802,224. On March 1 it was $3,284,- 
219. Thisisan encouraging showing for 
the time being. Gold is beginning to go 
out again, though in more moderate quan- 
tities, and the return of currency from the 
West makes money easier and facilitates 
gold exports. The situation is obviously 
not a settled one, and the changes which 
may be looked for will be watched with in- 
terest, possibly with some anxiety. 


EQUALITY OF REPRESENTATION. 


The Court of Appeals has decided that a 
Board of County Supervisors has not a 
power greater than that of the State Leg- 
islature for establishing inequality of rep- 
resentation inthe Assembly. The Consti- 
tution of the State requires that after each 
apportionment the Supervisors of any 
county entitled to more than one member 
of the Assembly shall divide that county 
into as many districts as there are Assem- 
blymen assigned to it, each of which “shall 
consist of convenient and contiguous terri- 
tory.” Nothing is said about their contain- 
ing “as nearly as may be” an equal num- 
ber of inhabitants. Under this provision 
of the Constitution the Kings County 
Board of Supervisors made an outrageonsly 
unequal division of that county into eight- 
een Assembly districts under the Appor- 
tionment act of last year. 

This was sustained by both the Special 
Term and the General Term of the Supreme 
Court in Brooklyn on the ground that 
there was no specific limitation upon the 
discretion of the Board of Supervisors in 
making the division. There had been a 
requirement that the districts should con- 
tain, as nearly as may be, an equal number 
of inhabitants until the amendment of the 
Constitution in 1874, when it was omitted 
from the section relating to apportion- 
ment of the Assembly. ‘It was argued that 

the omission was intentional and implied a 
purpose to allow Boards of Supervisors full 
discretion in constituting Assembly dis- 
tricts within county lines, so long as they 
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consisted of convenient and contiguous 
| territory and no town was divided. But 
| the Court of Appeals takes a broader view 
and reverses the decision of the lower 
court, requiring that Kings Oounty be 
| again divided into eighteen Assembly dis- 
| tricts, as it has not yet been legally done. 
| The court argues from the general pro- 
visions of the Constitution that equality 
of representation isone of its fundamental 
principles. It requires that the thirty-two 
| Senate districts shall be so constituted as 
to contain as nearly as may be an equal 
number of inhabitants without dividing 
counties, except such as may be entitled to 
more than one Senator, and it requires that 
the 128 members of the Assembly shall be 
apportioned among the counties as nearly 
| as may be according to the number of their 
respective inhabitants. In making it the 
duty of Supervisors to divide counties en- 
titled to more than one Assemblyman into 
| districts, it was intended to have the same 
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principle of substantial equality of repre- 
sentation carried out. 

Judge PeEcKHAM, in delivering the opin- 
ion of the court, holds that the Supervisors 
of Kings County cannot exercise a power 
that is denied to the Legislature. The lat- 
ter body might form districts in its dis- 
cretion if no limitation were put upon it, 
because it has all legislative power not 
limited or denied to it, but a Board of Su- 
pervisors has none except what is specifical- 
ly granted toit. The limitation is in some 
measure a matter of inference or implica- 
cation in this case, but it is binding. This 
decision is to be welcomed as a check upon 
such an exercise of arbitrary power for 
partisan advantage as was displayed in 
Kings County last year, which resulted in 
the worst kind of a gerrymander. It al- 
lowed the Republicans only one Assembly- 
man in eighteen, although they cast more 
than two-fifths of the vote of the county. 











FEDERAL NOMINATIONS. 

Among the nominations sent to the Sen- 
ate by Mr. CLEVELAND yesterday are sey- 
eral of importance, those for the Indian 
Service being, perhaps, the most so. Mr. 
DANIEL M. BROWNING of Lilinois, the nom- 
inee for Indian Commissioner, isnot known 
for any prominent connection with the 
work he has to perform. Heisa Judge of 
the Circuit Court of his State and in the 
prime of life. Mr. Frank C, ARMSTRONG, 
originally appointed to the Indian Bureau 
from Louisiana as Inspector under Mr. 
CLEVELAND and remaining in the service 
fora year under Commissioner MORGAN, 
is named as Assistant Commissioner. 
During the next four years it is ‘prob- 
able that the success or failure of the 
policy of making the Indians owners in 
severalty of land, inducting them into the 
customs and modes of earning a livelihood 
of the rest of the nation, and advancing 
them toward the final abandonment of 
their peculiar life and their absorption into 
the mass of the people will largely be de- 
termined, It is, at best, a most difficult 
and trying task, and as Mr. CLEVELAND 
gave especial prominence to the question 
in his inaugural address, it is to be as- 
sumed that he has made these nominations 
with care, One condition precedent to rea- 
sonable success will be the exclusion of 
partisan politics from all subordinate ap- 
pointments under the Commissioner. 
The organization of the State Depart- 
ment may, we suppose, be regarded as com- 
pleted by the nomination of Epwarp H. 
STROBEL of this city as Third Assistant 
Secretary. He was Secretary of Legation 
and Chargé d’Affaires at Madrid under the 
former Democratic Administration, and 
gained the cordial confidence of Mr. 
BaYyaRD. Heis a lawyer of ability, and 
will make a distinct addition to the 
strength of a department already excep- 
tionally strong. 
The nominee for Treasurer, Mr. DANIEL N. 
Moroan of Bridgeport, Conn., is a banker 
by profession, and of good standing in that 
State. The duties of the office are likely 
to be more exacting than at any time since 
the close of the war, and Mr. MoRGAN, 
without experience in the direct line of his 
work, will have an ample field for all the 
energy, skill, and judgment he can bring to 
bear upon it, 
Mr. Conrap N. Jorpan of this city, 
named for the Assistant Treasurership in 
this city, was Treasurer during Mr. CLEVE- 
LAND’s former term, and rendered good 
service. His ability and familiarity with 
the financial community here are quite 
equal to the requirements of the office. 


MEDICAL EXPERT TESTIMONY. 
There was a very appropriate and timely 
discussion before the Society of Medical 
Jurisprudence at its last meeting on the 
subject of expert professional testimony in 
the courts. The method of presenting this 
class of evidence at criminal trials in this 
country is hardly less than a scandal at 
present. Ina case of sudden death, where 
crime is suspected or charged, there must 
be a definite state of scientific facts to be 
ascertained by a competent examination, 
and their relation to the cause of death 
must be a matter of expert judgment. Of 
course, where the facts are obscure and 
uncertain there may be honest differences 
of opinion, but to the intelligent layman 
it would seem as though the doctors ought 
not to disagree very widely on the ques- 
tion whether the deceased person died from 
natural causes or was the victim of crimi- 
nal practice of some kind. 

The difficulty is that two sets of experts 
are employed, one of which is selected and 
paid for the purpose of supporting one con- 
clusion, that adopted by the prosecution, 
and the other of which is selected and paid 
to support a different conclusion in the 
interest of the defense. There may not be 
in either case aconscious bias or an inten- 
tional want of good faith in testifying to 
facts or in drawing conclusions, but the wit- 
nesses are not ina position to give their tes- 
timony in a strictly scientific spirit with a 
view solely to establishing thetrath. That 
is not always what is expected of them, and 
itis not in that spirit that their examina- 
tion is conducted by the lawyers. The ex- 
perts of one side are cross-examined by the 
other with a view not only to breaking the 
force of their evidence but of showing that 
they are no experts even in their own spe- 
cialties, to the scandal of the profession. 

Dr. Gray, in discussing the subject be- 
fore the Society of Medical Jurisprudence, 
proposed that in cases tried before a Judge 
without a jury one or more competent ex- 
pertsshould be chosen by the court to sit 
upon the bench in an advisory capacity, 
and that in jury trials the experts called 
upon both sides should confer before the 
trial and agree upon the facts from which 
they are to be asked to draw professional 
conclusions. But why, even in the case of 
jury trials, should there be experts ‘‘ upon 
both sides” or upon either side? Why 
should not the expert witnesses be se- 
lected for their competency to judge of 
the medical questions involved in a trial, 


trial so far as prosecution and defense are 
concerned? The object should be to 
ascertain physical facts as accurately as 
possible and find out what the scientific 
conclusion to be deduced from them is, and 





not to get a lot of conflicting opinions 


and be auxiliary to the court and jury 
without any interest in the result of the |

DALY AND JOTHAM ‘TOMPKINS. 

The attempt to prevent the pollution of 
the water supply of this city in the Croton 
Basin has caused great indignation in the 
sanctums of some of our contemporaries 
that are published in the smaller towns of 
the State. These journals seem to regard 
the removal of the outhouses that are 
drained into the reservoir feeders as an 
outrageous assault upon the liberties of in- 
telligent and unoffending American citi- 
zens by the “barbarians” of the metrop- 
olis. 

There are indications of alarm 
resentment even in the distant County of 
Steuben, where the Courier, which is pub- 
lished at Bath, asserts that ‘“‘“what has 
been done has not a shadow of excuse, 
except a thirst of the leaders of the 
barbarian gang that rules New-York to 
make a display of power that would ter- 
rorize and overawe the simple country 
people,” and warns its readers that “there 
is not a county, a hamlet, or farm in the 
State that is safe.” 

The Courier rounds out a column of 
lamentation, vituperation, and warnings 
with the following effective climax: 

“A few words concerning Mr. Daty, the 
author of this raid. Some years ago he landed 
in New-York, an ignorant, untutored barbarian. 
One of the men whose property he destroyed 
was a direct descendant of Gov. TOMPKINS, 
jurist, statesman, Vice President, a soldier in 
the war of 1812, and the author of the act thas 
emancipated the slaves of this State. 

“It will notdoto allow the American gorge 
to rise over these facts. There is no longer any 
value or cause for pride in American birth- 
right.” 

Is our indignant contemporary in Steu- 
ben County willing to rest its case upon 
the contrast between Commiasioner DaLy 
and the owner of the foul buildings and 
the putrefying horse that were burned at 
Kensico? If “the American gorge” in 
Steuben County or elsewhere must rise at 
a contemplation of what has been done in 
the Croton Basin, the elevation of it will 
be caused by the disgusting condition of 
TOMPKINS’s property and not by Commis- 
sioner Daty’s attempt to preserve the 
health of this great city. Here is the ofli- 
cial report about TOMPKINS’s nuisances, 
and we ask the Steuben Courier to pub- 
lish it: 

“Following the line of the stream toward 
Rye Pond, the examination was continued to the 
property owned by JoTHAM TOMPKINS, at pres- 
ent used asa beer saloon, where the condition 
of affairs assumed a more serious aspect, the 
barn, pigpen, chicken house, kitchen drains, 
&o., draining direotly into the outlet. 

“ On the opposite side of the last-mentiened 
house the Commissioner of Public Works en- 
eountered what might well be termed a ‘pest 
hole,’ which had been occupied for many months 
by JorHaM TomPkKINS. The cellar of the house 
was filled with débris of various kinds, com- 
posed of ashes, swill barrels, and accumula 
tions of tin cans containing decayed vegetation. 
The floors of the entire lower story were rotten. 
In one of the upper-story rooms were found 
several mattresses and a large amount of filth, 
which, from lack of purification and ventila- 
tion, practically precluded the entrance of any 
human being to the room. Opposite to the bed- 
room there was an accumulation of bones which 
had been collected in the street for the purpose 
of making soup for the occupant, the ashes 
from the stove being dumped to a height of 
two feet in the corner of the room where the 
man slept. 

“A description of the last-mentioned place, so 
far as filth is concerned, is practically imposei- 
ble. Suffice it to say that an examination of the 
place convinced Commissioner DaLy that it 
was necessary that it be destroyed at once, he 
learning at the same time that it Aad been con- 
demned by the local Board of Health. 

“The occupant was requested to remove, and 
the building was burned to the ground at once. 

“On the other side of the brook from the last- 
mentioned place there was a barn within ten 
feet of the brook, and on the ground floor of 
this barn there had been placed some ten days 
since the dead body of a horse, and no attempthad 
been made by any person to remove it outside 
of the drainage area of the city’s water supply. 
This carcass was summarily removed and the 
building burned to the ground, the fire consum- 
ing not only the building, but also allof the 
filth which it contained.” 

Such was the condition of the premises 
occupied by that persecuted descendant of 
the statesman and jurist, who was dis- 
turbed in his retreat by an “ untutored 
barbarian ” so “‘ ignorant” that he cannot 
regard such an accumulation of filth with 
complacency when it defiles the water sup- 
ply of our greatest city. ‘“ Pride in Amer- 
ican birthright ” is not based upon such a 
revelation as this, but “* over these facts” 
the “ American gorge” must rise in spite 
of all restraint, evenin the attractive re-

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STEPNIAK ON EXTRADITION, 

The arguments of STEPNIAK against per- 
mitting the treaty of extradition with Rus 
sia, addressed through the columns of this 
journal, the first yesterday to the Ameri- 
can people and the second to-day to the 
President of the United States, are absolute- 
ly conclusive. They do not need, though 
they possess, the support of their author as 
a consistent and high-minded Russian Lib- 
eral, a friend of freedom in a country in 
which friendship to freedom is not only a 
crime, but the worst of crimes. His name 
is valuable as a guarantee of the state- 
ments of fact which he makes. Allowing 
these to be true, it is plain that the conclu- 
sion of the treaty would be a grievous of- 
fense against the principles upon which our 
Government is founded, and against hu- 
manity and civilization itself. 

It is true that murder is not properly a 
political offense, and that to kill a Czar 
should be the same crime as to kill a peas- 
ant. But STEPNIAK shows that by the 
Russian code the killing of the Czar ora 
conspiracy to kill the Czar is a political 
offense, and not the ordinary crime of mur- 
der at all.

This explanation takes away the ground 
from the American apologists for the treaty 
which have represented that Czar-killing 
ismere murder, when by the Russian laws 
it isa very different crime from mere mur- 
der.

spect to one class of offenses, and those the 
offenses on account of which it is most de- 
sired by Russia, it is a treaty with a bar- 
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barous power. There is in Russia none 
of the safeguards provided by civilized 
nations for the protection of innocence. 
When a prisoner has once been delivered 
to Russian justice, if his offense be polit- 
ical, there is no guarantee that he will have 
a fair or public trial, nor even that the 
legal sentence upon him will not be ex- 
ceeded by arbitrary action of the executive 
power. It is not to be supposed for a 
moment that after the President has made 
the investigation which the Senate failed 
to make, he will consent to the conclusion 
of a treaty under which men whose crime 
is the desire to give Russia a civilized and 
constitutional Government may be dealt 
with, not as common criminals, but as 
criminals of a specially atrocious descrip- 
tion, 











THE BEARDED HACKMAN. 

The rage of the Liberty Dawn Associa- 
tion against an order requiring them to ap- 
pear clean shaven is entirely intelligible. 
The public cabman and the private coach- 
man are two widely-different persons. The 
private coachman submits with meekness 
to any regulations in the way of dress, 
equipment, and hair which the employer 
may prescribe. But the public hackman of 
New-York, like the American statesman in 
‘* Martin Chuzzlewit,” is “a child of nat- 
ure and a child of freedom.” He aspires 
to distinguish himself in every way from 
the private coachman, to whom he refers 
opprobriously asa flunky. The distinction 
iscommonly plain. Neither by his man- 
ner, which is conscientiously disrespectful 
to all men; by his language, which Is free 
and picturesque; by his raiment, which 
accords with his own fancy and not with 
the requirements of his. employer, nor 
yet by his hair, which he wears to 
suit himeelf, is the New-York hack- 
man liable to be confounded with a 
private coachman, who conforms in all 
these things as completely to the require- 
ments of fashion as do his horses, which 
unresistingly permit themselves to be 
banged, docked, and hogged at the behest 
of their owners. 

Even in Chicago the private coach- 
men wear a kind of livery, though in 
most cases observers from the East have 
remarked that they insist upon dark mono- 
chrome, and draw the line at metal but- 
tons, a scrupulousness which gives the tour- 
ist the impression that the “ carriage fam- 
ilies” of Chicago are all plunged in the 
deepest mourning, and that nobody can 
afford to keep a carriage who has not suf- 
fered a fresh bereavement. In New-York 
there is a middle term between the subju- 
gated coachman and the wild, untamed 
hackman. It consists of the livery-stable 
driver, who is engaged by women to make 
calls and to produce the illusion that he is 
a chronic retainer of the family of which he 
isin fact but the casualemployé. This illu- 
sion he never fails promptly todispel. He 
makes up for the outrage of buttons and a 
high hat by an ostentatious neglect of his 
boots, a defiant lolling upon his-box, and a 
more conspicuons and profuse expectora- 
tion of tobacco juice than he would other- 
wise feel called upon to exhibit. There is 
really never any danger of his being mis- 
taken, even by an inexpert, for a flunky. 
A hotel coachman is in much the same cat- 
egory. If he be forced to submit, like a 
sheep to the shearer, he would still remain, 
in aspect as in fact, the simple American 
citizen whom we know. Why then should 
his employer persist in trimming him up so 
as to present a superficial resemblance to 
the menial for whom nobody could ever 
mistake him? 

We admit thatit is rather ludicrous to 
read that the hotel hackman objects, upon 
the score of danger to his health, to per- 
mitting the winds of Summer to visit his 
shaven but still tough and impervious 
cheek. But when he remonstrates against 
compulsory shaving upon the ground that 
it is a badge of servitude and hea freeman, 
he is upon strong ground. It is interesting 
to note that he has the sympathy of the 
hotel waiters, who are engaged in a strug- 
gle on their own account for a preserva- 
tion of their mustaches and liberties. At 
restaurants where guests are in the habit 
of appearing in evening dress, the time has 
been when the waiters could be distin- 
guished from them only by a superior re- 
pose and dignity of manner. Now that the 
gilded youth has addicted himself to clean 
shaving, the distinction of the waiters isin 
deportment alone. If they retain or ac- 
quire that, it will matter little whether 
they are shaven or not, and if they fail to 
acquire it they will also be indistinguish- 
able from the majority of those they serve, 
whether they exhibit the fine blue bloom 
of a recent shave or go about bearded like 
the pard.

CAGED IN A BURNING MINE. 


—_—_—_——— 
DISASTROUS EXPLOSION IN A LARGH 
COAL PIT IN WALES. 


Lonpon, April 11.—A frightful mining acct- 
cident occurred to-day at Pont-y-Pridd, Wales. 
The first alarm was given at 2:30 this after 
noon. The sparks from an engine in a four-foot 
seam are supposed to have ignited a pile of cot 
ton waste. The flames spread to the woodwork, 
and finally ignited the inflammable gate in the 
seam. 

The pit is worked in sections, one seam being 
above another. The fire broke outin the east- 
ern section. From this section seventy men 
succeeded in reaching the surface through the 
main-dip working, led by a miner who knew 
the roads, They had a terrible struggle to get 
ont, forcing their way through fire and smoke, 
Many of them were scorched and all were ter- 
ribly exhausted when they emerged to safety. 
They brought no good news as to those who 
were left behind, but, on the contrary, ex- 
pressed their dread that all those in the mine 
had perished. 

At the entrance of the shaft a rescue party 
was formed by the pitsurveyor. The party got 
as far asthe landing at the seam where the 
fire started, but was driven back almost im- 
mediately by the dense smoke issuing from the 
seam, The surveyor took his men back to the 
surface. After a half hour’s rest they went 
down again and forced their way ten yards into 
the workings. They found four dead bodies, 
which they brought back with them. Attempts 
to go further into the workings were vain, as 
the woodwork was burning and large masses of 
ruins were falling incessantly from the roof. 
One ofthe rescue party who ventured too far 
was killed, 

Hand grenades, barrels of water, and pipes 
attached to fire engines on the surface were 
used to extinguish the flames in the mine, In 
two sections of the mine the fire was apparent! 

utout. The extinction of the flames was fo 
owed in each case, however, by the acoumula- 
tion of gas, and it was feared that explosions 
night occur. Another attempt to enter the 
four-foot seam in which the fire started proved 
resultless, Although the rescue party saw six 
dead bodies, they were prevented by smoke 
and heat from reaching them. Where the fire 
had been extinguished they were also unable to 
make any progress, as they could not remain in 
the foul atmosphere. The number of men still 
in the mine cannot be ascertained, although it 
is known to be well above fifty. 

At midnight the tire was again burning in all 
sections of the mine near the shaft. The serv- 
ioe 4 which was used to pour water into the 
mine had burst. The resoue of the men below 
is regarded as hopeless.

THE HOME RULE DEBATE. 


PARLIAMENT APPARENTLY 
TIRED OF THE TALK. 


LonpDoN, April 11.—The first speaker in the 
House of Commons to-day on the motion for the 
second reading of the Irish Home Rule bill was 
Ellis Ashmead-Bartlett, Conservative, who ear- 
nestly opposed the bill. 

He was followed by Michael Davitt, who said 
that the bill would be accepted by 13,000,000 of 
the Irish race as a pact of peace to be honorably 
observed. He had changed his opinion since 
1886, and now strongly supported the retention 
of the Irish members in the Imperial Pariia- 
ment. The bill was a compromise, and not the 
result of a revolution; and, therefore, the friends 
of peace in Ireland and England took it as con- 
taining all the conditions of lasting union. 

Many Liberal members of Parliament have 
signed paper requesting Mr. Gladstone to move 
on Friday the closure of the debate. 

Bixty Radioal members of the House of Com- 
mons met thisevening and resolved to abstain 
from participating in the debate on the second 
reading of the Home Rule bill after Wednesday. 


SPANISH ISLANDS SEIZED. 


GETTING 


JAPAN 6AID TO BE IN POSSESSION OF 


THE PELEW GROOP. 


MADRID, April 11.—Much excitement has 
been caused here by a despatch to the effect 
thas Japan has seized the Pelew Islands, a 
group in the North Pacific, claimed to belong 
to Spain, 450 miles east of the Philippine 
Islands, at the western extremity of the Caro- 
line Archipelago. The islands are claimed by 
the Spaniards by right of discovery. 

The Governor of the Philippine Islands has 
sent a cable despatch asking for reinforce- 
ments, whether with the object of attacking the 
Japanese or not is not stated. 

he Pelew Islands have about 10,000 inhabi- 
tante and are very fertile. Their situation be- 
tween the Philippine and the Caroline Islands, 
both Spanish colonies, is regarded as a sign 
that Japan intends to encroach on Spanish pos 
sessions in the Pacific. The affair may lead to 
grave difficulties between the two powers.

A GENERAL STRIKE TO BE ORDERED IN 
BELGIUM AS A PROTEST. 


BrussEts, Aprilll.—The Chamber of Depu- 
ties, by a vote of 115 to 26, rejected the motion 
of Deputy Jansen in favor of universal suf- 
frage. 

In consequence of the rejection of universal 
suffrage by the Chamber of Deputies, the Gen- 
eral Council of the Labor Party will at once 
order a general atrike. 

A thousand Socialists paraded the streets this 
evening shouting for universal suffrage. The 
Civil Guard was called up to disperse them. 
After a slight skirmish, the parade was stopped. 
All the coal miners in the Borinage aistrict 
and na Frameries and Dour Pits have quit 
work.

THE REPUBLICAN PERSECUTION 
OF SENATOR ROACH. 


MR. HOAR AND MR, CHANDLER LBAD~ 
BERS IX BITTER ATTACKS —FIBRY 
RETORTS OF MR, GORMAN AND MR 
VOORHEES—ATTEMPTS TO RBACH & 
SATISFACTORY CONCLUSION. 


WASHINGTON, April 11.—For more than three 
hours to-day William N. Roach, Senator from 
North Dakota, sat in the Senate Chamber and 
Mstened to speeches based on the charges that 
he was guilty of embezzlement when he was 
cashier of the Citizens’ Bank of this city prior 
to his departure for the West, 

Few menin public lifehave had such an un- 
enviable experience as has Mr. Roach since 
he returned to Washington with a certificate 
entitling him to a seatin the Senate. Day after 
day he has satin his seat and heard reflections 
made upon his integrity. In the face of the 
notoriety thus thrust upon him he has 
not shown the faintest trace of embar 
Tassment. While his character was the 
subject of hot debate to-day, he sat unmoved, 
The charges might have referred to some one a 
thousand miles away, so far as his bearing waa 
concerned. Noman who ever occupied a seat 
in the chamber has displayed such irog 
“nerve” as the juntor Senator from North Dx 
kota. 

Mr, Hoar (Rep., Mass.,) managed to prevent 
an executive session Monday. He had presen& 
ed 6 resolution directing the Committee on 
Privileges and Elections to examine the charges 
against Mr. Roach so far as to enable the com 
mittee to determine and report as to the duties 
and powers of the Senate in the mat- 
ter. He announced that it was a sub- 
stitute for one he had previously intre- 
duced, and that it had been agreed upon, after 
@ conference with several Senators on both 
sides of the chamber, 1t was ordered to be 
printed. Soon afterward Mr. Gorman (Dem., 
Md.,) asked foran executive session, and Mr 
Hoar demanded a division, which developed the 
fact that a quorum was not present. 

To-day Mr. Gorman was careful to see that 
enough Democrats were present to constitute, 
with the Republicans, a quorum. He oalled for 
& secret session ag soon as the morning routine 
was disposed of, and, although opposition was 
manifest, it was swept away. 

It was evident to all the Senators that a hos 
fight was imminent. The Democrats had shown 
it to be their intention to sidetrack the Roach 
resolution if possible. Mr. Hoar had presented 
on Monday the petition of Joseph W. Ady of 
Kansas, praying for an investigation of the 
election of John Martin as a Senator from big 
Btate, and it bad been referred to the Commit- 
tee on Privileges and Elections. 

The Republicans seem to have reached the 
conclusion that the Demoorats proposed to pre- 
vent the committee from making any report on 
this B pg: for a8 soon as the doors were 
closed Mr. Hoar asked the members of the ma- 
jority what they meant by trying to suppress 
the petition. It was denied by Mr. Gorman 
and other Democrats that there was any dispo- 
sition to prevent action by the commitiee, bub 
the denial did not satisfy Mr. Hoar or Mr. 
Chandler, (Rep., N. H.,) both of whom made 
lone and partisan speeches. 

r. Hoar asserted that the Democrats had 
been guilty of bad faith in that they were now 
seeking to prevent action upon the Roach res- 
olution despite, the assurances of a number 
of them 
come 
He then paid his respects to Mr. hy 
who sat quietly writing at his desk, 
declaring that if he were innocent he certainly 
should not object to an investigation such as 
was yes . If the charges were trae, he 
added, certainly the gentleman from North 
Dakota was unfit to occupy a seat in the Sen- 
ate, and the country ought to know the facts. 
Mr. Hoar became very much excited before he 
concluded his remarks, and his shrill voice filled 
the chamber. 

Mr. Gorman was the first to reply to him, The 
Maryland Senator has from the first defended 
Mr. Roach from the attacks of the Kepub- 
licans. To-day he asserted that these 
was nO demand for an investigation of 
the charges. But for the action of the 
Seator from Massachusetts, the present deplor- 
able situation would not exist. The gentlemen 
on the other side of the chamber should not for- 
get, he added with vigor, that there was a like- 
lihood that others would be investigated if the 
crusade against Mr. Roach continued. He inti- 
mated broadly that several Senators on the Re- 
publican side possessed records which would 
not bear a search light 

Mr. Chandler came to the front at this junot- 
ure with the declaration that the Republicans 
did not fear the outcome of any investigation 
of their records which could be instituted. He 
ineisted upon positive action. 

Mr. Voorhees, (Dem., Ind.,) who had been a 

uiet listener to the remarks, now took the 

oor and made a vigerous speech in defense of 
Mr. Roach. He spoke nearly an hour, and in- 
dulged in bitter denunciation of the spirit 
which animated the Senator from Massachu- 
setts, who had brought about the present com- 
plications. Mr. Roach, he declared, had long ag 
lived down the “mistake” he had made when 
comnporeetveny ® young man in the City of 
Washington. Every cent which it had a 
charged he had misappropriated had been made 
good. If he was quiy in the eye of the law, 
why had not steps m taken to bring him be- 
fore the bar of justice? For more than a 
dozen years he had lived a blameless life. 
The Saviour had said that forgiveness should 
not be withheld from one repentant. The 
Senator from Massachusetts, in his zeal to make 
— oapital, had shown that forgiveness and 

uman sympathy were not included in hia 
make-up. Mr. Voorhees worked himself into a 
fine rage and hurled anathemas at the alleged 
persecutors of Mr. Roach, while doing his best 
to defend that individual. -Mr. Hoar did not 
reply to him.

Arguments in Hat-Trimming Cases, 
WASHINGTON, April 11.—Arguments were 
made before the Supreme Court to-day in three 
hat-trimming cases appealed from the Cireuit 
Courts for Lilinols. The Government holds that 
under the Tariff act of 1883, under which the 
cases come, the trimmings in question should 
pay a duty of 50 percent. ad valorem. The 
plaintiffs argue that under previous decisions 
of the Supreme Court the duty should be 20 per 
cent. ad valorem. If the decision is against 
the Government, between $11,000,000 and 
£30,000,000 will have to be refunded in these 
and other oases.

HALLS PARTY ON TRIAL, 


NEW-YORK ATHLETIC CLUB GOVERNORS 
THE JUDGES. 


Up to an early hour this morning the Board 
of Governors of the New-York Athletic Club 
was in session discussing charges preferred 
against Edward L, Hall and five other mem- 
bers of the club. 

Hall and a coterie of friends celebrated his 
twenty-first birthday on the night of March 11. 
They had a dinnerand drank wine freely, In 
the course of the festivities glasses, plates, bot- 
tles and other things were thrown at objects on 
the wall. 

While the orgy was at its height a waiter 
named Theodore Mergenthaler entered the pri- 
vate dining room and was. struck in the eye 
with a glass. Fragments penetrated the iris, 
and he may lose the sight of one or both eyes. 
The story of the waiter’s misfortune was told 
exclusively in TH Ne w-YorkK TIME 8, 

Nothing could be learned last night regarding 
the actien taken at the meeting. It was sur- 
mised at the club, however, that Hall would 
be asked to resign and his companions would be 
suspended for different periods. The members 
of the poard think that Hall ought to receive 
severe punishment, as it is thought that he 
threw the glass. This could not be proved, 


however, as his comrades either were too much 
under the influence of liquor at the time to see 
or they are shielding their host. Mergenthaler 
ed the impression that Hall threw the 
giass. 
After the officers of the club learned of the 
escapade they called a special meeting aud ap- 
pointed s committee of three to take testimony. 
Hall and his friends were served with a notice 
to appear before the board last night, and the 
comwittee also made its report. 
The Chairman of the Board of Governors, 
August Belmont, was pot present. He is a dis- 
tant relative of one of the accused, it is said, 
and on that account he did not care to preside 
at the mesting. In his absence Barton 8. 
Weeks, the Vice President, occupies the ehair.

Accord- 
ing to our constitution we can repri- 
mand, censure, suspend, or ask for & 
resignation. it the resignation is not 
received we can expel. In Hall’s case we have 
taken action, but I think that it is a club mat 
ter and is not of interest to the public at large.

OCTAVE UZANNE, 


THE EMINENT FRENCH AUTHOR NOW IN 
THIS CITY—HIS APPEARANCE. 


Atthe Grolier Club last evening, among the 
listeners to Mr. Hildeburn’s address on William 
Bradferd, first printer of the Middle Colonies, 
was remarked Octave Uzanne. 

Even inthe atmosphere of Paris he may be 
taken for an Indian Prince, but the sea air has 
given an amber color to his face. His eye- 
brows almost meet; his eyes have flashes of 


steel; his resolute chin is hidden under 
acurly beard, and his hair is thick, brilliant, 
black, and wavy. One may divine that he has 
the air of his style, the phrases of which are 
strings of pearis, of rubies, of sapphires, and of 
chrysolites. 

He arrived last Sunday, one of the most dis 
tinguished visitorsthat the Chioago fair may 
attract, preceded by an enviable fame among 
the Americans who know and love art in booka. 
He is President of the Boolété des Bibliophiles 
Centemporaina, the publications of which are 
models, even in France, where art in books is 
traditionally excellent. He is not forty, and he 
has written and edited over fifty volumes that 
will live. 

He edited in 1876 to 1877 the “ Conselller du 
Bibliophile”; in 1878 to 1880, “Les Miscel- 
lances Bibliographiques’’; in 1880 to 1889, 
“Le Livre”; in 1890 and 1891, “Le Livre 
Moderne”; in 1892, “L’ Art et L’Idée,” and lea 
in these successive periodicals a progressive 
constiuency of ardent book lovers. 

At the same time he produced works, where- 
in subtie analysis, profound erudition, and 
thoughtful fantasy were charmingly united: 
“Le Bric-a-Brao de l’Amour,’”’ in 1879; 
“Le Calendrier de Vénus,” in 1880; “Les 
Surprises du Coeur,” in 1832; “ L’Eventail,” 
in 1882; “L/Ombrelle, Le Gant, Le Manchon,”’ 
in 1883; “Son Altesse la Femme,” in 1885; 
** La Francaise du Siécle,” in 1886; “ Le Miroir 
du Monde,” in 1888; ** Le Paroissien du Céliba- 
taire,” in 1890. 

Then he edited four volumes of “ Les Podtes 
de Ruelles du X Vie Bisele,” twelve volumes of 
“Les Petite Conteurs du X Ville Sitcle,” and 
four volumes of “* Documenvws sur les Moeurs du 
XVIille Siécle.” He assembled as colaborers 
young etohers, \lithographers, water colorists, 
and bookbinders who were unknown, and he 
inade them famous. 

He ia the chief of the younger school of book 
lovers in the view of whom the formation of a 
library is not a J the collection, by force of 
money, of valuable books, but a selection 
an expression of individual taste, the end of 
which shall be a realization of the most 
elevated ideals in boekmaking. M. Uzanne is 
to note “ Sensations d’Amérique,” which will be 
published serially in Le Figaro, We may be 
persuaded in advance that the work shall be 
sincere, original, independent, and delightfally 
written.

THE CITY GIVES A REPUBLICAN MA- 
JORITY —ELIZABETH'’S ALDERMANIC

The people of Jersey City went on a still hunt 
after the looal ring yesterday. The contest 
was only for an Alderman at Large, but 
the line between the ring and _ the re- 
form element was marked in the candi- 
dates and the influences that had brought 
about their nomination.

Ninth ard—Alderman, Francis 
Ergel, Democrat; School Commissioner, Wick- 
liffe B. Sayre, Democrat. Eleventh Ward— 
Alderman, William H. Corbin, Republican; 
Sehool Commissioner, Peter 8. Servis, Repub- 
liean. Fifth Ward—Doubtful, with the chances 
in favor of Augustus Pool, Republican, for Al- 
derman and Paul Martz, Democrat, for School 
Commissioner. 

The next Board of Aldermen will probably 
stand: Democrats, 8; Republicans, 5. 

The only exeiting contest was in the Fifth 
Ward, where a determined attempt was made 
by anti-race-track Republicans to defeat Alder- 
man Pool because he voted for licensing the 
New-Jersey Jockey Club. The indications, 
however, at alate hour were that Pool would 
pull through by a few votes. 

NEWARK, April 11.—Essex County saw the 
greatest fight for Freeholders to-day that was 
ever witnessed here. The interest was in the 
eontest between Owen Cahill and BSoan- 
lon, both Democrats. Canill had com- 
romised himself by his dealings with 
undy, the bridge builder, and with 
Toney Billingham, and his action was so scan- 
dalous that Judge Depue bad directed the atten- 
tion of the Grand Jury to it. A strong move- 
ment was made acainst him, but he came 
through with over 1,000 majority.the largest he 
ever had. The Democrats carried every dis- 
trict in Newark and in the county. Nota Re- 
publican was chosen. 

CAMDEN, April 11.—For the first time for 
years the Democrats to-day elected four mem- 
bers of Council, and possibly five. The Prohi- 
bitionists polled over 800 more votes than at the 
election last Fall. This vote was on Excise 
Commissioners and was principally from the 
Demvucrats. The Republicans elected three Ex- 
cise Commissioners and seven Councilmen and 
a Councilman atLarge. The Démocrats elected 
the other two Excise Commissioners. 

The Demoocrats elected their entire ticket at 

Gionoester City. William J. Thompson was re- 
elected a member of City Council. 
TRENTON, April 11.—The municipal election 
to-day resulted in a general Democratic victory. 
The indications at midnight point to a major- 
ity of over 400 for Dr. Joseph B. Shaw for 
Mayor over W. J. B. Stokes, the Republican 
candidate. He will suceeed Major Daniel J. 
Bechtel,a Democrat, who was elected after 
three terms of Republican Mayors. 

The majority of the Excise Commissioners are 
Democrats. In the Common Couneil will be 14 
Democrats and 9 Republicans, a Democratic 
gain of 1. The contest was sharp and much 
money was spent on both sides. 

In the-new borough of Wilbur the Democrats 

elected the Councilmen. 
PaTERSON, Aprilill.—In the charter election 
to-day the Democrats made unprecedented 
gains. They elected their candidate for Mayor, 
Christian Braun, a brewer, by at least 800 ma- 
jority over Thomas Beveridge, the present in- 
cumbent and Republican candidate, who was 
elected two years ago by 486 majority. The 
Democrats and + blicana probably elected 
four Aldermen each, with one district yet to 
hear from. 

NeEw-Brounxswick, April 11.—James H. Van- 
clef, who for the third time received a una- 
nimous nomination, was elected Mayor to-day 
and Charles A. Dunn Assessor. Both are Demo- 
crates and received the Republican nomination. 
The votes are not all in yet, but the prebability 
is that the six wards of the city bave elected all 
the Democratic Aldermen and Freeholders be- 
sides the city ticket. 

BELVIDERE, April 11.—The election yesterday 
resulted in the choice of the race-track candi- 
date for Mayor. It was one of the most hotly 
contested elections ever held in this town. 
The Citizens’ League met Saturday night 
and indorsed the Democratic nominee, 
Dr. Lefferts, the county member of the 
Btate League superintending the citizens’ cau- 
cus. Half an hour later the liquor dealers had 
called a convention and placed Frank 8.

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VOTING BY MACHINE. 


THE MYERS DEVICE GIVES GREAT 8AT= 
ISFACTION IN NIAGARA COUNTY. 


BuFrato, N. Y., April 11.—This is town-meet- 
ing day in Niagara County, and in a dozen or 
more towns the Myers voting machine was 
tested. From every town so far hoard from 
come reports of satisfactory results. 

In North Tonawanda the eleotion progressed 
with oxtraordinary rapidity and smoothness. 
In one room three Myers voting machines were 
inuse. In the firat hour 122 persons registered 
their choice through this ingenious device. Ex- 
pressions of surprise and gratification were 
heard on every hand by those who saw the 
work of the machine. 

In the town of Wilson 255 ballots were cast in 
the first four hours, more than was ever record- 
ed before. 

The town of Porter reported the election to 
have passed off smoothly, and that all were de- 
~ rong with the workings of the Myers ma- 
chine. 

In Ransomviile up to noon 240 votes were 

olled, which is 120 more yotes than have ever 

een coast there before in the same length of 
time. The machines were also given a thorough 
test at Somerset, and a telephone dispatch from 
the polle just before closing says: ‘* We are de- 
lighted. It has proved all that is claimed for 
it” Nocontradictory report has been received. 


LEwisTon, N. Y., April 11.—This was & great 
day forthe Meyers ballots machine. A large 


vote was cast and the unanimous expression is 
one of praise forthe machine. Two blind men 
voted, one in eighteen seconds and the other in 
forty seconds. 


The Myers voting machine has six party 
columns, with thirty-five knobs in each column, 
and by pressing one of the knobs a vote is regis- 
tered. In Presidential elections, the Electors 
are all voted for by the use of one knob. The 


machine in this State, therefore, has a capacity 
to vote for 70 candidates in each party, or 420 
candidates in all. 

The machine prevents repeating by an auto- 
matic arrangement, which locks each knob 
when it has been voted. In case of offices 
where more than one is to be elected, 
as, for instance, at the Lockport elec- 
tion last year, where five constables were 
to be elected, the machine may be 
arranged so that when the knobs have beeu 
pressed as many times as there are men to be 
ebosen it is locked. Voting for any five con- 
stables looked the remaining constable @noba 
against the voter. 

Each political party has a standard color. The 
party ballot and the supports of the knobs are 
of the same color, and party voting 
may be done by color In voting, 
the knob is pressei as far as possible, 
and if pushed far evough to register a vote it 
will stay there, and the voter has evidence that 
the vote is added with the mechanical counter 
in the sealed compartment. 

The ballots of each party’s candidate are 
asted on the wall in front of the voter 
n upright columns as a guide in push- 
ing in the knobs, and the ballots are 
not handled by any voter, nor by any member 
of the Eleetion Board atanytime. “Split” 
tickets may be voted by simply changing from 
the knobs of one color to those of another. 
The machine is placed within the secret cabi- 
net which is onlled for under the seeret-ballot 
laws. The claim is made that any illiterate or 
even a blind voter can vote a straight 
ticket, a mixed ticket, or the art 
ofaticket. A voter may also “split”? his Pres- 
idential Elector , ticket, or omit to vote for any 
ticket he pleases, In yoting a ‘“eplit” ticket, 
the knobs of the independent candidates 
are firat pushed in. Then beginning at 
the top of the party column, the knobs 
for all the other officers are pushed in, omitting 
such as have been voted as “aplita.” The 
names are arranged in the same order as those 
on the ticketa published officially in the news- 
papers. 





OBITUARY. 


DAMASE JOUAUST. 

The death is announced in Paris of the writer, 
printer, editor, and publisher, Damase Jouaust. 
He was fifty-nine years of age, and, at his re- 
tirement from business a year ago, authors and 
book lovers had united in the presentation to 
him of a magnificent testimonial. 

flo was the son of a printer, graduated at the 
Lycée Bourbon, and admitted to practice as a 
lawyer. He became famous asa writer on the 
drama, a literary oritic, the editor of La Letire- 
Journal and of the Gazelle Anecdotique, and the 
founder of the “Librairie dea Bibliophiles.”’ 
He was a member of the Legion of Honor. 

His books were art objects, in the graceful- 
ness of their types specially engraved, in the 


typographic harmony of their illustrations, and 
in the exquisite composition of every ornament. 
They were printed on beautiful paper, ani 
made notenly to be read, but to be admired. 
They were works of the French classic authors, 
edited by Lacour, Lacroix, Sacy, and Jouaust; 
classic novels of the eighteenth century, illus- 
trated by Nargeotand Los Rios; collections of 
tableaus edited hy Montaizglon; unpublished 
ancient manuscripts and reproductions of orig- 
inal texts, of letters and poems of Voltaire, 
satires of Agrippa d’Aubigné, works of Louise 
Labé, Rowieu, Motin, and Maynard. 

The minor masterpieces of the French lan- 
guage, the historical and literary curiosities, the 
plays of Moliére, fables of La Fontaine, illus- 
trated catalogues of Salons, novels of Roman- 
ticists, art books, were published by bim with 
incomparable brilliancy. Wherever they were 
exhibited they were made the objects of special 
awards, in Paris in 1867, 1878, 1889,1n Lyons 
n 1872, im Vienna in 1573, in Philadelphia in 
1876. 

Jouaust was in full sympathy with the ideas 
of book lovers about books. He gave to all 
their details in his pressroom his personal su- 
geben so Although his foreman worked under 
nis orders for thirty years, when Jouaust re- 
tired the Jouaust press passed into history. 
lts last work was done for New-York, the 
* Romeo and Juliet” of Duprat’s edition.

A FLATBUSH EDITOR FOUND UNCON- 


SCIOUS NEAR HIS HOME. 


Victor L, Bedingfield, editor of the Flatbush 
Press, who figured recently in the horsewhip- 
ping case of George White at  Flat- 
bush, L. IL, was sandbagged and robbed 
at a late hour last night. He was dis- 
covered by Fernandino Bermer of Diamond 
Btreet, on a lonely part of Rogers Avenue, 
near Diamond Street. The place where he was 
found waa within a few rods of the spot where 
Dominick Leonard, the Flatbush contractor, 
was found murdered on the night of June 19, 
1891. 

Mr. Bermer heard moans and crossing the 
street found Mr. Bedingfield lying prostrate in 
an open lot. He ran to Oseman’s saloon on 
Clarkson Street, anda crowd of men satarted 
out. Bedingfield was delirious. His vest had 
been ripped open and his watch and money were 
gone. in his ravings he cried out: 

“Don’t murder me Idon't know the time. 
Help! Help! Murder!” 

Some of the neighbors ran to bis home two 
blocks away on Clarkson Street and notified his 
family. Mrs. Bedingfield said her husband had 
not been home to supper, but had been out col- 
lecting money all day. 

After ap hour’s time the police arrived, and 
with them Dr. G. N. Ferris, and then Beding- 
fleld wus taken to his home. 

A piece of his gold watch chain was found 
where helay. That and the ground gave evi- 


dence that a struggie had taken place.

CHtcaGo, April 1lL—Judge MoConnell to-day 
dismissed the sult of Eugene Dunnivant against 
Orrin W. Potter for $100,000 damages for want 
of prosecution, The case was sent to Judge 
McConnell from Judge Dunne’s court, whore it 
had been set for a hearing to-day. 

When the case came up this morning, Judge 
Moore, Dunnivant’s lawyer, asked that it be put 
at the foot of the calendar, which contains over 
500 cases. Judge McConnell refnsed to allow 
this. Judge Moore then asked for a contina- 
ance, but Judge Moran, counsel for Potter, ob- 
jected. 

Judge Moore then requested time to prepare 
an affidavit showing why the oause should not 
be tried immediately, as ruled by Judge Mo- 
Connell, and was given halfan hour for that 
purpose. : 

Several hours passed before Judge Moore 
reappeared in the courtroom with the lame ex- 
couse that the young woman typewriter was ill 
and unable to reduce to writing the affidavit 
which he had dictated. 

Judge McConnell’s patience was exhausted, 
and he ordered a jury to be drawn. Judge 
Moran examined the jurors, and accepted 
twelve men. Judge McConnell then asked 
Judge Moore to examine them. He refused to 
do so. 

Judge McConnell then dismissed the suit for 
want of prosecution. Judge Moore took excep- 
tion to the ruling, and presented a motion to 
have the order set aside so that the affidavit for 
® continuance might be presented to-morrow 
morning. 

Dunnivant’s bill of particulars told the follow- 
ing story: 

Dunnivant was discharged from custody 
last week, having been arrested for larceny. 
The charge was not proved. 

. This suit was brought because Dunnivant be- 
lieved that Potter had continuously tried to get 
rid of him since the time Dunnivant fell in love 
with Gertrude Potter. That happened in the 
Spring of 1885. Dunnivant was then a news- 
boy. Miss Potter was about fourteen years old. 
She was of aromantio disposition, and Dunnil- 
vant caught her youthful fancy. They became 
fast friends. 

The Summer after they first became ac- 
quainted Dunnivant says that he: went to 
Lake Geneva at Miss Potter's invitation to yvialt 
at her father's residence. He was arrested and 
locked up for two days, but was discharged wi th- 
outa hearing and told by Potter’s son-in-law to 
leave Lake Geneva immediately. He gave up 
eome letters he had received from Miss Potter 
to a nephew of Mr. Potter. 

Dunnivant went to Chieage, where a detect- 
ive, who afterward admitted that he received 
$50 for the job, leveled a revolver at Dunni- 
vant’s head and told him never to be seen near 
the Potter mansion. Following this a boy 
named Allen implicated Dunnivant in a rob- 
bery. Allen turned State’s evidence and was 
released, but Dunnivant was sentenced to four 
years in the penitentiary in January, 1887. 

The lawyer urged Dunnivant during the trial 
to plead guilty. The boy served his term, less 
ten months for good behavior. While he was in 
prison his friends unearthed what they asserted 
wes a conspiracy on the part of O. W. Potter to 
send the boy to jail 

Dunnivant was discharged from Joliet in 
April, 1890. He began the suit soon after, and it 
ia now on trial in the Cirouit Court. 

Miss Potter has had several previous love 
affairs. Jan. 1, 1890, she was married to Julius 
Clarke Daniela by the Rev. R. A. John at Bt. 
Paul’s Church. Daniels called himself Julius 


Clarke and Miss Potter was married under the 
name of Gertrude White, her fall name being 
Gertrude White Potter. The couple separated 
immediately after the marriage, 

Later Miss Potter met F. Lee Rust, to whom 
she was married at Lake Geneva, Juno 6, 1891, 
by the Rev. J. M. Ward. As before, the couple 
separated as soon as the marriage was com- 
pleted. 

Daniels heard of the Lake Geneva marriage 
through the peness and olaimed Miss Potter. 
Rust’s father brought suit to annu! the marriage 
with his son,on the ground that young Rust 
was not of age when it occurred. Judge Horton 
of Chicago granted a decree Sept. 16, 1891. 
Three days later Daniels and Mrs, Potter 
were again married in the presence of friends 
and under their own names.

John B. Wattson was also President of the 
New-Jersey Chemical Company, manufacturer 
of fertilizers of Philadelphia, having succeeded 
his father after the latter's death. The com- 
pany was incorporated in February, 1872, aud 
four months ago Mr. Wattson claimed that it 
had a paid-in capitul of $100,000 and a sur-

MINNESOTA TIMBER STEALS. 


—>—_—-. 
AN AMAZING SERIES OF FRAUDS UN- 
EARTHED BY THE SENATE. 


Sr. Paut, Minn., April 11.—The most sensa- 
tional robbery known to the State of Minnesota 
was spread before the people to-day in the 
shape of areport of the Senate Committee on 
Pine Land Frauds. The report is a scathing ar- 
raignment of the Republican system, which has 
permitted millions upon millions of feet of pine 
to be boldly stolen from the State, the Univer- 
sity, the Government, and the Indian reserva- 
tions. 

No names are mentioned in the report, but 
between the lines can be read the big lumbering 
firms of Minneapolis, the members of which 
came here poor, and in a few years became plu- 
tocrats. The report goes back for years, aud 


shows that a steady system of stealings has 
been in vogue, and that big firms vied with each 
other in seeing which could do the greater steal- 
ing from the school lands, The report says: 


“ It is impossible to tell how many millions of dol- 
Jars have been stolen, for we have not had the time 
to cover with our investigation eitherthe whole 
period of the past or anything like the whole scope 
of the State. The evidence before your committee 
shows thatin many, if nota majority of cases, the 
State received but little over one-fourth of the 
amount justly its due. This great fraud was accom- 
plished by talse retarns of the amounts of timber 
cut, and by low prices put upon the same, as is 
abundantly shown by the evidence before the com- 
mittee. Witness after witness testified to these 
steals, and said it was general talk among lumber. 
men thatif they could geta stumpage for a school 
section they could madea good deal of money out of 
it, and their stampage would not cost them much. 

“Italeo appears by the evidence that a certain 
lumberman, whose name is in possession of the com- 
mittee, cut timber from forty acres of internal im- 
provement land, for which the State never received 
adollar. One section was bought by another lumber 
company at $2 per 1,000 feet, upon a fraudulent 
estimate that it contained only 250,000 feet, while 
the testimony taken before your committee of a wit- 
ness who ran the line along the edge of it and care- 
fully examined the adjoining sections, goes to show 
that 1t contained nearly 65,000,000 feet, worth 
at least $3 per thousand. It is testified 
by another witness that a section had 
been entirely stripped of the timber and three of the 
forty-acre tracts therein, containing pine, have been 
sold as agricultural laud. Another witness who had 
been upon this land at the time, and made an ex- 
amination of it, testifies that there was at least 
2,000,000 feet of pine timber upon the section, and 
that some had placed itas high as 2,500,000 feet; 
that in addition to this he thought there was fully 
200,000 feet of oak timber; that the section was 
upon the edge of a lake, and that the logs could 
easily be raited toa millclose at hand, and within 
forty rods of the Northern Paoific Railway. 

“The value of this timber, as sworn to by this wit- 
ness, was $7,525, while the State Auditor showed 
that the whole amount derived by the State from 
that section of timber land for the school fund 
—* acre to $309, and that amount has not yet been 
paid. 

“It must not be forgotten that we are only dip- 
ping in here aud there into a mass of fraud, and 
that these witnesses, few in number, have generally 
been discovered by accident, or by voluntary state- 
ments made by citizens who had knowledge of the 
facts. It is fair to presume thatif such a a 
fraud as this, involving a robbery of over $7,000 on 
one section, is true, it must have beena sample of 
thousands of other oases of the kind.” 


The Senate this afternoon passed, under sus- 
pension of the rules,a bill appointing a com- 
mission to continue the investigations and se- 
oure prosecutions before several county Grand 
Juries. An appropriation of $10,000 is made 
for the purpose.

RAILWAY MANAGEMENT. 


~~, 
STREET RAILWAYS IN CONNECTIOUT. 
HARTFORD, Conn., April 11.—The Committee on 
Cities and Boroughs to-day reported to the Senate 
the proposed general law regarding street railways. 
It places them under control of the Railway Com- 
missioners, and gives cities, towns, or boroughs ab- 
solute local authority over street railways, to make 
and prescribe all regulations regarding laying of 
tracks, motive power, &e. The authorities may 
order such changes as they deem fitin any existing 
street railway and carry them into effect if tho rail- 
way neglects to do su. Any railway company char- 
tered before Jan. 1, 1893, which neglects to build its 
road before Jan. 1, 1895, shall forfeit its charter, and 
any railway chartered by the present General As- 
sembly shall construct its line by the close of the 
session of the second General Assembly following. 
Right to use streets shall be forfeited by any rail- 
way discontinuing running after thirty days’ notice 
from the town. The roads are required to keep the 


streets within their tracks and two feet ontside 
thereof in full repair. Merchandise or baggage is 
not to be carried. No street railway is to paraliel a 
& stéam railroad, unless the Railroad Commissioners 
shall consent after public hearings. Persons injured 
by defect in any part of the highway which the rall- 
way is to keep in repair may bring suit against the 
town or city or the company. Town authorities may 
eaten the speed of cars not to exceed fifteen miles 
er hour. ‘ 

All street railways are to report to the State Rail- 
road Commissioners the same as steam railroads, 
Companies may borrow money on bonds registered 
by the Controller not to exceed 75 per cent of actual 
cost of construction. The act is to go into effect as 
8000 as passed. The provisions of the bill apply to 
all existing street railways. Nothing is said in the 
bill about local taxation or a tax on receipts,

A MUCH-ANGERED PEOPLE 


INCENSED AGAINST 
ITS BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


@HE BOARD’S ACTION AS TO THE 


STREET RAILROAD FRANCHISES HAS 
RAISED A STORM OF INDIGNATION 
—HOPE THAT MAYOR BOODY MAT 
VETO IT—TALKS WITH CITIZENS. 


‘The people of Brooklyn are thoroughly stirred 
‘Up over the action of the Board of Aldermen on 
Monday evening in voting away two valuable 
franchises for nothing to the Nassau and Kings 
County Eleotric Railroad Companies, while the 
Brooklyn City Railroad Company was ready 
and willing to pay the almost bankrupt city 
$250,000 for the same franchises. 

The indignation of the taxpayers found fre- 
quent vent yesterday. 

The manner in which the deal was consummat- 
ed called forth almost as much condemnation 
as the measure itself. The action of the three 
members of the Railroad Oommittee, Mesers. 
‘MoGrath, McGarry, and Jourdan, in approving 
the application of the railroad companies ina 
“snap” meeting, of which no notice was given 
the other two members, Messrs. Wafer and 

Thomas, who were opposed to the measure, it 
‘was thought by many illegailized the entire pro- 
coedings. 

‘Yesterday's performance of our Board of Al- 
\Germen fairly matches the performance of the 

New-York Board of 1884,” said a prominent 
Fulton Street merchant yesterday, “and just as 
‘*Jake’ Sharp’s worthies came in course of time 
to see theerror of their way and to regret that 
they had nos honestly served the people of New-

“I bave not given much thought to the sub- 
ject as yet,’”’ said be, “ and have not fermed any 
opinion in regard to its merits. But I have 
seen sO Many instances of rich and powerful 
corporations outbidding small ones for railroad 
franchises and then failing to build after get- 
ting the franchises that Iam inclined to be- 
lieve that this question has two sides. 

“It ie true that the offer of $250,000 was a 
large one, but it is a questien whether the 
erester development of the city along the line 
ofthe proposed route under the operation of a 
company that is willing to build, wouid not 
eventually be a greater source of profit than 
the sum offered by arich and pampered corpo- 
ration which would not exercise its privilege 
after having obtained it. 

“TI do not believe in crowding out every small 
company because some larger one can pay 
more. The Brooklyn City Company is able to 
make @ big bid in this case because it has re- 
ceived public favors and privileges over other 
eompanies in the past. Now give the small cor- 
porations a chance. 

“ But, as I said before, I have not formed any 
opinion, and Iam watching with a great deal of 
interest for the decision of Judge Cullen in the 
Union Street Railroad case. He generally gets 
ot the troth of a matter.” 

A. D. Matthews decinred that the action of 
the Aldermen was another evidence that the 
City Government was not safe in the hands of 
the present ofiicials. 

“* There is too much unsettled business,” said 
Mr. Matthews, “ and a change is desirable.” 

, President Daniel fF. Lewis of the Brooklyn 
City Railroad expiained the several offers of 
hiscompany. He said that the first offer of 
$250,000 was divided into one of $100,000 for 
a franchise covering certain streets and $150,- 
000 for the others, and that again, when the 
mumber of streets it was proposed to use was 
cut down, the cash offer wag reduced propor- 
tionately, and left it at $60,000. 

“But the original offer of $250,000 still 
etands,” said Mr. Lewis, “‘and will continne to 
stand until the resolutions passed last night be- 
some law or are finally defeated.”

He was 
largely interested in the development of West 
Brooklyn, New-Utrecht, and Blythebourne, and 
has now a part in the management of the Bay 
Ridge Park Improvement Company. Although 
@ Republican, Mr. Flynn has lately been asso- 
elated with Democrats of a speculative turn of 
mind. 

The Kings County Electric Railroad was in 
eorporated Noy. 30, 1892, with Mr. Flynn as 
President, to build a road im the county towns 
and the Eastern District. Having secured fran- 
chises from Flatbush, New-Utrecht, and Flat- 
lunds—though not without stirring up mach 
popular dissension—the company put in its ap- 
ie pe for # franchise from the Brovklyn 

oard of Aldermen. 

Soon after, the company found, so its officers 
suid, thatits capital was not great enough to 
construct the railroads for which it had asked 
franchises, and then the Nassau Company was 
incorporated with ap authorized capital of 
$6,000,000, the intention being that it should 
absorb the Kings County.

If some one is not appointed Collector of the 
Port of New-York within a week a great many 
Democrats will be disappointed.

William O. Poucher had a distinct lead over 
all other possibilities in the guess work on this 
matter last night. The Poucher talk was strong- 
er than usual because some men, who are known 
to be trusted friends of Mr. Cleveland, were 
spoken of as among Mr. Poucher’s backers. 
Smith M. Weed of Plattsaburg, it was said, had 
indorsed Mr. Peucher, and this statement car- 
ried some weight in the latter's favor. 

“If it were any President but Mr. Cleveland 
it would be safe to betou Mr. Poucher, but Mr. 
Cleveland sometimes has a way of giving little 
surprises to his friends that makes it uncertain 
until the nomination is made,” was the way one 
man put it. 

Collector Hendricks, who has been serving a 
month or more since his resignation was ac- 
cepted, said that he would not be surprised if 
his successor were nominated to-day. Nor 
would he be surprised if the appointment were 
held off a week longer.

British Ambassador’s Credentials. 

WASHINGTON, April 11.—S8ir Julian Pauncefote 
became Dean of the Diplomatic Corps in Wash- 
ington this afternoon by virtue of his reception 
by the President as Ambassador from Great 
Britain. As Sir Julian is the first Ambassador 
from any country to the United States, the pre- 
sentation of his papers to Mr. Cleveland was 
made a function of more than usual ceremony. 

Sir Julian, with the Hon. Michael Herbert and 
the other attachés of the British Embassy, met 
Secretary Gresham at the State Department 
about 3 o'clock. Aj) the British reprerentatives 
were in Court uniform, Sir Julian’s coat being 
of velvet, elaborately trimmed with gold lace. 
At 3 o’olock the party proceeded to the White 
House and at once went to the Blue Room. Be- 
sides Secretary Gresham and the Britons, As- 
sistant Secretary Quinoy and Second Assistant 
Beeretary Adee of the State Department were 
present. 

When the President entered the room Sir 
Julian stepped forward, presented his creden- 
tials to him, and made a brief speech expressing 
her Majesty's desire to draw more closely to- 
gether the bonds whioh anite the two countries. 
To this Mr. Cleveland responded, and the cere- 
mony was over.

LAST OF THE BRINLEY BOOKS. 


—_————— 
SALE IN BOSTON OF THE FIFTH PART 
OF A GREAT COLLECTION, 


The fifth and last part of the Brinley library 
is to be sold by auction in Boston, April 18, 19, 
and 20, by C. F. Libbie & Co. The catalogue 
contains 1,463 numbers, 9,501 being the total 
number of entries under which the whole li- 
brary has been described. Tho catalogue work 
is exact, learned, and remarkably succinct, 
although exhaustive, and has made famous, 
despite ite anonymity, Mr, J. Hammond Trum- 
bull, a historian, of Connecticut, Librarian of 
the Wadsworth Athenwxum at Hartford, and the 
only scholar capable of interpreting Ellot’s 
Indian Bible. 

The other parts of the Brinley library, com- 
prising the most celebrated of scarce books, the 
Gutenberg Bible, and American curiosities such 
as “ The Bay Psalm Book” and Bradford’s Al- 
manac for 1694, were sold in New-York. The 
fourth part, sold in 1887, brought $7,380.70. 
The last part is least in quantity and in 
money value, but not in interest and in histo- 
icalimportance. It contains, for example, the 
first Connecticut election sermon printed, “ An 
Holy Connexion,” by James Fitch, Cambridge, 
1674; a broadside by J. H., entitied “ A Lamen- 
tation on Occasion of the Sickness and Mortality 
in East-Guilford,” New-London, 1751; pam- 
phlets on the Hartford Convention of 1814;a 
book of poems by Nath. Evans, Philadelphia, 
1772, with George Washington’s autograph on 
Tailfer’s ‘‘ Georgia,” Charles- 
Town, 8. C., about 1741; a broadside on “ The 


Columbian Tragedy,” the battle with Indians at 
Miami, Ohio, in November, 1791, printed at 
Boston in 1792, and Loudon’s “ A Selection of 
Bome of the Most Interesting Narratives of Out- 
rages Committed by the Indians in their Wars,” 
Carlisle, 1811, bound by Bedferd. 

Of groater interest, however, are Zachariah 
Mayhew’s copy of Lliot’s Indian Bible and New 
Testament, bound by Bedford, and Dr. John 
Piokering’s copy of the same work in its origi- 
nal binding; and then there are Filson’s ‘“‘Ken- 
tucke,’’ Wilmington, 1784; “ Orations” on the 
Boston massacre of 1770, twenty-four pam- 

bleta with autographs of Dr. Joseph 

arren and Isaiah Thomas; Cotton Mather’s 
‘““The Wonders of the Invisible World,” Lon- 
don, 1693; a complete collection in English 
of the pamphlets relative to the New-Orleaus 
Batture cases; Keith’s “ Heresie and Hatred,” 
printed by Bradford, in Philadelphia, in 1693; 
fifteen Franklin imprints, including the ** Cato 
Major,” measuring 8 3-16 by 573 inches; Hay- 
wood’s “ The Natural and Aboriginal History of 
Tennéssee,” Nashville, 1823; “ Virginia Richly 
Valued,” 1609; the *‘ Journal of Major George 
Washington,” London, 1754. and a hundred 
other books, the mere titles of which indicate 
their scarcity. 

The collection is rich in pamphlets. There 
are Fourth of July orations from 1776 to 1862, 
historical and military sermons and addresses 
from 1746to1775,and political and geographioal 
reports, essays, and addresses which may not 
be found elsewhere. Volumes III., IV., and V. 
appear of the Vew-Hngland Weekly Review, pub- 
lished at Hartford in 1830 to 1832, “‘edited by 
George D. Prentice until July 5, 1830, in whioh 
number he makes bis adieu, and announces that 
Mr. J. G. Whittier (then twenty-three years 
old) will take charge of the Keview, oon- 
gratulates his readers, and concludes by 
saying, “No rational man can ever be 
the enemy of Mr. Whittier.”’ This periodical, 
overlooked by Sabin in his ‘* American Bibli- 
ography,” is a mine of poems and prose articles 
which were never collected among Whittier's 
works. There are engravings, autograph let- 
ters, manuscript documents on the Revolution- 
ary period, and two original water-color charts 
py Philip Wells of inestimable value. One 
of them is the earliest known chartof Boston 
Harbor; the other is of New-York Harbor, and 
was made in the same year, that is, 1686. Wells 
was Gov. Dongan’s Surveyor in New-York and 
one of the Commissioners appointed in 1684 to 
run the line between that province and Con- 
necticut.

MAYOR BLEE GETS HIS SEAT. 


THE REPUBLICANS OUTGENERALED IN 
THE CLEVELAND MAYORALTY CONTEST. 


OLEVELAND, Ohio, April 11.—Loeal politics 
have never hada greater sensation than that 
sprung last night, when the bond and evidence 
that he had qualified as Mayor were sent to the 
Republican Council by the Democratic Mayor- 
elect Blee and were approved by that body. He 
followed this up by officially announcing that he 
meant to take office to-day, although the two 
years of the Republican Mayor, Rose, will not 
expire until next Monday. 

The result was a series of sensational scenes 
in the Mayor's office to-day, Mayor Rose refus- 
ing to turn over the office, and Blee insisting 
that he was entitled to it. John Farley, Obair- 
man of the Democratic State Committee, who 
is to be Mayor Blee’s Director of Public Works, 
took an even more active part in the discus- 
sions than did Blee. For tne greater part of 
the day the atmosphere of the ayor’s office 
and the vicinity of leading Republican politi- 
cians was sulphurous. Mayor Rose finally left 
it to his Corporation Counsel, Meyer, and by his 
decision he is ousted a week sooner than he 
counted on. 

By this shrewd move the Democrats check- 
mated a Republican scheme for reerganizing 
the police force, and several plans for making 
soft berths under civilservice rules for Re- 
eens am The Republican majority in the 

ouneil are extremely bitter over being defeated 
by Blee, and deciare that they will refuse to 
confirm his Cabinet, and thus keep all the Re- 
publican subordinates in the various depart 
ments indefinitely. If they persist in this deter- 
mination, an ugly tangle is in prospect.

DEFENSE SCORES A POINT 


ne eee 
ATROPINE NOT FOUND IN 
BUCHANAN’S BODY. 


MRS, 


THE PROSECUTION’S EXPERTS INFERRED 
THAT IT WAS PRESENT — WHAT 
PROF. DOREMUS COULDN’T TELL 
MR. O'SULLIVAN ABOUT CAT’S EYES 
—THE DEFENSE MAY OPEN TO-DAY. 


The jury in the trial of Dr. Robert W. Buchan- 
an on the charge of poisoning his wife is begin- 
ning to show signs of exhaustion. The trial has 
been going on now for three weeks and two 
days. Yet the case of the prosecution is not all 
in. 


The lawyers for the defense observed that the 
jurors are beginning to fret and worry as they sit 
in the box, and yesterday changed their course 
on account of it. Young William J. O’Sullivan, 
the medico-legal expert whois associated with 
Charles W. Brooke and Herbert W. Knightin 
the defense, had a consultation with them and 
decided that it would not be wise to push the 
cross-examination of all the experts for the 
prosecution to the extreme which characterized 
the probing of Prof. Loomis. 

The result is that the expert testimony for the 
prosecution is now all in, and it looks as 
though the case for the people might rest this 
morning. 

The medical authorities for the defense are 
Prof. Vaughan of the University of Michigan, 

‘Prof. Scheele of this city, and Prof. Wolff of 
Hartford. 

Instead of attempting to batter down the tes- 
timony of Pathologists Loomis and Prudden and 
Chemists Witthaus and Doremus of the prose- 
cution by cross-examination, Profs. Vaughan, 
Scheele, and Wolff will attempt to overthrow it 
by direct testimony. 

It is promised that Prof. Wolff will make it 
particularly hot for Profs. Loomis and Prudden 
‘when he comes to handle their pathological re- 
port in this case, and that he will show that tne 
Teport iteelf, instead of warranting its conclu- 
sion of nu cause of death found, shows that 
there might have been many causes. 

Profs. Vaughan and Scheele will undertake to 
show that the experiments of Profs. Witthaus 
and Doremus with the stomach and intestines 
of Mrs. Buchanan did not warrant their testify- 
ing that there was morphine there, and perhaps 
atropine. As between the experts, then, the jury 
will simply have to take their choice. 

The case looks strong for the defense now, 

imarily for the reason that the prosecution, 

y its own witnesses, has failed to support the 
two propositions which in opening were ad- 
mitved to be the base on which its case rests. 

The first proposition was that the pathological 

»examination failed to reveal any cause for Mrs. 
‘Buchanan’s death. Profs. Loomis and Prudden 
idid so testify, and, as the jury is now consider- 
fing the case, it is not to say whether the defense 
} amination did or did not contradict 
that testimony. 
. The second primary propositionjof the prose- 
ecution has not been supported, however. It 
Was that after the pathological examination 
| had falied to reveal a cause of death the chemi- 
‘eal examination would reveal the presence of 
morphine inthe body of Mrs. Buchanan ‘in 
amazing quantities,’ and also atropine, the 
pomenee of the latter drug accounting for the

FULL-POWER TRIALS. 


WASHINGTON, April 11.—The arrangements 
for the trial trip of the cruiser New-York will 
be made when the naval review is over. It 
will bethe mostinteresting trip held in some 
time on this side of the water. The dranght of 
the ship and the determination to adhere to the 
old-time method of a long-distance course will 
make it necessary to have the trial in another 
place than the usual course in Long Island 
Sound. The depth is hardly aufficient there for 
a long course, and it will be a matter of some 
trouble to get a course which is perfectly adapt- 
ed to the cruiser. 

A course between Cape Cod on the Massachu- 
setts coast and some pointon the Maine coast 
is under consideration and may be chosen if the 
department does not change its notion that 
the long-distance course is better than the 
standardized screw method so favorably 
adopted in the trial of the Detroit. Some of the 
engineers are in favor of a course which shall 
demonstrate the endurance of the cruiser as 
Well as her speed and horse power. They sug- 
gest a trip from New-York to Cape Hatteras, as 
was done with the old Wampanoag. The trials 
of large fastships must take placein deep 
water ifthey are to have a chance to do their 
best. 

The four-hour trials of ships have furnished 
much information for and against that method. 


Passed Assistant Engineer W. M. MoFariand, 
who is on duty in the Bureau of Engineering at 
the Navy Department, and who is an authority 
on trials of ships, said toa New-YoRK TIMES 
correspondent: @ 

“An important point in the four-hour full- 
power trials is whether they are worth having. 
There are those engineers, and of the tirst rank, 
too, who say positively that they consider 
them almost useless. They claim that a four- 
hour test is a mere‘ spurt,’ and is no oriterion 
of what canbe done ina continuous run like 
those made by the great Atlantic greyhounds. 
They say, also, that the whole premium system 
is wrong, because machinery of agiven design 
is capable of only a definite power, and no 
amount of reward can make it exceed this limit. 

“These points are well taken to some extent, 
but they overlook one item of the greatest im- 
portance. These trials, where every part of 
the machinery is under great stress, would be 
impossible but for absolute perfection of work- 
manship and fitting and the very best adapta- 
tion of means to ends. It has been shown 
again and again on our recent trials that the 
last ten or fifteen revolutions per minute have 
developed defects which had not been sus- 
pected. The Charleston's air pumps, the Con- 
cord’s feed pumps, the Newark’s valve gear, the 
Vesuvius’s air-pump gear, and many others can 
be cited as instances. . 

“Unless the contractor has a powerful incent- 
ive, can he be expected to go to the expense of 
this splendid workmanship and accuracy of ad- 
justment? And again, how would we ever know 
whether we were setting the proper value for 
an exacted speed or horse power! When the 
horse powers of the Baltimore and the Cnarles- 
ton were scaled down from what it was aileged 
their English prototypes could do or had done, 
it was thought that a iair chance had been given 
to make the contract horse power easily. It 
turned out so for the Baltimore; but, in spite of 
everything that skill could do, the Charleston 
could not make 7,000 indicated horse power, 
much less the 7,650 credited to the Naniwa- 
Kan. 

“The next question that arises is how long 
should the full-power trial last. It is alleged, 
and undoubtedly with truth, that the results 
obtained on a four-hour run are greater than 
the averages which come from a longer period. 
This is due to a pumber of causes, the principal 
one being the necessity for cleaning fires and 
the fouling of the heating surfaces. Where the 
inen are under the nervous strain of keeping 
everything in perfect condition at full power 
it is doubtful if they would get enough rest in 
even an eight-hour interval between four-hour 
watches. 

“The number of men necessary would be 
enormous. in all the recent trials of twin- 
screw triple-expansion engines there have been 
twelve oilers in each engine room, besides other 
men looking out for the auxiliaries. If we 
wanted atwoor three day run we should have 
to wultiply the engineering personnel by three, 
and as aresult we should have more people on 
board, including the catering department, than 
the full crew as a war vessel. The cost, too, both 
for wages and stores, would be very great. In 
the English Navy there have been ninety-six- 
hour trials with moderate forced draught. 
There is a great deal to be said in favor of these 
trials, as they give usa fair idea of what we 
might expeot if our fast cruisers had to do like 
the fast mail steamers. 

“The point has also been raised that, inas- 
much as a four-hour trialis too short to be an 
endurance trial, a shorter period would do just 
as well to show the strength and adjustment of 
the machinery. Just here the experience with 
the Newark is valuable. On two occasions the 
machinery worked perfectly for about three 
hours, and then a part of the valve gear of one 
of the cylinders broke. The same bolts broke 
each time. Had the limit of the trial been two 
hours the first one would have been considered 
a complete success, aud the accident would not 
have occurred until after the vessel was in 
service. These full-power trials may teach us 
some very important practical points.”’

THREE MURDERERS MUST DIE. 


JUDGMENT OF THE LOWER COURTS AF- 
FIRMED BY THE COURT OF APPEALS, 


ALBANY, April 11.—The Court of Appeals to- 
day affirmed the judgment of the lower courts 
in three capital cases—John L. Osmond, James 
Martelli, and Thomas Pallister. 

Martelli was convicted of murdering another 
Italian named John Parello in May last in Sara- 
toga. The murder was brought about by trouble 
between the two over a woman. He will be re- 
sentenced at Ballston Spa next Monday. 

Pallister was convicted of murder in the first 
degree for fatally stabhing Adam Kane at Sulli- 
van and Grand Streets, in New-York City. The 
trouble resulted from an altercation between 
the two, which was followed by an open tight 
among their friends. Shortly afterward the 
stabbing occurred, and Kane died two days 
later. 

Osmond was convicted of murder in the first 
degree for the killing of his wife on Oct. 3, 
1891, in New-York City. His wife was living 
apart from him at the time in the house of one 
Burchell, with whom her husband asserts she 
Was maintaiving improper relations. Osmond 
visited Burchell’s house on the day mentioned 
in an endeavor to persuade his wife to resume 
married relations with him. Asaresult of the 
visit Osmond shot and killed both his wife and 
Burehell. The defense set up a plea of in- 
sanity.

ANNA POTTER’S COSTLY CAMPAIGN. 
THE WOMAN WHO GOT TWENTY-SIX 


VOTES FOR MAYOR OF KANSAS CITY. 


TOPEKA, April 11.—One of the most remark- 
able campaigns made by any candidate for office 
was that by Mrs. Anna Potter, who aspired to 
be Mayor of Kansas City, Kan. Mrs. Potter ex- 
pended fully $9,000 in the campaign, and re- 
ceived twenty-six votes. Of these, five were 
cust by women. 

Mra. Potter 1s a peculiar woman, weathy and 
ignorant. Only the day before the election she 
appoared on the main street of the city dressed 
ina calico dress, wearing brogans manufactured 
for the sterner sex, and in her ears were dia- 
monds costing over $5,000. Buta little time be- 
fore she had appeared on the same street wearing 
the same kind of dress and shoes, in addition to 
which she had on a sealskin cloak reaching al- 
most to her feet, while in her ears and on her 
fingers were the inevitable diamonds, estimated 
by a jeweler to be worth over $10,000. 

It is not only in dress that Mrs. Potter affects 
peculiarities. Last year she completed a resi- 
dence costing $80,000, in which were forty 
rooms for the use of herself, her husband, and 
her child, for she cannot endure the presence 
of common people, and therefore was without 
servants. Last Fail her house burned down. 
The only remark she made was: ‘I never did 
like the plan of this house, and now that it is 
gone I[ will build one to suit me.” 

Such was the woman who wanted to be Mayor 
of Kansas City. She did not care especially for 
the honor, but the Street Commissioner had 
graded down her sidewalk two feet, an act that 
greatly displeased ber. For this reason she 
determined to make the race, be elected, aud 
then appoint a Street Commissioner who would 
do her vidding. Whenshe made known her in- 
tentions there were plenty, all men, who en- 
couraged her to enter the canvass as an inde- 
pendent candidate. They all had influence and 
were Willing to assist her for a consideration. 
As 8000 as it was noised abroad that her purse 
was opened, the ward heelers flocked to her resi- 
dence and tendered their services. Halls were 
rented, speeches were made, «nd all the fuss of 
@ regular campaign was indulged in. When- 
ever she appeared on thé streets she was 
cheered by enthusiastic men—at least they were 
apparently enthusiastic—and she always re- 
sponded with smiles aud bows. 

The morning of election came, when Mrs. 
Potter distributed 40,000 tickets, although but 
10,000 voters had registered. Dressed in slik 
and feathers she rode in a Magnificent turnout 
from precinct to precinct, giving directions to 
her licutevants, her husband being her driver. 
That was all; he was not permitted to say a 
word. At noon, when questioned by & reporier, 
she said she was 3,000 ahead of any other can- 
dicate and was rapidly gaining. Fifteen thou- 
sand more tickets were ordered, followed very 
soon by another order for 5,000, which were dis- 
tributed to her workera. 

As she appeared at the various precincts, fol- 
lowed by a juvenile African band making ex- 
ecrable music, as well us a white band not doing 
much better, she was received with cheers. The 
women—and thére were about 4,000 of them— 
only looked at her and scowled, for a woman 
can scowl when she goes into politics. At one 
time the women feared that Mrs. Potter was re- 
ceiving all the votea she claimed, refusing to 
believe the clerks of election who were watch- 
ing every voter. They hurried out all their car- 
riages and 600n Were as busily engaged in haul- 
ing up women voters as ever were men in a 
close cai paign. 

When the end came and Mrs, Potter found that 
she had but 26 votes, she declared that she had 
been counted out, and signified ber intention 
to contest the elections. She held a meeting in 
the City Hall, occupying the Mayor's chair, at 
whith she denounced the unholy alliance be- 
tween Republican and Democratic precinot offi- 
cers, Who bad deliberately changed the result 
by counting 6,000 of her votes for her oppo- 
nents. Mrs. Potter is an ardent “suffragist,”’ 
believing in the final “emancipation of wo- 
men.” Her experience of last week will prob- 
ably cause her to lose faith in both men and 
women. 


TROOPS NOW AT ANTLERS.

AGENT BENNETT BELIEVED TO HAVE 
BEEN UNDULY ALARMED. 


Paris, Texas, April 11.—Both Choctaw fac- 
tions are seemingly quiet, but both are reoruit- 
ing and getting everything in readiness for a 
fight. 

Locke received a reinforcement of thirty- 
seven men last night and the militia are con- 
stantly receiving recruits, although some of 
their men are going away. 

A company of soldiers under command of 
Capt. John B. Guthrie from’Fort Reno, Indian 
Territory, arrived here this evening and left at 
once. They reached Antlers at 8 P. M. 

WASHINGTON, April 11.—Another request for 
troops to go to Antlers was received at the 
War Department to-day from the Secretary of 
the Interior. The request was made on infor- 
mation received from Indian Agent Bennett. 

The request was telegraphed to Gen. Miles, 
commanding the Department of Missouri, who 
replied that Capt. Guthrie had left Fort Reno, 


Indian Territory, for Antlers on Saturday last 
with Company A, Fourteenth Infantry, con- 
sisting of forty-one men. 

Otlicers at the War Department are inclined 
to believe that the trouble is not so serious as 
the dispatches of Agent Bennett indicate, His 
telegrams come from Muscogee and state that 
he will go to Antlers as soon as the troops ar- 
rive. The telegram from Bennett was as fol- 
lows: 

“Am reliably advised both factions Choctaws 
being reinforced strongly. Presence of military 
alone will prevent conflict. Troops should be sent 
to Antlers quick as possible. I will go there when 
advised troops have started. Telegram just re- 
ceived from Atoka says: ‘Oue hundred men there 
going to location of troubiese if Government does not 
interfere.’ Have wired their leaders that you have 
asked War Department to send troops to prevent 
domestic strife and preserve peace,” 


ATTACKED BY AN INSANE MAN. 








KEEPER MOORE OF LANCASTER HAD A 
FIERCE STRUGGLE FOR LIFE. 


LANCASTER, Penn., April 11.—Under Keeper 
H. H. Moore of the county prison had e des- 
perate struggle this morning with an insane 
prisoner, who tried to kill him. J. C. Van Nos- 
tran, formerly of Wilkesbarre, a drummer, who 
was committed to jail to await trial on a charge 
of embezzlement, became insane recently, and 
a few days ago the court ordered his removal to 
the Norristown Asylum. 

Thia morning Moore entered the cell to get 
Van Nostran ready for removal,’ and the latter 
asked the keeper to pack his valise. While thus 
engaged the madman jumped on Moore and 
struck him a stunning blow. 

The keeper was knocked on his baek and man- 
aged to give the crazy man a terrific kick in the 
stomach. Moore thus gained enough time to 
get up. Van Nostran immediately assaulted 
him again, and, although the keeper is a power- 
ful man, it was only aftera long and desperate 
struggle that he managed to disengage himself 
and escape from the cell.

EVERYBODY HAS

CAUGHT FROM JUDICIAL, POLITIC- 
AL, AND ARTISTICAL LIPS. 


The Liberty Dawn Association of the Knights 
of Labor has taken its stand in the great whisk- 
ers contest upon the rock of Democratic equal- 
ity. The members of the association are the 
cabmen whose stands are near the fashionable 
hotels up town, and who have lately been or- 
dered by the companies employing them to 
appear with oleanly-shaven faces if they ex- 
pect to drive in the future. Some of them, 
pursued by the dread of losing their jobs, 
have already submitted their faces to the steel 
of the tyrant, but many others still flaunt the 
capillary oriflamme of independence, and de- 
clare that they never, never, never will be 
slaves. 

The cabmen struck tho clearest note of 
strength in their assertion, published in yester- 
day’s NEW-YORK TIMES, that “ if such a system

be just as regards the hack drivers, as servants 
of said livery stable keepers and hotel owners, 
then thesame rule should apply to the public 
servants of the people, viz., tothe Governor of 
the State and members of the Legislature and 
other State and city ofticials.”’ 

A great deal was said about town yesterday 
concerning this assertion. It entered largely 
into the town’s talk. Even the grave and 
learned gentlemen who make a business of pre- 
siding over the deliberations of the courts dis- 


cussed it as opportunity offered. Said one of 
these august individuals toa Ne w-YorkK TIMES 
reporter: 

** In the very centre and core of the American 
Constitution is imbedded the great principle 
that what is sauce for the goose is sauce for the 
gander. There shouid be no respect of persous 
before the law. 

“ The contention of the cabmen is undoubted- 
ly true that if, for instance, Mr. Boldt of the 
Waldorf Hotel, who appears to be an effete per- 
son, whose heart yearns after the fleshpots and 
kneebreeches of European Courts, has the 
power to establish arule compelling his eerv- 
ants, whether waiters or cabmen, to shave their 
faces, the great American people in its majesty 
at the polls can likewise, if it so elect to do, 
— asdaven face acondition of holding public 
office.’ ’ 

** How about Mr. Boldt’s right to issue the 
order that has stirred up the cabmen ?” 

‘There seeing to be little doubt that any man 
has a legal right to require his servants to do as 
he tells them, 80 — as they remain in bis 
service, providing he Goes not require them to 
violate any statute. By the same token, as Seo- 
retary McCullagh of the Liberty Dawn Aassoci- 
ation said, the people can require the public 
servants to shave even twice aday so long as 
they hold their offices, if the people so-vote. 

“The only possible danger of misunderstand- 
ing lies in the chance that these cabmen, like 
the three tailors of Tooley Street, who held a 
meeting and passed resolutions referring to 
themselves as * we, the people of England,’ may

assume that they, the cabmen, are the people ef 
America, without proper and legal indorsemont 
of their claims by a popular vote.” 

“You're not joking, are you?” asked the re- 
porter.

OKLAHOMA NOT A POOR MAN’S PARA- 
DISE JU8T NOW. 


TopeKa, April 11.—But little account has 
been made of the privations and suffering ariz- 
ing from the ill-considered rush made for’ the 
new lands of Oklahoma when thrown open to 
the public 

The great negro population of that territory 
has been improved in condition, for these 
people left nothing and have found something. 

The other day two white-covered prairie 
schooners moved slowly down Kansas Avenue 
headed forthe East. The advance wagon was 
hailed and the driver asked where he was go- 
ing. The man slowly pulled up his team and 
answered that he “reckoned” he was going 


home. He said he had started from his farm 
near Hastings, Neb., for Guthrie, Indian Terri- 
tory, about two years ago, taking his family, 
consisting of his wife and twelve ohildren. e 
had, in addition to his two teams, at that time 
$3,000, of the greater part of which he had 
been fleeced by confidence men. 

He had fcund a claim, but, being left without 
money, had been living in a tent the past two 
years, and at times found himself with but few 
ofthe necessaries of life. He was willing to 
work, but his neighbors were but little better 
off than himself and were unable to give em- 
ployment to any person. In fact they did not 
need help of any kind, being able to do all their 
own work. 

‘There has been much more suffering among 
the whites than among the negroes, for the lat- 
ter have helped each other, while the white 
family in poor luck has had to help itself. For 
anew country Oklahoma has been fairly pros- 
perous. The weaker have been crowded out, 
andthe failures have been lost sightof. The 
cities—for every coliection of houses is termed 
a city—have been collectively prosperous, ex- 
cept in the newer territory opened during the 
past two years. 

The cause of the depression in the six coun- 
ties more lately opened lies in the uliar 
privilege granted the Indians, by which they 
selected the best lands, and are relieved from 
all taxation for twenty-five years. 

The settler, after having selected his land and 
invested his little ready money in buildings and 
improvements, finds that he must pay ali the 
taxes for the county Government, bridges, and 
school buildings and schools, while the Indians 
derive equal benefits. The burden of taxation 
becomes too great, and the settler is often 
crowded to the wall. 

As there will be but seventy allotments in the 
Cherokee Strip, this condition will not prevail 
there, the condition being practically the same 
asin the original Oklahoma. The speculators 
will suppress allappeals for aid, as they have 
done in the past, and by that means crowd out 
the needy ones.

THE RANSOM BILL ADVANCED TO THIRD 

READING IN THE SENATE. 


ALBANY, April 11.—The Ransom Personal 
Registration bill was a special order in Com- 
mittee of the Whole to-day. Senator Saxton 
moved to amend so as to provide that voters 
outside of cities may vote when not registered 
if they present on election day an affidavit 
showing why they have not registered, and if 
the affidavitis confirmed by the oath of a house- 


holder. 

Senator Cantor asked why persons living in 
the country should be accorded privileges 
which are denied to city voters. 

Senator Saxton replied that the conditions in 
the country were different from those which 


exist in the city. 
Senator Cantor objected to the granting of 
special privileges to country voters. 

Senator Saxton said that it was pretty late 
now to object toa principle which had been im- 
bedded inthe statutes for twenty-five years. 
He went on to discuss the bill at lengib. Two 
or three years azo, by common consent, he said, 
 ersonal rexistration had been extended to the 
cities. There was then no suggestion that per- 
sonal registraiicn was beeessary in the country 
districts. He criticised the Ransom bill, be- 
cause it created two systems of registration in 
ihe game town. He thought that personal reg- 
istration might be nee'!ed in the larger villages, 
but it certainly was Dut in the smaller ones. To 
extend personal registrition to the country 
districts. would work great hardship, and In 
such districts there is vow practically no 
illegal voting. He would be in favor or any bill 
which was needed to secure an honest vote, but 
this was not needed. ue bill had been intro- 
duced asa partisan Weasure in the hope that 
the Repablican vote mignt be decreased. The 
adoption of the amendmente would certainly 
prevent illegal voting, because no illegal voter 
could secure the oath of a responsible house- 
holder. 

Senator Cantor said that complaints had 
reached Albany year after year of fraudulent 
voting in the counties bordering on Pennsyl- 
vauia and Canada. The bill would not atfect 
the old residents in any country community. 
Only those who had neglected to vote at the 
last election would be forced to appear person- 
ally, and thus only a small part of the commu- 
nity would be affected. It was vot designed to 
disfranchise a single voter. He could not see 
why country voters shoulda be given a privilege 
whiten city voters did not have. Often ocommer- 
cial travelers—hundreds of them—came from 
Chicago and Milwaukee for the purpose of reg- 
istration. 

Senator Mullin asked Senator Cantor if he 
knew that the border towns were Democratic. 

Senator Erwin said the bill intended to disa- 
franchise enough Kepublicans to make the 
Democracy sure of the State. 

Senator Cantor suggested that the Democrats 
held the State now. 

Senator Erwin acknowledged this, but remind- 
ed Senator Cantor that there was trouble in the 
ranks of the Democracy, and the faction which 
Senator Cantor represented might have more 
diticulty than usual in carrying the State in the 
futare. 

Senator Saxton quoted Gov. Hill’s veto of the 
Personal Registration bill of 1887—a much 
milder bill than the Ransom measure. [t was a 
stronger argument, he deciared, than any that 
he could make personally against the bill under 
discussion. 

Senator Saxton’s amendment was rejected 
after a long partisan discussion, and the bill ad- 
vanced to the order of third reading by a viva 
‘voce yote. 


A NEW ORE-RECEIVING PORT. 


——_——_—— 
CONNEAUT TO BE MADE A RBIVAL OF 
CLEVELAND IN THE FUTURE. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, April 11.—Lake Erie is to 
have a new ore-receiving port that will soon 
rank in importance with Cleveland and Ashta- 
bula unless present signs are extremely mis- 
leading. Last Fall the Conneaut Dock Com- 
pany began putting in a good plant, and a few 
shiploada of ore were received. Now it is an- 
nounced that the American Steam Barge Com- 
pany, the Merritt syndicate of Mesaba mines, 
and heavy Pittsburg iron and steel interests 
have united upon that harbor, in the extreme 
northeastern corner of the State, as the point 
where their ore is to be received. A company 
has been incorporated under the laws of West 
Virginia, and extensive docks and hoisting ap- 
paratus Will svon be construc 

The unique feature of the new port is that the 
hoisting and conveying on the docks is ail to be 
done by electricity. Permanent bridges over 
slips LOU feet in width will be constructed, upon 
which the electrio hoiste will work. The whaie- 
back steam barges, with their two consorts in 
tow, will find the slips just large enough to ac- 
commodate the three. The docks will also be 
lighted by electric lamps, and work will go on 
night andday. By the electrical machinery it 
wiil be possible to dispense with about one-half 
the foroe necessary to operate hoisting ma- 
chines. 

ive Pittsburg, Shenango and Lake Erie Rail- 
road, which connects Conneaut with theShenan- 
go Valiey and Pittsburg districts, is, of course, 
deeply concerned in the new developemen® Its 
B. Dick, is authority for the 
statement that nearly 1,000,000 tons of ore and 
coal have already been contracted for to be 
handled at the new port,and the American 
Steel Barge Company has entered into a con- 
tract to make Couneaut its coal and ore port 
for twenty-five years. 

This activity is curious because it is a revival. 
Sixty years ago there was an extensive buai- 
ness done at the port, but the closing of its 
harbor by a barand the great development of 
other points couipietely eclipsedit. It was,in 
the old days, a prominent sbip-vuilding point, 
rivaling Cleveland. A fine fleet of salling ves- 
sels and at least three passenger steamers were 
constructed there. But all that is half a cent- 
ury ago, and the town has been almost ata 
standstill since, while ite rivals have made pro- 
— progress. Now itis to take a new lease 
of life.

WEBSTER’S AMENDED BILL PASSED

ALBANY, April 11.—A small tempest broke 
over the Assembly to-day, when Mr. Webster 
(Dem., New-York,) called up his Elm Street Im- 
provement bill, which was laid aside some time 
ago. 

Mr. Kempner (Dem., New-York,) attacked the 
measure. He said it was a vicious bill,and that it 
had been advanced irreguiarly. The mere fact 
that trickery had to be resorted to in order to 
bring it before the House was proof that its 


backers feared publicity. It was unconstitu- 
tional, because it proposed to take private prop- 
oe for public purposes without due provess of 
aw. 

Mr. T. D. Sullivan (Dem., New-York,) said he 
had some amendments, but had been given no 
opportunity to introduce them. ‘he bill affect- 
ed his district, and his constituents were oj- 
peuee toit. The bill was passed by a vote of 67 
to 28. 

It bas been materially amended since it was 
introduced in the House, and in ite present 
shape, according to Mr. Webster, protects prop- 
erty owners as thoroughly as a Legislature pos- 
sibiy can do. It assures property owners in- 
dewnity for loss of rent, and allows interest on 
the vaiue ofthe property from the time the 
property is condemned.

CONCORD, N. H., April 11.—New-Hampshire 
Republican politicians who speak frankly say 
that, if the United States Senate knew what 
they know about Senatorial elections in this 
St»te from 1878 down, it would see in the Bell, 
Blair, and Marston cases, cited as precedents in 
the Montana Senxtorship debate, not an argu- 
ment in favor of making the way for “ appoint- 
ed Senators” easier, but one in favor of stiok- 
ing bard and fast to the literal mandate of the 
Constitution. 

They say that there would have been no 
vacancy for the Governor to fill in 1879 when 
the first.of the New-Hampshrie “ appointed 8Sen- 
ators’’ was admitted to the United States Sea- 
ate but for trickery upon the part of men in the 
Republican Party who controlled votes enough 
in the Legislature of 1878 to prevent an elec- 
tion. They say the same thing “about the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Biair in 1885 and the same 
thing about the appointment of Gen. Marston 
in 1889. 

In each instance, they allege, a part of the 
Republican Party wished to have a Senator 
elected by the Legislature that was last in ses- 
sion before the expiration of the Senatorial 
term, While another part wished to prevent an 
election. Those who wished to elect either be- 
lieved thatif an election should take place a 
certain man would be chosen Senator or be- 
lieved that the election would result unfortu- 
or for some man to whom they were op- 
pose Those who were opposed to an election 
wanted somebody else for Seuator than the man 
bs was apparently the strongest in the Legis- 
ature. 

The re-election of Bainbridge Wadleigh, whom 
Mr. Beli succeeded by appointment of the Gov- 
ernor, Was promoted by the manipulation of 
— Legislawre by a cabal that was opposed to 

im. 

Mr. Blair's re-election in 1883 was prevented 
by the same sort of performance aud to a large 
extent by the same cabal, though in the end 
the great Christian statesman triumphed over 
his enemies, getting two years later both the ap- 
pointment of the Governor and the votes of the 
Legisiature. 

Coming down to the last instance of “‘ appoint- 
ed benators”’ a similar operation is disclosed. 
When the Legislature of 1887 met there Wasa 
vacant Senatorship, Mr. Pike, whose term would 
have expired March 3, 188y, having died. Ke- 
tween the adjournment of the Legisiature of 
1887 and March 3, 185¥, no other Legislature 
would meet, so that it was the duty of the Leg- 
islature of 1887 not only to fill out Mr. Pike's 
term, but to choose somebody to serve for six 
years, beginning March 4, lssy. Forsix months 
the editors of the State aud everybody else were 
discussipg whether there should be two Sena- 
tors chosen by the Legislature of 1587 or one— 
whether there should be anelection for both 
short and long terms. 

Mr. Kolling was acandidate for a Senator- 
ship. He asked for the short term and proposed 
thatitbe given him, and that the long term 
should go tu Mr. Uhandier. 

Mr. Chandler wanted both terms, but he dared 
not make a fight for both—so he went in for 
the short term and urged that the Legislature 
of 1587 had no rightto dispose of the long 
term. His argument was the same that was 
made in the other cases. It referred to the act 
of Congress which said that a Senator must be 
elected by the Legislature last chosen before 
the beginning of the term to be filled. The Leg- 
islature chosen in November, 188s, Mr. Chan- 
dier argued, was the one to elect for tlie long 
term and this he argued in spite of the fact that 
there was no way on earth for it to do it, inas- 
much as its session would not begin until June, 
1889. 

Mr. Chandler had his way. The Legislature 
filled the short term and left the fight for the 
long term open. Had Mr. Chandler had reason 
to believe thathe could get the long term at 
the same time with the short term, he would 
have taken it. As it was he wae afraid to make 
trial for it, and did the next best thing—tied up 
the Legislature. 

It is knowledge of these faets that causes the 
New-Hampsbire politicians to squirm a little 
when they read in the reports of the Montana 
Senatorsbip debate the plea for a broader con- 
struction of the Constitution than has been al- 
lowed in former years. 

They say that to ailow this plea would be a 
miefortune to the country, Inasmuch as it 
would establish the rule of the cabal all over 
the jand and open wide the gates for conspiracy 
and corruption to enter“into the election of 
United States Senators. 

It is not half so important, they say, to have 
the Senate full as it is to have Senators chosen 
fairly and decently, so that they may be regard- 
ed as representatives of the people of their 
States and not as creatures of tricksters and 
conspirators, though in saying this they mean 
to cast no reflection upon anybody in public 
ollice to-day.

POPULISTS NOW THE BITTEREST EN- 
EVIES OF FEMALE SUFFRAGE. 





KANSAS. 


TOPEKA, Kan., April 11.—As anticipated, the 
woman vote cast at the last election has been 
taken as a condemnation of Pupulist methods, 
and the leaders of that party have already de- 
clared war not only upon full suffrage, but upon 
the present law that gives the right of suffrage 
only in municipal elections. Counting out the 
woman vote, the results would have been 
practically the same, but that vote has made 
the defeat so overwhelming that the Populist 
leaders have become somewhat demoralized for 
fear the weak and uncertain members of their 
party may leave them. 

The election has had another result. Before 
the vote was cast such Populists as Lease, Dos- 
ter, Breidenthal, Osborne, and those in power 
were declaring that they had only been weak- 
ened by accepting alliance with the Democrats, 


and that hereafter they would travel “in the 
middie ofthe road.” They have seen thata 
portion of the condemnation of their course has 
come fromthe Democrats, reveuling their own 
weakness. They have been brought to realize 
thet the Demeerate are not with them, even 
though that party did give its votes to Popu- 
lists for political reasons. in their fear they 
are now making many promises, although only 
a few days ago they deciared that the Demo- 
cratic Party was more corrupt than the Repub- 
lican Party. They have nothing more to give 
out in the way of ollices, but they say when they 
do have they will not forget the Democrats. 
Une Democrat has found, to hia sorrow, that 
their pledges are not things to build upon. 

Last Winter a newspaper man named Chap- 
man was induced to sell his paper in Fort Scott, 
where he had for years been running a straight 
Democratic sheet, and had been a candidate for 
Congress on the ticket of his party. Five of the 
six Populist State officers pledged him their 
votes to make him thé official printer for the 
Btate if he would come to this city and pur- 
chase the //emocraiand make it a Populist 
paper. They wanted a daily organ and none of 
their crowd bad the ability or the nerve to give 
them what they wanted. Chapman invested 
his money and made an organ that satistied the 
loudest howlero! whatishere known as the * ca- 
lamity crowd.” When the ollicial State papor was 
selected, before the election, the Populiste 
rallied to the support'of an obscure weekly 
paper, and the Exeoutive Council was threat- 
ened by the sixty-four Populist papers in the 
State thatif the Chapman paper was named a 
vigoreus war would at onve be waged upon 
every State officer. The result was a secret 
ballot, when six votes were cast forthe :dvocate 
aud not one for the /ress, though there were 
absolute pledges of five votes to the latter. The 
result is that there is now one more Democratic 
daily in the State, although there is a little 
Populist money in it. 

The election has awakened the Populists to 
some things they never dreamed of, and they 
find that ** the first Populist State Government 
on the face of the earth ” is fast slipping away, 
and that they must conciliate those whom they 
have made enemies by their course. The 
woman vote does not alarm them except that 
it tends to cause a jose of strength among those 
of their followors who love to be on the winning 
side. While the Populiste bave engrafted in 
their State platform a woman-suffrace plank, 
they will oppose the amendment, realizing that 
if their party bas life four years hence it would 
then be totally annihilated. 

Even those who are opposed to woman suf- 
trage declare that the women are opposed te 
shams, and that thoy are noteasily hood winked, 
inthis may be found their opposition to the 
Populists, who have developed such an insa- 
tiable craving for spoils thatthey have ito every 
instance loat their heads. Kven thus far ahead 
it may be predicted that the amendment grant- 
ing to women the right to vote will be defeated.

AGAINST POLICE “ BARNACLES,” 


A COPY OF THE NEW LAW REACHES 
THK COMMISSIONERS, 


Chapter 326 of the Lawa of 1893 is directed 
against police “barnacies.” A certified copy 
of it was received by the Board of Polico yes- 
terday. Nowa majority vote of the Commis- 
sioners willrid the department of men who, 
unable to do service, draw “sick” or half 
pay. 

Hitherto the vote of every Commissioner was 
necessary to this end, but Mr. MacLean with- 
held his on the plea that the certitioates of disa- 
bility from the Board of Police Surgeons were 
not satisfactory to him, the main reason being 
that it was not clear to him that suoh disability 
oame in the discharge of police duty. 

Mr. MacLean was not wholly in error in tak- 
ing this view, but his colleagues decided that 


the easiest way to change his views was to get 
the law changed. 

When the certified copy of the law had been 
filed, it was resolved that the Police Surgeons 
proceed to examine and report, with a view to 
retirement on small graded pensions, on the 
condition of the following oiticers who have 
done no duty, but have been drawing half pay 
for a long time: James Burke, Third Precinct; 
Michael Cahill, Ninth; George J. Molloy, Ninth; 
Bernard MoCauley, I wenty-tuird; John P. Shea, 
Sixth; Frank McCarthy, Thirteenth, ana Jesse 
R. Clark, I'wenty-seventh. 

Of Molloy the certificate of Chief Police Sur- 
geon Cook ia interesting. Dr. OGook says that 
he is “permanently disabled by reason of 
mental unsoundness taking the form of aloo- 
holic paresis.” This was dated a year ago. 

“ Bince that time,” the doctor says, “ he has, 
in consequence of his continued intemperate 
babits, gradually grown worse until now he is 
at times violently insane, With occasions! homi- 
cidal tendencies.” 

Capt. Sckmittberger of the Twenty-second 
Precinct supplemented this information witha 
report that on the sth inet., Molloy was brought 
insane to the West Forty-seventh Strect Station 
House and was sent to Bellevue Hospital.

SUBJECTS TO BE DISCUSSED BY THE 
BOARD OF DIRECTORS TO-DAY. 


BALTIMORE, Md, April 11.—Monday and to- 
day Archbishops and Bishops of the Roman 
Catholic Chureb, on their way to the meeting of 
the Board of Directors of the Roman Catholic 
University at Washington, have been dropping 
in upon his Eminence, Cardinal Gibbons. This 
Board of Directors is composed as follows: 
Cardinal Gibbons, Archbishop Williams of Bos- 
ton, Archbishop Corrigan of New-York, Arch- 
bishop Ryan of Philadelphia, Archbishop Ire- 
land of 8t.

The Board of Directors meets on the second 
Wednesday atter Easter Of each year. Bishop 
Marty will not be present. His episcopal duties 
in Dakota keep him away. Bishop Chapeile is 
in ne All the other members will be pres- 
ent. 

The board inquires into the course of study of 
the year closing, and of the scholastic year to 
follow, and takes into consideration all matters 
concerning the staif of professors and the body 
of students. The board also looks carefully into 
the finances of the university, examining the 
bookkeeping of the whole year, investigutes the 
condition of the permanent investments, and 
studies the development of the university in the 
organization of the various departments yet to 
be instituted. 

The principal task of the Board of Directors 
at the coming meeting will bethe organization 
of the new Faculty of Philosophy, Science, and 
Letters. This department is meant specially for 
lay students, although many of its courses will 
also be suitable for clergymen. The building 
for ite use is rapidly approaching completion, 
and it will be the most majestio of the univer- 
sity structures. It will stand as a lasting mon- 
ument tothe munificence of the Rev. James 
McMahon, out of whose gift to the university it 
is beiug constructed. The plans for the pro- 
Tesserships and courses of study have been care- 
fully thought out by Bishop Keane and the 
senate of the univeraity, after consultation with 
university men in every part of the world. 
These plans will be discussed and acted upon 
by the Board of Directors.

THE WEBSTER BILL WILL BE REPORT- 
KD TO THE ASSEMBLY TO-DAY. 


ALBANY, April 11.—The Assembly Cities Com- 
mittee gave a hearing this afternoon on the 
supplementary Croton Watershed bills. Asaist- 
ant Corporation Counsel Blandy moved the 
Webster bill. 
Mr. Robert Thorne of the Chamber of Com- 
merce said that that body favored the Academy 
of Medicine bill presented by Mr. Kempner. 
He read memorials in favor of its passage by 
the Chamber of Commerce, the Produce E x- 
change, and the City Reform Club of New-York 
City. The city authorities and the Academy of 
Medicine agreed that supplementary legislation 
was necessary to protect the Croton watershed, 
but they differed in believing that the great 
power conferred on the Commissioner of Public 
Works in the Webster bill would be safer if in 
the hands of a commission. The desire of all 
these bodies was to provide some complete 
plan. Everybody recognized the «reat evils 
that would arise if the cholera should visit the 
State, and the people were thoroughly aroused. 
NOopposition to the Commissioner of Public 
Works’s proceedings in the watershed region 
had yet developed, but if it did show ag ore 
ould be after the’ adjournment of the gis- 
lacus, when further acts could not be pry 
Dr. J. West Roosevelt of the Academy of Med- 
icine of New-York Oity agreed with the Mayor 
that supplementary legislation was necessary. 
But he did not believe it safe to give all the 
power to one man. If it was impossible to get 
the Kempner bill the Academy of Medicine 
would take the Webster wane which was a good 
as far as it wen 
mer, Blandy said the city authoritios were ut- 
terly opposed to any except the Webster bill. 
If supplementary legislation were needed it was 
only to confirm the power of the Commissioner 
of Public Works beyond any doubt. The main 
purpose of the bill = give him police power 
l the watershe 
SS kempeer said that it had been rumored 
that the Academy of Medicine had decided to 
withdraw its opposition to the Webster Dill. 
Inasmuch as this was not so, he wanted to say 
that he thought his bill was safer for the city 
and the State as well. There could be no doubt 
that a commission of sanitary experts could 
be more safely intrusted with the purification 
of the watershed and its maintenance free from 
pollution than any single official The only 
purpose of this proposed legislation wes to pro- 
tect the watershed, aside from all questions of 
ics. 
Pe eaccutive session the committee decided to 
report the Webster bill favorably. 


Commissioner of Public Works Michael T. 
Daly said yesterday that he would make an- 
other trip to the watershed next Monday or 
Tuesday. He expects to have most of the nui- 
sances abated by May 1, and, with this purpose 
in view, he is adding to his force in the water- 
shed. He received atelegram yesterday from 
Assistant Corporation Counsel Dykman, stating 
that an additional force of engineers, with car- 
penters and photographers, was engaged at 
unt Kisco.

CITY AUTHORITIES DEMAND AN OB- 
SERVANCE OF THE SANITARY RULES. 


As aresult of last week’s conference of the 
heads of the important city departments the 
following was issued yesterday upon cards, 
1,000,000 of which have been printed and will 
be distributed throughout the city. The cards 
are headed “To the occupants of this build- 


ing:” 

Your attention is called to the fact that many per- 
sons, in violation of law, 
Sweep the dust, dirt, or refuse of their stores and 
dwellings into the street, 

Or throw paper, fruit parings, or other refuse upon 
the sidewalks ani the street, 

Or open packages of merchandise on the sidewalk, 
Or shake carpets, rugs, or mats, so that the dust 
from the same into the street. 

So long as these practices continue it is impossi- 
ble to secure the proper cleanliness of the streets. 
Section 1936 of the New-York Consolidation act 
provides that “no person or persons shall throw, 
cast, or lay, or direct, sufier, or permit any servant, 
agent, or employe to throw, cast or lay any ashes, 
offal, vegetables, marbage. dross, cinders, shells, 
straw, shavings, paper, dirt, filth, or rubbish of any 
kind whatever, in any gutter, street lane, or alley, 
or im any public piace in the city. The wiliful viola 
tion of any of the foregoing provisions of this section 
shall be and is hereby declared to be a misdemeanor, 
and shall be punished by a fine of not less thau $1 
nor not more than $10, or by imprisonment for a 
term of not less than one nor more than five days.” 
Section 96 of the Sanitary Code requires every 
owner, tenant, lessee, and occupant of every build- 
ing to provide and keep within each building enita 
bie ana sufficient boxes, barrels, and tubs for re. 
coiving and holding, without leakage, and without 
being filled within four inches of the top thereof. all 
the ashes, rubbish, garbage, and liquid sabstances 
that may accumulate in said building, and that no 
such box, barrel, or tub. before or after it is emptied, 
shall be placed or permitted to remain upon the open 
sidewalk between the curb and the area and stwop 


line. 

It is the intention of the municipal authorities to 
strictly enforce the provisions of the foregoing stat- 
ute and sanitary ordinance, and the several sections 
of the ny Code relating to street cleanliness. 
You are therefore notified that any violation of the 
laws above quoted will be followed by the arrest 
and punishment of the offending net f 
The people of this city are earnestly requested, in 
the interest of the public health, to co-operate with 
the authorities in this matter. 


This is signed by Mayor Gilroy, James J.Mar- 
tin, President of the Board of Police,and Charles 
G. Wilson, President of the Board of Health. 

In connection with the card, Mayor Gilroy 
yesterday issued the following:

AT MARE ISLAND. 


A draft of 200 bluejackets from the United 
States receiving ship Vermont sailed yesterday 
for the Pacific from this port on board the Pa- 
cific Mail steamship Newport. The draft will 
go tothe Mare Island Navy Yard, where the 
seamen will be divided up between the sloops- 
of-war Alliance and Adama.

Mare Island Navy Yard,and by the re-enlist- 
ment of anumber of ber old men. 
The Adams is at the Mare Island Navy Yard 
in eompany with tho Alliance. She is being 
made ready to proceed to Honolulu and relieve 
the Mohican. ‘he Adams has preston been 
laid up ever since her return late last Fall from 
Bering Sea. Alarge portion of the Adams's 
crew has deserted from the ship since her re- 
turn to Ban Francisco. A portionof the draft 
which sailed from here yesterday will make 
cood the deficit. 

The sailors composing the draft are either 
apprentice lads or newly-enlisted men. 





Work Ahead at the Sub-Treainry. 

Major J. F. Meline, who was recently ap- 
pointed an Assistant Treasurer of the United 
States, is in charge of the corps of experts at 
the Sub-Treasury who will count the money iu 
the establishment when Conrad N. Jordan takes 
charge. It will probably take three weeks to 
make the count, although there is less to do 
than there was four years ago when the Sub- 
Treasury had $118,461,850in gold. Now it has 
629,105,000. The silver is now $38,102,000; it 
was $34,454,000 in 1889. 

There are 135,000,000 silver dollars in the 
Treasury Vaulta in Washington to be counted 
on account of the change in Treasurers.

FINANCIAL AFVAIRS. 


New-York, Tuesday, April 11—P. M. 

At the opening of the stock market this morn- 
ing prices were generally higher and they con- 
tinued to improve for an hour. By that time, 
however, the small short interest in the market 
had about covered its outstanding contracts, 
business fell off, and prices siowly receded. In 
the Jast half hour Sugar, which had been more 
or less heavy all day, broke 24 points, to 101, 
and carried the rest of the list down with it.

Paul was well held and closed unchanged. Its 
strength was due to its good report of earnings. 
Whisky closed atits lowest price. The annual 
meeting of the company is to be held to-mor- 
row, and unfavorable developments are expect- 
ed. Richmond Terminal moved within % of a 
point and closed unchanged at 95. An an- 
nouncement of a plan of reorganization by 
Messrs. Drexel, Morgan & Co. is expected al- 
most hourly. 

Outside of the stocks named the trading was 
very light. Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago and 
8t. Louis was neglected until tho last hour, 
when it jumped into activity and broke from 
507%s to 49, closing at 4944, net loss of 1% 
points. The movement was not explained. The 
other Vanderbilts were also heavy. 

There was very little news of consequence.

ENEW TWENTY-FIVE YEARS AGO. 


THE FAMOUS OPERATOR’S OPINIONS OF 
MEN AND THINGS—MR. GRESHAM A 
GOOD SMOKER, BUT NO DRINKER— 
CARTER HARRISON OLD ENOUGH TO 
KNOW HOW TO BEHAVE. 


B. P. Hutchinson, whom irreverent Ohicago 
knew as “Old Hutch,” walked into the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel yesterday afternoon. It was his 
first appearance there for many years, for dur- 
ing his recent visits here he has always stopped 
down town. Last Saturday, however, he de- 
cided to revisit the scenes with which he was 
familiar a quarter of a century ago. So he went 
to the Putnam House. 

“Ig there a ‘ticker’ in this house!” he asked, 
as he sat down on one of the sofas at the fur- 
ther end of the corridor. 

“Are you trading now?” a NEW-Y ORK TIMES 
reporter asked him. 

“No,”’ Mr. Hutchinson replied, “ ain’t been in 
it for two years, but watch the markets. Wheat 
went to 86, I believe, at noon to-day—May wheat 
did; come pretty near selling some. Didn’t do 
it. Some of the boys are fooling with wheat in 
& way they’ll be sorry for. Trying to corner it, 
I guess. They can’t do it; too much wheat. 
Too big a job for’em. Cuddy’sin it, I reckon. 
Jack or Mike Cuddy. I oan tell how the thing’s 
running. : 

“Too much wheatI tell you—farmers raise 
too much. Plenty of storageroom. By July 1 
there'll be 60,000,000 bushels on band and the 
new crop coming in then. The boys’d better 
look out, some of ’em’)l burn their fingers; 
can’t fool me. I’ve been in it too much.” 

** You say the country produces too much?” 

**Yes; farmers ought to raise hoge. Pork 
ain’t worth much, but it’s safer to grow hogs 
than catile. You can build a good hog in eight 
wonths, and no chances of their treezing to 
deuth over Winter. Somehow farmers always 
do well on hogs. 

“I’ve seen the boys squirm, though. The day 
‘Pete’ MoGeogh went under tor $3, ,000 in 
Chicago on lard ten years ago was a hot one. 
He owed me $90,000. [ sent a quick trader into 
the pit, and in a few minutes we'd got about 
$65, out of it. Settied with MoGeogh for 
50; 80 it was’nt so bad.” 

“Whatdo you think of Mr. Cleveland’s ap- 
pointments ?”’ 

“Like ’em,” said Mr. Hutchinson, crossing 
his knees and stroking his chin. ‘ Gresham— 
good man. Personal friend of mine; quiet; 
don’t put on any style; got an awful level head. 
Don’t know what he wants the job for. He was 
getting $7,000 in Chicago. Only gets a thou- 
eand raise. Won’t be able te save much of that, 
though he don’t spend much. Good smoker, 
but ne drinker. Don’t know’s {fever saw him 
take a drink, but smokes good cigars. Square- 
toed mab; gota bullet in one leg; good fighter 
in the war; make good Secretary of State; glad 
he’s got it.” 

**Do you know any others of the Cabinet?” 

“ Sterling Morton—he’s a good man,jtoo. Best 
inthe country fer Secretary of Agriculture; 
raises apples—about 5,000 barrels last year. 
Knows all about pleuro-pneumonia. Took a 
quarter section in Nebraska years ago at $1.25 
an acre; it went up so; he’s well fixed now. 
Gilad to see he’s taking hold well. Knows his 
business.” 

“What do you think of Carter Harrison for 
Mayor of Chicago?’”’ 

“Good man—ain’t no saint—nobody is; but I 
voted for him three times, and I’m a Repub- 
lican. Makes a good speech; old enough to 
know how to behave in company, and honest. 
They used to say he stood in with gamblers 
and thieves. Probably they did support bim. 
He’s declared himeelf—says he won't close up 
gambling, but will keep it within bounds. Says 
he wants to see the World’s Fair open Sun- 
day. ‘that’s right Says the Germans may 
have their beer and the Frenchmen their wine 
—that’s right, too—make a good Mayor. 

“surprised me to see how big majority he 
got. Looks as if Chicago was a Democratic 
town for zood—used to be Republican. 

*Leoks to me as if the Republican Party 
might as well quitfor the present. Better get 
anew fame and try to get all the odds and 
ends together—Farmers’ Alliance, Prohibition- 
ists, Woman’s Rights and all. Don’t believe the 
same old party can hope to win out again right 
away on # national election. When it comes to 
cities, that’s anotner thing.” 

“You think the present Administration will 
be a successful one?”’ 

“Looks as if Cleveland was going to give us 
the beat one we ever bad. Look at Carlisle— 
kuows his business. If he was in the wheat pit 
and somebody tried to catch him ‘sold sport,’ 
he’d know just how to cover himself. Wise 
man. Don’t know him personally. Notice he’s 
trimming down things to close rupning ex- 
penses. Glad he’s got done spending money 
ior this pleuro-pneumonia rot. Ain’t been any 
ofitto hartfor years. [remember when they 
thought it came from Texas. Man sent down 
there to find out all about it. He gotintoa 
saloon and sat there guzzling liquor for a while 
and then Came back and we've been spending 
money on it ever since. Glad Carlisle’s got 
sense enough to sbift things a little. 

“Don't believe Mr. Cleveland’s going to pay 
much attentionto Tammany Hall one way or 
the other. Don’t look that way now. He ain’t 
much on machines. They leave him alone and 
he’il leave them alone. He won't trouble them 
much, I reckon.’’ 

* Do you expect to go to Chicago te resume 
business?” 

*Don’tknow. Guess not. Lived in Chicago 
thirty-five yeurs. Had sw good time there. 
Used to have my clerks come to the office at 7 
o'clock and hustle things along early in the 
day. Used to read the morning papers before 
daylight; go tothe officeand get one about 3 
o’clock in the morning. Newspapers have 
changed. Used to be slow. One Chicago after- 
noon paper ’d last a man a week—good one day 
as it was another. Great change now. 

“When I leave this town, guess I'll go to 
Washington—see Gresham. Like it down there 
—quiet, wide streets, take things easy. Don’t 
know when I'll go. Want to see this part of 
town. Used to come here years ago. Been 
sick for a few days—rheumatiz, grip, and one 
thing and another—but I’m likely to pull to- 
gether again.” 

“If I go to Washington, want to see the 
office hunters. Be long time before they’ll get 
what they want. Several months. They’ll go 
broke first. Cleveiand takes his own time. 
Rather think they’]l find that out between now 
and Fall. Good man is Cleveland. So’s Gresh- 
am. Know him well; good honest man—good 
smoker, but zo drinker.”’

SOLUTE AND ENTIRE FREEDOM. 


Secretary of the Treasury Carlisle is a very 
popular man in this city’s Chinatown. The 
almond-eyed Mongolians are full of gratitude to 
the official and the Government who have 60 
far modified the Geary law as to render the at- 
tachment of photographs to applications for 
certificates of residence unnecessary. Another 
concession made to the Chinese since Saturday 
last by President Clevéland’s Government re- 
duces the credible witnesses required to the 
fact of residence and lawful status within the 
United States from two to one. This is gener- 
ally greeted with approval by the Chinese col- 
ony in New-York. 

Buta feeling of dissatisfaction still prevails. 
John Chinaman does not want te be hampered 
with any regulations whatever. He loves free- 
dom, and wants to have it everywhere and all 


the time. s 

Chin Sam, an infinential Mongolian, was 
found in bed in his room on the top floor of a 
house in Doyer Street. He said: 

“No feel good. Me play pool late till early 
daylight. Me talk soon, to-mollow. You come 
two, three weeks.”’ 

When informed that no more photography 
Was necessary to the process of registering, 
Chin Sam became interested, and, sitting up in 
bed, said: 

“No oan picture? Welly good. That nice. 
We legister, yes. Chinaman no caree for legis- 
ter, but no like picture took.” 

Lee Funk Lung, an intelligent general dealer 
of Mott Street, said: 

“Chinaman can't get two witnesses to go 
speak for him; how he getone, then! China- 
man he come here and he make pienty flends; 
but they not go with him as witnesses. No 
matter about picture taking. He no want to 
legister. He just want to do nothing.” 

Joe Gaw, a highly-civilized Mongolian who 
runs a store on Mott Street and dresses in fash- 
ionable American style, claimed that Chinamen 
had, or should have, equal rights with any 
other race of humanity. 

“ Chinamen want to be on the same footing 
as other foreigners,” he said. “ Let the Ameri- 
oans treat us as We treat them. How many 
citizens of this Republic are in Canton and how 
mavy in Pekin! They have hospitality and 
protection in our country. Why cannot our 
people have justice here? How can you call 
this a free country when it is the only one in 
the world to impose such obnoxious laws upon 
@ certain class of foreigners? In Canton and 
Shanghai Americans can buy and acquire prop- 
erty, but we are not allowed to do so here, al- 
though our money is as good as another's. 
Nothing will satisfy the Ohinaman except the 
abolition of both portrait and certificate. We 
want all or nothing repealed. Some Chinamen 
may register—some will not; but America wiil 
never know which is which.” 

Dr. Jin Fuey Moy of the St. Bartholomew’s 
Chinese Guild, St. Mark’s Place, said: 

‘The interests of the Chinamen of New-York 
have been placed in the hands of Lawyer Joseph 
H. Choate. He will test the constitutionality 
of the Exclusion act. It is my opinion that the 
knowledge of this fact induced the Cleveland 
Cabinet to modify the law, in the belief that 
Mr. Choate will now counsel compliance with 
the act. But even now the conditions wil) press 
upon us very hard. The poliee have bean in- 
structed to aid the Marshal in arresting China- 
men on the 6th of May next who may not 
have complied with the Geary rules, but how 
are they to know who have or have not 
registered! Certain men who are established 
and making perhaps $100 or $200 a week are 
not going to be arrested. They will get the 
certificate and be registered; but it is the poorer 
classes who will suffer. However, I think the 
abolition of the photographio clause is a good 
move and will make my countrymen less restive 
and more easy of control.” 

The following is part of a circular issued by 
= — last week to the Chinamen of New- 

ork: 


“Your attention is called to the fact that the 
Chinese Registration act is going into effect on the 
6thof May. You are desired to comply with the 
law. Wetind no other means to attack the Exclu- 
sion act of May 6, 1892, than to test it by having 
one or three Chinamen in this country sinoe 1880 
arrested under it, and then to take outa ‘habeas 
corpus.’ This will meet the question fairly and 
meet but it does not check the arrest of those 
Clinamen who do not comply with the law and reg- 
ister on or before the 6th of May next. So, in our 
opinion, itis better for those who can to do so, and 
the sooner the better, even if it stigmatizes us as 
criminals.”’ 


STEAMING ON SCHEDULE TIME. 





TEST OF THE ROYAL ARTHUR, NEW 
BRITISH FLAGSHIP IN THE PACIFIC. 


The powerful new British oruiser Royal Ar- 
thur is at present en route from England to the 
Pacific to relieve the British armored cruiser 
Warspite as flagship of the British forces in 
Pacific waters. The Royal Arthur sailed from 
Portemouth, England, on March 27. 

The Royal Arthur is steaming to her new sta- 
tion on schedule time. The warship must run 
from Portsmouth to Las Palmas, a distance of 
1,600 miles, in 4 days 14 hours. This ran must 
be made at a speed of 1412 knots per hour. 
From Las Palmas to Rio de Janeiro, a distance 
of 3,700 miles, the time occupied must not ex- 
ceed 12 days 11 hours. : The run can be made in 


the allotted time, it is caloulated, at a speed of 
12 knots per hour. From Rio de Janwiro to 
Montevideo the time occupied is set down at 3 
days 8 hours. The distance is 980 miles. A 
speed of 12 knots per hour will enable the last 
schedule time to be made. 

From Montevideo to Stanley (Falkland Ial- 
ands) the Royal Arthur is allowed 3 days 10 
hours. The distance is 1,000 miles, and the 
speed allowed is 12 knots per hour. From 
Stanley to Sandy Point (Magelian Straits) the 
time allowance is 2 days. The distance is 
580 miles. Twelve knots per houris permitted 
on this run. 

At Sandy Point the Royal Arthur will find the 
armored cruiser Warepite, and on meeting her 
Rear Admiral H. F. Stephenson, C. B., the pew 
commander, will take over the control of the 
British Pacific fleet. 

The British Admiralty has directed Rear Ad- 
miral Stephenson to steam the Royal Arthur at 
some stretch of her long journey at a speed of 
1642 knots per hour continuously for twenty- 
four hours. This high-speed run will be made 
between Las Palmas and Rio de Janeiro. 

The Captain of the Royal Arthur is F. P. 
Trench. ‘he new ship carries a crew of 560 
men. Her principal features are: Length, 360 
feet; beam, 60 feet; drauxbt, 23 feet Y inches; 
displacement,7,700 tons; designed horse-power, 
12,000. The main battery consists of one 
9.2-inch breechloading rifie and twelve rapid- 
“fire six-inoh guns. 

The speed of the Koyal Arthur is set down at 
19.5 knote per hour. Her coal-carrying ca- 
pacity is 850 tons. On this coal supply it is 
estimated that the Royal Arthur can steam 
10,000 miles at her most economical speed. 
The Royal Arthur is a steel-bullt ship, copper 
sheathed. 





Mirs. Farlow Appears in Court. 

Jessie A. Barlow, the wife of Dr. John Wilton 
Barlow of 178 Rutledge Street, Brooklyn, who 
disappeared on March 17 and was accused 
by her husband of having eloped with Dr. 
Charles H. Giles of this city, and against whom 
suit for divorcee has been begun, appeared in the 
Lee Avenue Police Court, Brooklyn, yesterday 
noon and said that the doctor was trying to pre- 
vent her from selling the house they had lived 
in on Rutledge Street. Justice Goetting sum- 
moned the doctor to be in court to-day. 

it transpired that Mrs. Barlow had been in 
Brooklyn for some days, staying with her 
mother, Mre, Forbes, at 1,191 Hancock Street, 
while everybody was guessing at her where- 
abouts.
